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THE TORIES STAND FIRM 


AND GAIN A DOUBLE VYVlc- 
TORY OVER THE OPPOSITION. 
THE ADDRESS IN REPLY TO THE QUEEN 


ADOPTED—RULES OF PROCEDURE TO 
HAVE PRECEDENCE ON MONDAY. 


LonpDon, Feb. 17.—In the House of Com- 
mons to-night Mr. Lewis L. Dillwyn, Liberal, 
moved to adjourn the debate on the address in 
reply to the Queen’s speech for the purpose of 
discussing irregularities in the conspiracy trial 
at Dublin by which the interests of certain mem- 
bers of the House were prejudiced. The Speaker 
declined to put the motion or to permit debate 
on the subject. He said that according to a pre- 
vious decision a motion to adjourn could not be 
put on a subject respecting which a motion 
stood on the order book, and that as Mr. Sexton 
had aiready placed a motion referring to jury 
packing Mr, Dillwyn’s motion could not be enter- 
tained. : 

Mr. W. H. Smith moved that the discussion of 
the rules of procedure have precedence over 
all orders of the day. He said that the pro- 
longed debate on the address showed the need 
of putting some limit to the speaking, which had 
become prolix. It was now the sixteenth day of 
the debate, and restraint was needful in order to 
enable the House to carry on practical business 


and save Parliament from self-destruction 
through the abnegation of its duties. 

Sir William Vernon Harcourt said the Opposi- 
tion did not desire to place obstacles in the way 
of the progress of business. He hoped the mat- 
ter of procedure would not be made a party 
question. 

Mr. Labouchére objected to giving a blank 
check of this sort to the Government, thereby 
permitting them to monopolize every day with 
the discussion of procedure rules. He did not 
think the Government was able to effect good 
legislation. The session ought, therefore, in his 
opinion, to be made an educational session. 
The best thing the Liberals could do was to oc- 
cupy the time in making speeches. [Laughter.] 

Mr. Henry Richard, member for Merthyr 
Tydvil, (Wales,) a Liberal, movedan amendment 
that a day be granted for debating the Welsh 
Disestablishment bill. The motion was carried 
by a vote of 261 to 158. 

Mr. Parnell asked the Government to concede 
time to discuss his proposal for admitting Irish 
leaseholders to the benefits of the Land act 
oi 1881. Under Mr. Smith’s motion, he said, 
it would be five weeks before any Irish ques- 
tion would have a chance to be heard. He 
therefore moved “that the rules of pro- 
cedure be not considered before the Gov- 
ernment discloses the nature of their pro- 

sed legislation for Ireland. [Cheers.] Con- 

inuing, Mr. Parnell said he was not disposed 

to surrender the interests of Ireland in order to 
give the Government precedence for their pro- 
cedure proposals. Tbe motion had been sprung 
on the House suddenly in defiance of the fact 
that there were no precedents for such an in- 
térruption of the debate on the address. The 
affairs of Ireland were in too critical a condition 
to be thus put aside. The Westport Board of 
Guardians had just received notice of intended 
evictions of 1,000 persons, while Lord Cork was 
asking for police to assist in further evictions, 
Was it at such a time as this that Irish members 
were debarred from bringing forward griey- 
ances? 

Mr. Smith said he thought the proceedings of 
the last three weeks were sufficient to show how 
useless it was to go further into the Irish ques- 
tion until the rules of procedure were settled. 

A division was taken on Mr. Parnell’s motion, 
and it was rejected by a vote of 242 against 107. 
The announcement of the result was received 
with cheers by the Conservatives. Mr. Smith 
announced that the Government would begin 
giving precedence to the rules of procedure on 
Monday. 

Mr. Dillon, upon rising, was loudly cheered. 
He complained of the removal of the venue of 
his trial and accused High Sheriff Hamilton of 
having dismissed the sub-Sheriff, who had com- 
piled the jury panels for 30 years, in order to 
appoint Capt. Hamilton, who wasa personal 
enemy of Mr. Dillon. 

Sir Michael Hicks-Beach, interposing. said 
that Capt. Hamilton had not been. appointed 
sub-Sheriff. 

Mr. Dillon replied that it was a matter of 
common knowledge that the post had been of- 
fered to Capt. Hamilton. He proceeded to 
refer to the jury panel, when the Speaker 
ruled him out of order. Mr. Dillon bowed to the 
Chair, but said he had hardly expected that he 
would not be allowed to refer to his being tried 
by ajury that had been deliberately ana mali- 
ciousiy packed by his enemies. [Loud Parnellite 
cheers. } 

The Speaker again interposed, and, in reply’to 
Messrs. Dillon and Kelly, ruled that the subject 
could not be referred to in any way. The Speaker 
then suggested the putting of the question on 
the address. 

Mr. Arthur O’Connor moved to adjourn, on 
the ground that the Parnellites had not been 
fairly treated. 

Mr. Smith opposed the motion. Mr. Bradlaugh 
supported it, saying that he sympathized with 
the Parnellites. The motion was rejected by a 
vote of 261 to 119. 

_After another attempt had been made to con- 
tinue the debate on the address, the Speaker 
said it was evidently the sense of the House that 
the subject had been sutticiently discussed. Mr. 
Smith moved “that the question be now put.” 
The motion was carried—289 to 74—and the ad- 
dress was adopted by a vote of 283 to 70, amid 
Conservative cheers. 

The Government’s double victory to-night was 
partly due to the continued disorganization of 
the Liberals. The Conservative whips, being 
aware that Mr. Smith would declare urgency 
for the giving of precedence to the discussion 
of the procedure rules over other business, 
kep. a full complement of members 
ready to vote. The Liberals had issued no call 
for the attendance of members, and were taken 
by surprise, their benches being almost empty. 
The brunt of the debate fell upon the Parnell- 
ites, and before the division on Mr. Par- 
nell’s amendment the bulk of the Liberals 
had left the House. After the division 
the Parneliites held a hurried conference and 
decided to try obstructive tactics in order to 
prolong the debate. Mr. Smith will counteract 
this move by insisting that precedence be given 
to the discussion of the procedure rules 
on Monday whether the debate on the address 
be concluded or not. Many Gladstonians share 
in the almost general feeling of the House that 
the length of the debate has become a matter of 
opprobium to Parliament. ; 

In the House of Lords to-night Lord Dunraven, 
in making a personal explanation of his motives 
for resigning the office of Under Secretary for 
the Colonies, dimly referred to his feeling of dis- 
content over the action of the Irish Executive 
and his desire for general retrenchment in pub- 
lic expenditures. Lord Salisbury’s comment that 
the explanation failed to explain was felt to be 
accurate. 

Mr. Gladstone has written a letter referring to 
Mr. John Bright’s recent communication, in 
which he says heis glad that Mr. Bright feels 
for the Irish people, whom he may hereafter 
trust. ‘ 


LONDON, Feb. 18.—The News, commenting 
on the debate in the House of Commons last 
night, considers that Mr. Dillon raised a ques- 
tion of privilege, and cannot understand why he 
was refused a hearing. 

In the divisions last night Mr.Chamberlainand 
Lord Hartington voted with the Government. 

Mr. Sexton withdrew his motion last night in 
regard to jury packing, thus enabling Mr. Dill- 
Wyn to raise the jury question again to-night, 
unless a Conservative motion be placed 
with the object of preventing debate, 
which is probable. Mr. Parnell has issued 
an urgent whip to his followers to oppose the 
taking up on Monday of the discussion relative 
to the procedure rules. The Conservatives have 
intimated that Mr. Smith will desire the House 
to discuss the disestablishment of the Welsh 
Church. 
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DUBLIN, 17.— Archbishop Walsh, 
of Dublin, has subscribed $50 to the defense 
fnnd in behalf of Messrs. Dillon, O’Brien, Red- 
mond, Crilly, and others, who are being prose- 
cuted by the Crown on the charge of conspiracy 
for agitating the plan of campaign. The Arch- 
bishop, in his letter indorsing the subscription, 
says he sends the contribution as a protest 
against the insult to many members of his flock 
by the packing of the jury chosen to try the 
defendants and the exclusion therefrom of 
numerous members of the Archbishop's diocese 
solely because of their religion. 

In the case Of the Government against John 
Dillon and others, the prosecution to-day ap- 

lied for an order compelling the defendants to 
be present during the trials. The court refused 
the application. It is expected that the trial 
will last several weeks. The defendants’ coun- 
sel propose to call 100 witnesses. 

The paupers at the New-Ross Workhouse yes- 
terday brokeinto the council chamber of the 
Poor Law Guardians while that body was in ses- 
sion, and pelted them with various missiles. 
The master of the workhouse received a severe 
beating from the assailants. The police were 
powerless to prevent the outrage. Reinforce- 
ments have been summoned to their assistance. 
Order was restured to-day. Ten of the rioters 
were arrested. 

Theevictions at Dingle, County Kerry, the 
scene of yesterday’s disturbance between the 
peasantry and police, have been temporarily 
abandoned. 


THE BALKAN TROUBLES. 
“Sr. PeTrerspurc, Feb. 17.—It is semi- 
officially stated that.the relations between 
Austria and Russia are so much improved that 


it is no longer expected that Austria would 
make a Russian occupation of Bulgaria a 
casus belli. 


CONSTANTINOPLE, Feb. 17.—Herr von Rad- 
owitz, German Ambassador to the Porte, has in- 


formed the Bulgarian deputation that in the 
event of the failure to settle the Bulgarian ques- 
tion by the negotiations pending, Russia will 
occupy Buigaria, with the consent of Germany 
and Austria. 

BucHAREST, Feb. 17.—The Chamber of 
Deputies to-day voted an extra military credit 
of £1,200,000 to defend the neutrality of the 
country. The measure was adopted by a vote 
of 99 to 11. Premier Bratiano, in asking for 
the credit, declared that the Government was 
unwilling that Roumania should again become a 
field of battle.

POPE LEO PLEASED WITH HIS WORK—

Paris, Feb. 17.—The Matin says: ‘‘The

The Matin states that his 
Holiness now says peace is assured. 


BERLIN, Feb. 17.—The North German Ga- 
cette publishes a letter from Barcelona confirm- 
ing the reports that large purchases of horses 
for the French Government are being made in 
Spain. The same paper asserts that sheep deal- 
ers of the Palatinate and of Alsace-Lorraine, 
who supply France largely with mutton, are at 
present busily engaved in buying all the sheep 
obtainable in the vicinity of Schweinfurt-on-the- 
Main, in Bavaria. 

The North German Gazette says: ‘The Liberal 
press continues to circulate, urbi et orbi, the 
falsehood that Europe lives in a condition 
of most profound peace, and that contrary 
statements are only mancuvres to intim- 
idate the poor electors and influence them 
in favor of the septennate. In support 
of this ‘assertion, reference is made to the 
declaration of Gen. von Schellendorf when he 
introduced the Army bill in the Reichstag. The 
political horizon was totally different then. It 
has since become clouded, solely in consequence 
of the attitude of the Opposition, whose unpa- 
triotic conduct causes the conviction in France 
that Gerinany is weakened by internal divisions, 
and that the moment to attack Germany 
has arrived. Gen. von Schellendorf’s words, 
when uttered, were quite appropriate to the 
situation, but he would scarcely repeat them to- 
day, the Opposition having conjured up a danger 
of war which will only disappear when France 
sees that Germany does not allow unpatriotic 
politicians to lead her—that is, when a majority 
is returned to the Reichstag determined to pro- 
tect the empire against ecemies. 


STRASBURG, Feb. 17.—District Councilor 
Bloch has arrested Markirch Bolleckrera, a sugar 
baker, at Gewweiler, a town on the German 
frontier. Thesearch for persous suspected of 
favoring France continues. 
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THE ABYSSINIAN WAR. 
SuAKIN, Feb. 17.—Advices from 
sowabh say that 800 Italian troops, 
Gatling guns, landed there on the 15th 
inst., and that 2,000 more men were 
expected. The Italians here raised a 


corps of 1,000 Bashi-Bazouks, and have 
armed the inbabitants of Massowah. Rasaloula 
has gone to meet the King of Abyssinia, who is 
displeased on accountof the attack upon the 
Italians. Count Salinbeni, who was sent by 
Rasaloula to Massowah to arrange for the ran- 
som of the Italian prisoners, has started on his 
a to the Abyssinian camp, provided with 
funds. 


Rog, Feb. 17.—King Humbert has issued 
an order of the day to the army,in which he 
says that the Italian troops who displayed such 
gallantry and steadiness in the recent battles 
with the Abyssinians shed honor upon the Italian 
Army. and that the memory of Dogali will be 
imperishable in Italy’s military history. He ex- 
presses admiration for the brave soldiers who 
nobly sacrificed themselves and fell on the field 
of battle, and concludes: “I am proud to be 
your chief, and am more than ever assured that 
the country’s destinies are safe in your hands,” 


CURRENT FOREIGN TOPICS. 
LIVERPOOL, Feb. 17. — The steamship 
Great Eastern was sold at auction here to-day 
for $130,000. 
Manpras, Feb. 17.—Yesterday and to-day 
were observea as holidaysin celebration of the 


Queen’s jubilee. The feasting and rejoicing 
were universal. The native quarters were gayly 
decorated and illuminated in honor of the occa- 
sion. 


LonpDon, Feb. 17.—Miss Fay Templeton 
was to-day dismissed from the Gaiety Theatre 
by Mr. George Edwards, the proprietor, for 
neglecting to ere with the rules and regula- 
tions of the establishment. Miss Templeton at 
ouce procured an ad interim injunction restraiu- 
ing the management from employing any one to 
play her part in ** Monte Christo, Jr.,” the piece 
on the boards at the Gaiety, or frum preventing 
her from acting the part. 

Advices from Lagos state that King Tofa, of 
Porto Novo, India, has practiced horrible cruel 
ties toward his subordinate Princes, cutting out 
their eyes and tongues, breaking their jaws, and 
scalping and burning them. The torture, it is 
said, is prolonged many days before death re- 
leases the victims from their sufferings. 


Romk&, Feb. 17.—Cardinal Jacobini now 
desires to retain the oflice of Papal Secretary. 
The final decision as.to his successor has been 
postponed until the next consistory. 

In his audience with Cardinal Gibbons the 
Pope said: ‘‘You are indeed happy. The 
American Catholic Church enjoys the great- 
est civic freedom. Her Bishops have no 
other work than to live like shepherds, 
guiding and tending their flocks.” In his inter- 
view wita Cardinal Taschereau the Pope was 
quite effusive about England and her colonies, 
and dwelt upon the success of Mgr. Agliardi’s 
mission in India. 

It is rumored that the Armenian 
will be made a Cardinal. 


ViENNA, Feb’ 17.—The Government, at 
the request of the Chamber of Commerce, will 
send special trade representatives to London, 
Liverpool, Paris, and Marseilles. 


CaPE Town, Feb. 17.—Emil Holub. the 
explorer, has reached Shoshong, Bechuanaland, 
in a destitute condition. His camp on Lake 
Bangwelo was attacked and plundered by nat- 
ives, and his fellow-explorer, Zoldner, was mur- 
dered. Holub was absent at the time of the at- 
tack. 


GLASGOW, Feb. 17.—At a mass meeting 
to-day of the striking Lanark miners it was re- 
solved to continue the strike till the ad- 
vance asked for is conceded. The Sec- 
retary of the meeting, one Smal,- in a 
most violent speech, condemned the action 
of the police. He said that dynamite was abroad, 
and that before long the Scottish miners would 
raise such a revolution as had never been seen 
in Scotland. Michael Davitt has arranged to 
come to Scotland and conduct a series of meet- 
ings in the strikers’ behalf. 


TOULON, Feb. 17.—The trial of the boys 
connected with the mutiny in the Porquerolles 
Reformatory has been concluded. Four boys 
were sentenced to pay slight fines, the manager 
was condemned tu pay a portion of the costs, 
and the caretakers who flogged the boys were 
fined and imprisoned.

ARRESTED FOR ARSON. 
NASHVILLE, Tenn., Feb. 17.—The arrest 
of Elisha Greig here last night revealed a plot to 
commit arson and murder. On Sunday night the 
residence of Mr. Jesse Nolan, a farmer in David- 


son County, was burned, and the inmates of the 
house, Miss Mattie Orment and Mrs. Hamlet, 
barely escaped cremation. The fire was sup- 
posed to be incendiary, and last night Greig 
made a confession of having set tire to the house. 
He said he bad been hired by a farmer neighbor, 
Jim Bulleyjack, to burn the place. Bulleyjack 
had plannea, he said, to burn Miss Orment, who 
had refused him in marriage. The plan was to 
catch herif she escaped burning, and murder 
her. They took a rope along to drag her to the 
river and throw her body in. Atter they set the 
fire both got frightened and aroused the ladies, 
who were alone, Mr. Nolan being in Nashville, 
The men ran off before the ladies, who had bare- 
ly time to get out, could see who they were. 
Greig was arrested on suspicion, and confessed.

THE ABBETT FORCE AHEAD 


MESSRS. WALTER AND TURLEY 
VOTED INTO SEATS. 

THE DEMOCRATS HOWL AND THE RE- 
PUBLICANS FILIBUSTER, BUT THE 
FRAUDS WIN JUST THE SAME. 

TRENTON, N. J., Fek. 174+-The rejoicings 
of the Republicans over their brilliant successes 
yesterday in organizing and controlling the joint 
meeting have been short-lived. They have given 
way to-day to a sadness that is almost despond- 
ency. The victories to-day have all been with 
Mr. Abbett, and of the most important character 
at that. But not Republicans alone have reason 
to feel depressed at the outcome of to-day’s 
struggle in the Assembly. Every honest manin 
New-Jersey, be he of whatever party or no party, 
may well hang his head in shame to think that 
of the 30 Democrats in that body whose election 
is unquestioned, but one was found with manhood 
enough to stand up for the right, and he was exe- 
crated and almost mobbed by his fellow-Demo- 
crats, because he Held his solemn oath of oftice 
as of higher binding force than his mere party 
ties. 

It is hardly too much to say that not one honest 
Democrat in the House believes that Turley is 
entitled to the seat he holds from Camden as the 
result of burglary and ballot box stuffing. His 
own counsel admitted as much to the Committee 
on Elections. Itis well known to his intimate 


friends that Turley himself did not think he 
ought to keep the stolen seat, and wanted to re- 
sign weeks ago. Yetin the face of all the noto- 
rious facts 30 Democrats to-day voted as one 
man to sustain the most shameless and flagrant 
outrage on the ballot box ever known in New- 
Jersey. And the man who brought the lock- 
smith from Philadelphia to open and plunder 
the ballot box was skulking about the State 
Capitol this afternoon, and no Democratic State 
oftiicer dared kick him out of his office, no matter 
how much he despised him; lest he might con- 
demn his own party, which exulted in the pos- 
session of this fellow’s crime. In 1885 a daring 
election fraud was perpetrated in Camden 
County, whereby it was attempted to countina 
Democratic County Clerk. The Supreme Court 
corrected that fraud, but no man was ever pun- 
ished for it. This condonement ofa felony doubt- 
less encouraged the perpetration of the fraud 
last Fall, whereby Haines was counted out and 
Turley was counted in. According to certain 
reports the Republicans gained possession of 
certain facts in this case which grould have com- 
promised certain Democrats of high standing, 
but agreed to withhold these damaging facts 
with the implied understanding that no serious 
attempt would be made to uphold the fraud in 
the Assembly. Thatis one explanation that is 
given of Turley’s counsel’s very mild defense, 
and suggestion that the Elections Committee 
had better recommend that the seat be declared 
vacant. After this experience the Camden Re- 
publicans will doubtless conclude that it will be 
to their interest and to the interest of the people 
ot the State at large to relentlessly. prosecute 
every crime hereafter committed against a free, 
fair, and honest election, even if high State of- 
ficials shall be drageed into the felon’s cell. 

The House of Assembly sat to-day with a brief 
intermission from 10 o’clock in the morning till 
5 this afternoon. Although the Democrats were 
in the m&jority from first to last they were not 
content to let the proceedings go on in an orderly 
manner and vote down all Republican motions, 
but they persisted in standing up and howling 
most of the time. The Democrats first resorted 
to dilatory proceedings to waste the time, but at 
length the committee in the Walter-Jones] case 
presented a majority report. They claimed that 
the ballot with the printed name Frederick Walter 
and the written name Josiah Jones, Jr., which 
had been rejected by the Chief-Justice, ought 
to have been counted for Walter, which would 
have given him one majority. Also that two 
convicts had voted for Jones, so that Walter had 
three majority. The minority claimed that the 
rejected ballot was manifestly intendet for 
Jones, that several paupers voted for Walter, 
and that the convicts who voted for Jones were 
not of a grade to be disfranchised; that Jones 
had three majority as soon as the reports were 

resented. The point was raised by the Repub- 

icans that the Turley-Haines case, reported on 
yesterday, was entitied to precedence. Ths 
Speaker so ruied, but the Democrats reversed his 
decision by a vote of 30 to 29, (he not voting,) 
and moved that the majority report in the Wal- 
ter-Jones case be adopted. 

Mr. Carroli, Labor, moved as a substitute 
that the report be tabled till the Turley case 
was disposed of. This was lost by 29 to 30, 
Mr. Walter not voting. The proceedings were 
suspended temporarily while the Assembly at- 
tended the joint meeting. On reconvening the 
Republicans, who saw themselves in the mi- 
nority, despite the assurances of several Dem- 
ocrats who had expressed their abhorrence of 
the Camden steal, began to filibuster and made 
all sorts of motions to adjourn, to lay both 
reports on the table, to postpone one or the 
other for a call of the House, &c. Every few 
minutes the Democrats would raise trifling points 
of order, and on being overruled by Speaker Baird 
would stand up aud howl, and when they 
had thus relieved themselves would appeal and 
override the Chair. At one time the proceedings 
were so outrageous that some of the more sensi- 
ble Republicans declined to vote. The Demo- 
crats demanded that they be brought before the 
bar of the House and explain their contumacy. 
Mr. Corbin spoke for himself, and then when he 
said the majority were evidently bent on the con- 
summation of an outrage so monstrous that he, 
for one, did not propose to participate in it by 
voting on some of the more arbitrary and 
illegal motions the Demvucrats were making, 
Speaker Baird blandly excused him. Mr. Law 
saw that Mr. Corbin had explained his views, 
but he begged to add the further excuse that he 
had supposed this body was no longer a House 
of Assembly, but a howling mob. 

This explanation was also entirely satisfactory 
to the Speaker, and Mr. Low was cheerfully ex- 
cused. The Democrats did not get any satisfac- 
tion out of this procedure, but they shouted at 
and threatened the Speaker savagely. Few men 
would have had the indomitable piuck shown by 
Speaker Baird to-day, with a majority of the 
House yelling and gnashing their teeth at him 
like a pack of angry wolves. It was a curious 
fatt, which excited cynical comment among 
the knowing ones, that. some of the fellows 
who were loudest to-day in their protestations 
of loyalty to their party, and who were the fiercest 
in their denunciations of the Speaker, have been 
doubted and suspected all along by their party 
leaders, and bave been kept under the closest 
surveillance of hired “spotters.’”’ So unjustly 
are men suspected sometimes! Atone stage of 
the proceedings the Speaker refused to entertain 
anappeal. Then the Democrats got wilder than 
ever, and Wolverton, of Hunterdon, in obedience 
to the orders of the unsavory Pidcock, worked 
himself up intoa white heat of rage, and attacked 
the Speaker in the most savage and_ unre- 
strained language, while the Democrats cheered 
and applauded. At last the inevitable final roll 
call came, and Walter was seated by a vote of 
80 to 29, Speaker Baird and the two Labor mem- 
bers voting against him. 

The Turley-Haines case was next taken up, 
and for three hours the Republicans stubborniy 
fought every step toward the consummation of 
this crowning infamy. Ina speech that carried 
eonviction to every listener Mr. Corbin re- 
viewed the testimony. and gave his reasons for 
sustaining the majority’s er The Demo- 
crats attempted a feeble reply, but no man of 
any prominence among them was willing to 
stand and offer any argument in reply to Mr. 
Corbin’s clear, logical statement. Although three 
or four of them were known to have declared 
their intention to vote against the great out- 
rage, and one of them had even prepared a legal 
argument in favor of unseating Turley, not 
one of them had the manhood to act 
according to his honest convictions. But every 
one of them voted as Mr. Abbett dictated, even 
Mr. Throckmorton, and at last 30 Democrats de- 
clared on their oaths that the Camden ballot box 
burglary was a gommendable crime so long as 
it was done in the interest of Leon Abbett. The 
26 Repudlicans were joined by Speaker Baird 
andthe two Lavor members. Tbe House then 
adjourned till 11:30 o’clock to-morrow morning. 
and the Democrats marched out with smiling 
faces, 

The joint meeting to-day took two ballots for 
Senator, with the same result as yesterday: 
Sewell, 35; Abbett,.35; Bedle, 2; Kays, 2; Pot- 
ter, 2; George C. Ludiow,, Frederic A. Potts, 
William E. Potter, Courtlanadt Parker, and Will- 
iam H. Morrow, each 1. 

It was voted by 42 to 39 to meet to-morrow in 
the Assembly Chamber instead of in the Senate. 
This will give the Democratic howlers more 
space in which to exhaust their lungs The re- 
sult of to-day’s proceedings is doubly significant. 
In the first place it virtually undoes the 
action of the joint meeting yesterday in placing 
on the Journal the protest against Turley an 
Walter sitting in that body and so removes to 
some extent a blot on the title of any man who 
may be elected. by their votes. Second, and 
what is perhaps quite as important, it has in- 
creased the confidence of the Abbett men b 
showing that the party is under thoroug 
discipline and that Abbett still has the 
whip hand. True, the vote in joint meeting 
to-day shows Abbett has not been able as yet to 
compel all the Democrats to support him, but 
when he could force such a man as Throckmor- 
ton to stomach so nauseous 2.dose as voting to 
consummate the Camden steal he has no reason 
to suppose that Mr. Throckmorton will not in 
the end yield his better judgment to the dictates 
of the men who fa! the Assemblyman to do 
what oe did to-day. 

The Abbett men now boast openly that ey 
have “ got’. Carroll, hatever that. means. 
so, his vote offsets Baird’s, and with the other 
4U Democratic votes would be enough to elect 


t 


Mr. Abbett. Senator McPherson’s firm quitins 
hand was unmistakably discernible in the 
strict discipline in the Democratic ranks to- 
day. It would be in accordance with his meth- 
ods to follow up this victory at once and 
try to force a decisive triumph to-morrow 
by the election of Mr. Abbett or some other. The 
other Democratic candidates may have some- 
thing to say about that, but after professed 
friends of Bedle and Kaysto-day voted for Turley 
and Walter, and so vastly strengthened the nands 
of Abbett, it does not look asif his rivals would 
have much to say in determining the result. 
However, Chase and McBride may be of 
firmer stuff than Kinney and Throck- 
morton and may make further trouble for 
Mr. Abbett. Unless a Republican is elected 
to-morrow which is evidently next to an impos- 
sibility, there will be a strong disposition on the 
part of the Republicans to form a coalition with 
the anti-Abbett Democrats to secure the choice 
of an unexceptionable Democrat to the Senate. 
The latest general belief is that there will be 
no material change in the situation to-morrow or 
next day. The Labor men wil! doubtless vote 
for Potter until Monday. Abbett will try to 
get in some of the “ kickers” to-morrow, but 
cannot get them all if he overdoesit. His fol- 
lowers have been fed principally on promises all 
along, and about all the patronage at Gov. 
Green’s disposal for the next three years has 
been recklessly promised away to Abbett’s sup- 
porters. As oneof his chief lieutenants in the 
Senate remarked to-night, there will be plenty 
of broken promises after the Senatoriai election. 

His adherents who want to realize at once will 
rejoice to learn that a substantial purse was 
raised in Philadelphia yesterday to replenish 
the ex-Governor’s well nigh exhausted coffers. 
The funds came just in time to provide for the 
“election expenses” of sundry members who 
professed to have conscientious scruples about 
the right of Turley and Walter to their seats and 
so enabled Abbett to secure his victories to-day. 
The Republicans are not idle to-night, and the 
most sagacious and far-seeing leaders do not by 
any means despair of yeu gaining a victory over 
the Abbett forces. 

The Abbett men are so bitter against Speaker 
Baird because of the fearless independence with 
which he checks their revolutionary proceedings 
that they are seriously threatening to depose 
him to-morrow and to replace him by a service- 
able tool. The cooler heads see serious difficul- 
tles in the way of this extreme step. 
The, Speaker is a constitutional officer of 
the State, who cannot be deposed 
except by impeachment. The Sdénate would re 
fuse to recognize any bills passed by the House 
without his signature. The Comptroller would 
refuse to give any warrants for the pay of mem- 
bers and ofticers. The scores of Democratic 
officials who would be embarrassed will strenu- 
ously object to any attempted change inthe 
Speakership, and it is safe to say that it will not 
succeed. 


AN EMBEZZLER CAUGAT. 
SS See 
HOW THE SHREWD WORK OF 
TECTIVE BORE FRUIT. 

Boston, Feb. 17.—The American colony 
in Canada has been deprived of one of its mem- 
bers by the very shrewd work of a Boston de- 
tective. William P. Spear, an elderly gentleman 
of Boston, was until the day before Christmas 
last a collector for R. H. White & Co. A part of 
his duty was to take the accumulations of silver 
to the Sub-Treasury, where it was counted and 
silver certificates given in exchange. Spear dis- 
appeared about Christmas, leaving a note for R. 
H, White stating that his accounts were short 
about $3,300. The case was given to the de- 
tectives, who finally found Spear and 
his family in Montreal, where he was 
living under the name of Wright and 


running a small restaurant. 
made his acquaintance as the assumed agent 
for the sale of Yankee cigars, smuggled over the 
Canadian line. Spear kept a small stock of 
cigars, and as the * agent” offered him cigars for 
$40 a thousand, which he could not buy in Mon- 
treal at less than $60, he soon became a good 
customer. Friendly relations thus established, 
the “agent” next turned his attention to getting 
Spear out of Canada long enough to serve the 
warrant which had been issued in Boston. For 
this purpose he told astory of a rich unele in 
New-Mexico who wanted him to go out there. 
He would hke to go very much, but was afraid 
his business would suffer, as it required peculiar 
tact to carry iton. Spear offered to take charge 
of it for his “ friend,” and the offer was accepted. 
The detective now told Spear that if he was to 
Carry onthe cigar business he must meet his 
principal and receive proper instructions. The 
boss,” as the agent called him, was said never 
to come into Montreal, so that it would be neces- 
sary to ride out some miles into the country to 
see him. He was at St. Armand, a town 
near the Vermont line, where the cigars could 
conveniently be smuggled across. 

When everything was in train Detective Wood 
started for St. Armand to figure as the “ boss” 
cigar man, and there he took up his abode in the 
house of a Dr. Bradley, through whose oftice 
runs the line between the United States and 
Canada. A mile beyond, at the house of a 
farmer, was stationed the Sheriff of St. Alban’s 
with a warrant for Spear’s arrest. Here 
the unsuspecting culprit was driven bv 
the “agent,” and here he was followed 
in another team by Detective Wood. 
The latter entered the house just as 
Spear and the “ agent” were sittiug down in the 
parlor. ‘‘ Here is my boss,” said the detective, 
as Mr. Wood entered the room. “I am glad to 
see you, Mr. Spear,” said Mr. Wood. “Iam not 
glad to see you,” said Spear, recognizing 
him at once, and sinking back much overcome 
into the chair from which be had just risen. 
Thus caught Spear come on to Boston without a 
requisition, arriving this forenoon, and in the 
Superior Court, where he was at once arraigned, 
pleaded guilty to embezzlement, and was held 
for sentence, 
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THE LABOR CONVENTION. 

CrxcrnnaTI, Ohio, Feb. 17.—The Labor 
Convention, which is to assemble next Tuesday, 
is now the absorbing topic in all political circles. 
It is called to organize, or at least to discuss the 
propriety of organizing, a new national political 
party in the interest of workingmen. The great 
strides made in many parts of the country dur- 
ing the past year by labor candidates, and the 
unusual agitation of questions concerning labor- 
ing men, have combined to encourage the origin- 
ators of this convention to think that it is time 


to form a national party. The Local Committee 
has been busy with the work of  prep- 
aration. It is now expected that 1,500 
delegates will be here, though there is not yet 
ositive assurance of so many. It has been 
earned in some places that members of trades 
unions are averse to joining this movement in 
conjunction with the Knights of Labor, and if 
this shall prove tobe generally true the num- 
ber of delegates will be less than 1,500. There 
is becoming wariness on the part of resident 
delegates about committing themselves to the 
support of any leader or faction. This is shown 
by the fact that though Henry George is adver- 
tised to lecture here in Music Hall, on Monday 
night next, they disavow any yg 4 in the 
matter, and say he is brought here by the Henry 
George Club. So far there is very little speeu- 
lation concerning the outcome of the conven- 
tion.

GORGEOUS OPENING SOENES 
IN NEW-ORLEANS. 
KING MOMUS RULES HIS SOUTHERN 
SUBJECTS, WHILE JACK FROST 
REIGNS OVER THE VERMONTERS. 


New-OrxzEans, La., Feb. 17.—The festiv- 
ities of carnival season were opened to-night by 
the parade of the Knights of Momus. The brill- 
lant pageantry burst into view at 8 o’clock, on 
Canal street, near Claiborne; marched through 
Camp, Julia, St. Charles, Royal, and Toulouse 
streets, and disappeared within the large portals 
of the French Opera House, where a ball, varied 
with tableaus, concluded the night’s entertain- 
ment. The route of march was gorgeously illu- 
Iinated with colored lights and the streets 
and houses were hung with flags and 
banners of all descriptions. This was 
the first parade of the Knights for three 
years. The general subject of illustration 
was the myths of the New World, and was por- 
trayed by 16 decorated floats resplendent in 
color and fire. The first or title car, bearing the 
name of the subject of the parade, was an <Az- 
tec temple, built of steps of stone and fiourish- 
ing with tropical vegetation. Then came, in 
their order, Manitou, the Great Spirit of the 
American Indians, standing on a snow-fiaked 
crag smoking in sombre dignity. Next the hap- 
py hunting ground, peopled with Indian sports- 


men and their game, then Megissogwon, the pearl 
feather otf Hiawatha before his tepee, in com- 
munion with his snakes and owls. The South 
Wind is represented as a 
grove, peopled with beautiful maidens, 
who attend upon Shawondasee, their cus- 
todian. The Peruvian Viracocha, or Creator, 
issues out of the sea, bearing the wand of Olive, 
and surrounded by his sons, the Winds. Next 
appeared Montezuma, the Aztee King, with his 
retinue. uetzacoatl, the child of Thunder, 
takes his departure on the back of a fiying 
dragon. The four gods of Yucatan in fierce and 
ugly grandeur appear next in line, worthy of 
their monopoly of the world as survivors of the 
great deluge. Mechabo, the Great White Hair, 
who taught the skill of husbandry, is guarded 
by four spirits. The Peruvian Tempie of the 
Sun is next revealed in all its grandeur, which 
has taxed the ingenuity of architect and painter. 
Next comes Hurakin, god of storms, and the 
Fountain ot Youth, while the Gardens of Manoa, 
a bit of realistic Eldorado, complete the gorgeous 
scene.

BER OF CIRCUS MEN TOGETHER. 

PHILADELPHIA, Feb. 17.—What was 
“John O’Brien’s Greatest Ten-cent Show on 
Earth” last Summer was sold at auction to-day 
at Adam Forepaugh’s Winter circus headquar- 
ters, Lehigh-avenue and Edgeworth-street. 
There were a good many show people present 
and lots of fakirs and side-show men who follow 
big ‘circuses’ from time to time. Charlie 
Miller and Doc Freeman, of Columbus, 
the proprietors of Miller & Freeman’s 
Ten-cent Circus, were there looking for 
bargains. E. D. Colvin, the new partner of 


the Dorris show, started to bid, but John O’ Srien 
bluffed him early in the game by saying: “Pll 
get even with you next Summer.” Colvin 
stopped bidding, and went home without buying 
anything. Robert Stickney, the famous bare- 
back rider, was a looker-on. Frank A. Robbins, 
of the Robbins show, bought some horses. Capt, 
Frank Kelch, route agent for the Dorris show, 
gave points to Showman Colvin. James Cooper, 
of the Barnum show, looked on with a group of 
other circus men. Adam Fvrepaugh and 
young Adam, the elephant trainer, were 
there. John A. Forepaugh and Frank G. 
Connelly, the proprietors of Forepaugh’s 
Theatre, traded circus stories with Western 
showmen; James A. Robinson, contracting agent 
for Forepaugh’s circus, and John A. Barton, of 
the Barrettshow; Tom Morrell, the circus printer, 
and Richard J. H. Emmings, an ola-time circus 
man. took turns in guying the auctioneer. Jim 
Ward, the slack rope performer, walked cracks 
in the floor of the building, and O. J. Boyd, rail- 
road agent for Frank Robbins, figured on a piece 
of paper all the morning.

There was 
more interest shown when the elephants 
were reached. Empress, a vicious beast, who 
killed her keeper last year and has mangled up 
two or three other keepers, was knocked down 
for $1,500. Queen, another elephant, not so 
vicious as Empress, was started at $500, went 
to $750, and Forepaugh finally bid $1,000 and 
got her.

FAST LOSING PUBLIC 
SYMPATHY. 

Boston, Feb. 17.—The Cambridge Road 
opened the branch line to Watertown to-day and 
ran cars to Harvard-square up to a late hour this 
evening.

The occu- 
pants of the cars have also fortunately escaped 
serious injury up to this time, although several 


have been struck by the flying missiles. These 
attacks generally occur at the Cambridge end 
of the line and before.the cars are crowded with 
passengers. 

The South Boston Road will open the Dover- 
street line to-morrow. Interest in the contest in 
this district centres in the attempt to run cars 
during the might, which, of course, must be made 
sooner or later. The strikers maintain that the 
company does not dare do this, and the people 
very generaliy fear serious results. In this mat- 
ter the officials of the road have been governed 
by the advice of the Police Commissioners, whose 
timidity in grappling with the ditiiculties of 
these strikes contrasts strongly with the firm- 
ness of their subordinates when brought face to 
face with the difficulties themselves. The 
Knights of Labor are in @ measure losing the 
sympathy of the public which they possessed at 
the beginning of the tie-up, owing to the arbi- 
trary manner in which they have _ perse- 
cuted innocent people who have some con- 
nection with the men working for the 
road. In one instance a widow keeping 
a boarding house near the stables, has seen her 
business entirely broken up through the efforts 
of the strikers. She first lost every one of her 
seven servants, who left in one day because one 
conductor inthe service of the company was 
among her 60 boarders. New help retused to 
enter her service, and unable to supply the 
wants of her boarders, they sought quarters 
elsewhere. There are numerous instances of 
this kind reported.

TROUBLE FEARED AT SOUTH AMBOY. 
NEw-Brunswick, N. J., Feb. 17.—Sheriff 
Converse is preparing to draft another posse of 
deputies to do duty at South Amboy. Trouble is 
feared atthat place,as it had been feared at 
Perth Amboy until this morning, when there was 
a complete surrender to the Lehigh Valley Com- 
pany. The men here were out and refused to 
come back until they were taken inabody. To- 


day there was a2 pell-mell race to the docks and 
over a hundred names were soon enrolled. 
Twenty-five were given work atthe old rates, 
30 cents tor trimmers and 19 for topmen, and 
the rest will probably be placed at work to-mor- 
row. 

At South Amboy the men are still out and seri- 
ous trouble is anticipated. The repeated meet- 
ings between the strikers’ committee and the 
representatives of the companies have failed to 
lead to any settlement. The men still refuse to 
go back to work singly, but demand to be taken 
back in a body. Aid from the order has been 
shut offand the men are beginning to grow des- 

erate. The situation leoks decidedly dark, 
There is work ready and waiting for half of them, 
but these refuse to accept it out of sympathy for 
the other half, just as they all went out in sym- 
pathy for somebody else. It is statea that the 
men at South Amboy live in the houses of the 
Peunsylvania Company and that when the time 
comes to order them out and put the new menin 
their houses blood will be shed.

MANAGER NORTON DYING. 

St. Louis, Feb. 17.—John W. Norton, 
manager of the Grand Opera House and Olympic 
Theatre of this city, and lessee of the Chicago 
Opera House, is at death’s door, and his physi- 
cian announces that he will die before morning. 
For several years he has suffered with an incur- 
able affection of the spinal cord, and throughout 
his illness his pain has been excruciating. He 


has been unconscious for 24 hours, and death is 
expected every moment. Mr. Nortonis 44 years 
old, and was born in New-York. He entered 
theatrical life eariy and rose rapidly. He played 
leading juveniles in Booth's Theatre, New-York, 
when the tragedian wasmanager. He was leading 
man for Lawrence Barrett in 1871 and 1872, 
played in the big cast of ** Julius Cesar,’ which 
included Barrett, Davenport, and Bangs. In 
1874 he came here as manager: for Ben De Bar, 
and in 1876 brought out Mary Anderson. He 
married Emma Stockman, oue of the De Bar 
company, and at De Bar's death purchased the 
unexpired lease of the theatre and ran it for 
himself. Subsequently a pool was arranged be- 
tween the Olympic and Grand, and Mr. Norton 
became manager of both theatres. Heis widely 
known and very popular with the profession. 


CAMDEN’S HOPELESS STRUGGLE. 
CHARLESTON, West Va., Feb. 17.—There is noth- 
ing new in the Senatorial situation to-day except the 
fact that in the joint session this afternoon J. W. 
Mason (Republican) led Camden by 2 votes, he re- 


ceiving 39 to 37 for the present Senator. Judge 
Preston (Kicker) got 11 votes. Senator Camden 
arrived trom Washington this morning. He evi- 
dently looks upon his election as hopeless, for he has 
closed up his affairs in Washington aud disposed of 
his furniture and portable property tuere. There is 
round for the belief that he will formally retire 
rom the tight next week, but this course on his part 
is rather improbable.

THE VACANT CABINET SEAT 


GOSSIP ABOUT MR. MANNING'S 
SUCCESSOR. 

FAIRCHILD NOT SURE TO GET THE 
PLACE—THE SEED VETO SUSTAINED 
—ANOTHER DEFENSE BILL PASSED. 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 17.—When Mr. Pru- 
den, the President’s messenger to the Senate, 
brings nominations to the Capitol from the 
White House he alway submits to the press @ 
manifold list of the names of persons nominated 
and the offices they are chosen to fill. One copy 
s also left in the Secretary’s office, where that 
part of the anxious public that knows 
about the methods of doing business at the 
Capitol can easily find and read it. The 
interest in the forthcoming nominations for Sec- 
retary of the Treasury and for the Inter-State 
Commerce Commission is shown by the impa- 
tience with which these “flimsy’’ sheets of paper 
are now daily watched for. As soon as they 
are produced the inquiry goes out, ‘“ Anybody for 
Secretary ?” or ‘Are the Railroad Commission- 
ers there?” They have not come as yet, and 
there is a great dearth of information about the 
President’s intentions. There is a disposition 
to-day to speak of Mr. Fairchiid’s chances 
of becoming Mr. Manning’s successor 
as very small indeed, and one local 
paper goes so far as to state posi- 
tively, as if by authority, that the idea of 
naming him has been abandoned. While that is 
assuming too much, it is true that there is some 
hesitation about deciding to promote the As- 
sistant Secretary, the reason assigned being 
that political exigencies may require that the 
appvuintment shall be of a different character 
The report that Mr. Fairchild will be out of the 
Treasury Department altogether in the course 


of a few months has startled some of his friends, 
who regarded his promotion as assured. This re- 
port is accounted foringeniously. It is said that 
the President, in case he calls some one into the 
Treasury from the West, will make Mr. Fairchild 
tue head of the Inter-State Commerce Commis- 
sion. The promotion of Judge McCue, now 
Solicitor of the Treasury, to be Assistant Treas- 
urer, seems @ natural suggestion in connection 
with this new report. Another report, which is 
not atiirmed or denied, is that Mr. Wilson 58. 
Bissell, the President’s former law partner, is to 
take Mr. Manning’s place. In that case it is not 
improbable that Mr. Fairchild would remain. 
A Republican Senator, who is acquainted with 
New-York men aud rather a good political 
observer, said to-day that Mr. Manning’s de- 
parture meant more than would be admitted by 
Democrats. ‘* You will find out,” he said, * that 
it means that the Administration has tried the 
free trade policy, found that it will not work, 
and has come tc the conclusion to drop it. In 
order to do so it has let Mr. Manning go. Now 
the President will call upon a moderate protec- 
tionist to take hold, and the Administration will 
be steering a protection course from this time 
until the nominating convention in 1888.” Of 
course this is assuming a degree of vacillation 
surpassing anything of the kind shown in the 
conduct of the House of Representatives, and 
wouldjexcite the friends of tariff tax reduction 
profoundly.

The House made short work with the Seed 
bill veto sent in by the President yesterday 
afternvon. When it was laid before the House 
to-day Mr. Lanham, of Texas, in moving to re- 
fer it to the Committee on Agriculture, made a» 
speech in vindication of the passage of the bill 
based upon the allegation that there were prec- 
edents torit, and the assumption thas if a gen- 
eral seed distmbution by the Commissioner of 
Agriculture is constitutional a specific and lim- 
ited distribution ought to be. By a Vote 
of 57 to 74 the motion to refer 
was lost, and then the motion, “ Will the 
House pass the bill, the President’s objections 
to the contrary notwithstanding?” was rejected, 
yeas, 83; nays, 160. The affirmative vote Was 
made up of 15 Democrats and 68 Republicans. 
Among the Democrats who voted to overrule 
the veto were the following, who voted for the 
Pauper Pension bill, and who may wish to be 
understood as opposed to the exercise of the 
veto. power: Messrs. Clardy, Fisher, ‘Hall, 
Kleiner, Neece, J. B. Weaver, Wolford. The 
estimation in which the seed privilege is hel% by 
inembers of Congress. may be appreciated when 
itis noted that the suggestion of the Preside 4t, 
that members should yield their seed allo W- 
ances to the Representatives from Texas, to an 
extent sufficient to meet the extra needs of th? 
people in whose behalf the bill just vetoed 
was passed, has thus far been disregarded. 
Agricultural Commissioner Colman in regard 
to the matter says: ‘The suggestion of the 
President that Senators and members turn their 
seed over to the department tor the benefit of 
the sufferers is entirely feasibie, and should it be 
accepted would enable me todoa great deal of 
good. There are some 1,228,000 packages of 
vegetable seeds now remaining to the credit of 
members of Congress. Prompt action is neces 
sary, however, as it is already late in the seasou 
for Texas. I asked last week this donation from 
members who reside in the large cities, but sd 
far have only had a favorable response to twa 
letters. If the suggestion of the President is 
adopted I shall do my best to make the seed ga 
as far as possible in order to do the most good.” 


By the passage of Mr. Hale’s bill for the in- 
crease of the naval establishment, the Senate to- 
day disposed of the last of four bills covering big 
army and naval guns, fortifications, coast de- 
fenses, and new war vessels, which have been 
considered and passed within less than a fort- 
night, and which propose an aggregate expendl- 
ture of $58,200,000. The first of these measures 
cawe from the Committee on Coast Defenses and 
was passed by the Senate on Feb. 7. It appro- 
priates $8,000,000 for the purchase of 
rough steel for heavy ordnance, adapted 
to modern warfare and tinished steel 
for armor and other army  purpcses 
and the erection of an army gun factory at vhe 
Watervliet Arsenal, West Troy, N. Y. It also 
provides $5,000,000 for the construction of forti- 
fications and other works of coast defens, 
making a total of $13,000,000 for the bill. The 
second bill also came from the Committee on 
Coast Defenses, and was practically a copy of 
the first, except that it applied to the purchase 
of steel for naval ordnance, armor, shafting, and 
other naval purposes, and called fora naval gun 
factory inthis city. The amount appropriated 
in this bill is $8,000,000. Mr. Cameron 
stands as the father of the third bill, which 
was passed yesterday. It sets apart $15,000,000 
for the construction of 10 protected steel cruis- 
ers, $2,000,000 for the payment of bonuses for 
speed beyond the contract requirements, and 
$4,800,000 for the armament of the vessels, @ 
total of $21,800,000. Mr. Hale's bill, the last of 
the series, appropriates $10,000,000 for the 
construction of heavily armored vessels, 0 
armored floating batteries, or rams, to be use 
for coast and harbor defenses; $1,200,000 for 
light draught gunboats, $600,000 for torpedo 
boats, $600,000 for torpedoes and torpe- 
do appliances, and $3,000,000 for the arma- 
ment of the vesseis provided for in the 
bill, a total of $15,400,000 anda grand total for 
the four bills of $58,200,000. This sum does 
not sound so very large to Senators who remein- 
ber that it is to be spread out over five or six 
years, but some of the Senators, and partivu- 
larly Mr. Van Wyck, have noticed that the twin 
bills of the Committee on Coast Defenses, which 
provide for steeland armories to fashion the 
steelinto guns, make no provision forthe ex- 
pense of making the guns. All the money is toe 
go for steel apd machinery, leaving the money 
tor manufacturing the guns to be provided for 
hereafter. How many millions more this would 
take nobody appears to have cared to guess. 


The Eads Tehuantepceo Ship Railway bill got 
through the Senate to-day by a vote of 46 to 7, 
the seven dissenting Senators being Messrs. Ed- 
munds, Jones of Arkansas, Morrill, Platt, Vance, 
Van Wyck, and Wilson of Iowa. At the begin- 
ning of the proceedings, Mr. Vest offered a sub- 
stitute for the bill, incorporating James B. Eads 
aud 80 other persons under the name of the 
Atiantic and Pacific Ship Railway Company, 
the capital stock uot to exceed $100,000,000. 
When 10 per cent. of the stock is sub- 
scribed for anfi 10 per cent. thereon paid 
in cash, a meeting is to be held for the 
election of Directors. If the requirement as to 
the stock is not complied with in two years the 
charter is toexpire. Mr. Van Wyck offered an 
amendment that no certificate of stock shall be 
issued until it snail have been fully paid for 
in money; that uo bonds shali be issued in ex- 
cess of the amount of paid-up capital, and that 
no bonds shall be issued at less than their 
par value. He spoke of the necessity 
for the adoption of such safeguards, and 
referred to the history of the Union Pacific 
Railroad Company and of the Crédit Mobilier 
with which 48 patriotic and respectable men 
were connected (Massachusetts men, too) as 
there were connected with the Tehuantepec 
measure. This remark aroused the ire of Mr. 
Dawes, and he and Mr. Van Wyck had a wordy 
colloquy, in which Mr. Dawes defended the 
honor of Massachusetts men. Mr. Hoar joined 
in the debate and spoke in eulogy of Oakes 
Ames, to whom Mr. Van Wyck’s remarks were 
applied, although the Nebraska Senator dis- 
claimed having made any allusion to that 
gentleman. On motion of Mr. Hoar, the amend- 
ment offered by Mr. Van Wvck was amend- 
ed by a provision that the 10 per cent. 
of stock to ve subscribed for and paid before the 
issue of certificates, shall not be anti 





the whole of it shall have been paid in; and that 
no bonds shall be authorized or issued until the 
paid-in capital shall amount to $5,000,000, (in- 
stead of $10,000,000.) As thus amended Mr. 
Van Wyck’s amendment was agreed to. After 

jher debate, and after several other amend- 
ments had been rejected, Mr. Vest’s substitute 
as amended by Mr. Van Wyck was passed by the 
vote given above, and the Senate took up the 
Nicaragua Maritime Canal bill, which will come 
up to-morrow as unfinished business. 


The House Committee on Military Affairs met 
to-day for the purpose of considering the 
McAdoo bill appropriating $20,000,000 for the 


construction of heavy ordnance and seacoast 
detenses. The preliminary discussion covered 
the entire subject of seacoast defense, and. 
the following resolutions offered by Mr. Cuteheon, 
of Michigan, were adopted without a division: 

Resolved, That it is the judgment of this commit- 
tee that the time has arrived when the Government 
of the United States should enter at once upon the 
work of protecting our great commercial seaboard 
cities and our northern frontier by a system of <e- 
fenses adapted to the exigencies of modern warfare, 


and capable cf repelling the attacks of modern ar- 
mored sh 


ips. 
Resolved, That the United States should develop 
within itselt all the necessary materials for the 
fabrication of the heaviest modern ordnance and a 


most perfect armor for the fortitication and for the 
construction of armored ships. 


Resolved, That, considering the time necessary for 
the erection of a plant for the production of ord- 
nance and armor, the Government should either at 
once proceed to create such plant itself or offer such 
inducements as will secure the establishment of 
such plant by private parties. 

The McAdoo bill was then taken up on motion 
of Mr. Viele, who offered some amendments toe 
it, and moved that the bill be favorably reported 
to the House; but, the hour of 12 having arrived, 
the Chairman declared the committee adjourned.

Mr. Rice to-day, on behalf of the minority of 
the Houses Committee on Foreign Affairs, sub- 
mitted the following report: ‘* Tne minority of the 


committee, desirous of securing prompt action 
and, if possibile, unanimity of expression by both 
branches of Congress on the pending questions 
in dispute between this overnment and that of 
Great Britain concerning the fisheries, and be- 
lieving that the bill, which has already passed 
the Senate by a substantially unanimous vote, 
elothes the Executive with ample powers, are 
constrained to ditfer with the recommendations 
of the majority that the House adopt a separate 
ornew measure, which will necessarily be fol- 
lowed by delay, and recommend the passage by 
the House of the Senate bill.” The report is 
signed by Messrs. Rice, Wait, Ketcham, Phelps, 
and Hitt.

Asthe House of Representatives cannot alone 
make the pauper pension billa law despite the 
objections of the President, the claim agents and 


other persons who see in the measure great 
financial possibilities for themselves are bring- 
ing such influence as they can command to bear 
upon the Senate as wellas the House. Itis un- 
derstood that every Grand Army man who can 
be induced to do so will be invited to sign peti- 
tions to both the Senate and House, asking that 
the President’s veto may not be heeded, The 
first petition of this sort reached the Senate to- 
day through Mr. Plumb, who has devoted much 
of his time and energy to an attempt to convince 
the country that Democrats are opposed to grant- 
ing pensions, It was signed by certain Grand 
Army posts in Kansas, and is expected to 
be followed by similar memorials from other 
States, as fast as they can be worked up by the 
greedy pension attorneys and their agents, Mr. 
Hoar gave to the Senate to-day a statement 
which he thinks disposes of the argument that 
the pauper pension bill is a piece of expensive 
extravagance. It was a table of figures pre- 

ared by the Treasurer of Massachusetts, show- 
ing thatin about 20 years the Commonwealth 
has paid out in aid of soldiers and soldiers’ fam- 
ilies over $18,765,000. Carried out proportion- 
ately through all the States, Mr. Hoar said, this 
would give at least $600,000,000 as the amount 

aid by States to needy soldiers and their fami- 
me outside of the pensions granted by Con- 
gress, and this, he thought, was a complete 
answer tothe claim of tne President that the 
pauper bill would be a burden upon the country. 


The manner in which the Consular Service has 
been handled in the House in the Appropriation 
bill which passed to-day is a strong iliustration 


of the necessity of a change in the House rules. 
First of all,on points of order raised by Mr. 
Burnes, of Missouri, and Mr. Allen, of Mississip- 
pi, the Appropriation bill of 1879 was declared to 
be the existing law which controlled all the ap- 
propriations for this service, and that it could 
not be changed under the rules. Thereupon the 
salaries of the higher grades of consular officers 
were cut down to conform with the provisions of 
this almost obsolete statute. Then, on points of 
order raised by Mr. McCreary, of Kentucky, the 
Appropriation bill of last year was recognized as 
existing law, and all the other consulates were 
appropriated for on that basis, including 32 Con- 
suls unknown to the law of 1879, previously 
held to be the controlling statute. Then Mr. 
Holman, of Indiana, took the floor and brought 
the Chair back to the ruling that the law of 1879 
was the existinglaw. Under that decision the 
appropriation for clerk hire at consulates was 
cut down $14,000 and was ordered to be distrib- 
uted among consulates, some of which have 
ceased to exist, omitting many of the most im- 
portant consular positions of the present day. Al- 
most the only important features of the bill which 
escaped mutilation by points of order under the 
rules were the contingent funds, which were left 
large enough, as reported,to prevent the an- 
nually recurring scandal for many years past of 
consular drafts for authorized expenses going to 
protest for want of funds, The object which the 
chief opponents of the biJl seem to have had in 
view in breaking down the rules of the House 
has probably been accomplished, but at great 
detriment to the public service, unless the Sen- 
ate should come to the rescue. On the final 
assage of the bill Mr. Belmont joined with Mr. 
ed, of Maine, in condemuation of the practice 
ofimposing upon the Senate the obligation of 
remedying the shortcomings of the House in 
waking the appropriations absolutely necessary 
fer properly carrying on the Government, 


Secretary Whitney has now in print a circular 
to regulate his clerical force which will provoke 
comment. The opening paragraph of the circu- 


lar informs the employes that the office hours of 
the department are from 9 to 4 o’clock daily, 
with the exception of Sunday. It then states 
that all tardiness or absence from the depart- 
ment during those hours shall be reported by 
the chief or principal clerks, who shall not be 
exempt from the rules themselves. The only 
time a clerkcan absent himself from the de- 
partment between 9 and 4 o’clock without prop- 
er permission is at noon, when a half hour 
for lunch is granted. The Secretary also 
informs the clerks that extra work may be re- 
quired from them, and when itis they will be 
required to report for duty at the time fixed by 
him. All extra time is to be recorded. The new 
order of things is to go into effect March 1. Sec- 
retary Whitney has been very lenient with his 
clerical force, and in consequence they have 
abused the privileges granted them. He has 
been forced to place them under strict supervis- 
ion, and will hereafter hold them all to an ac- 
countability for every infringement of his new 
time rules, a 

Rear-Admiral Luce, commanding the North 
Atlantic squadron, is preparing an elaborate 
statement concerning the needs of the Naval War 


College, which he intends to submit to the House 
Appropriations Committee. The committee had 
agreed to hear him yesterday, but owing to press 
of other business was unable to doso. Admiral 
Luee will favor an appropriation of $14,500, 
with which amount the building at Newport can 
be repaired, apparatus purchased, and the 
course extended over an entire academic year, 
beginning next September. The collegehas been 
opened for two short terms since it was founded 
by Admiral Luce,and naval officers regard It as an 
assured success. The institution is intended 
principally for officers of high rank who have 
never enjoyed an opportunity to obtain knowl- 
edge necessary for naval officers of the period 
when in foreign waters. The last term ran 
through September, October, and November. 
Capt. Mahan, President of the college, delivered 
a course of lectures on naval history, and Prof. 
Soley on marine internationallaw. These were 
alone considered of great yalue by the 30 of- 
ticers who attended the course. Capt. Mahan is 
@ son of Prof. Mahan, of the Military Academy. 


The report of the Inventory Board, of which 
Capt. Meade is President, is now in the hands of 
Secretary Whitney. The board recommendg the 


sale of about $4,000,000 worth of old material 
stored away in the various navy yards. The 
report does not give an itemized appraisal of 
the obsolete material, and therefore boards will 
soon be appointed at each of the navy yards to 
make the appraisements required before the 
material can be sold. The greater part of the 
old stuff will be sold at auction. Written pro- 
posals will be advertised for on the most valu- 
ebie articles. 
. 

Officers in the Medical Department of the 
army are pleased with the action of the Senate 
to-day in passing the bill, which has already 


passed the House, establishing the order of pro- 
motion in their branch of the service. The meas- 
ure provides that Assistant Surgeons of the army 
who have served 20 years shall be appointed to 
the office of Surgeon, with the rank of Major, to 
date from the completion of such service. The 
service is to be estimated as is now done in com- 
puting service tor longevity pay, except that 
service under present commissions is to be 
counted from the date of the commissions. No 
Assistant Surgeon, however, can be promoted 
under the act until he has been examined 
and found gualified for promotion by an ex- 
amining board. The bill also provides that 
the whole number of officers in the Medical De- 
partment shall not be increased under its terms. 


Ex-Postmaster-General Hatton’s hold upon 
the Post Office Department appears to have 
been completely lost, for one of the Post Offices 


named for him has had its name changed. Hat- 
ton, Neb., has become Vrooman, thus reducing 
the number of Hattons from 16 to 15. 


The bill for the relief of the assiguees of John 
Roach, reported by Senator Mitchell, of Oregon,

BARTLEY OAMPBELI’S PLAYS, 
DISSATISFACTION OVER THEIR PROPOSED 


SALE BY THE RECEIVER. 

PITTSBURG, Penn., Feb. 17.—City Asses- 
sor James B. Larkin, brother-in-law of Bartley 
Campbell, the insane playwriter, haa just re- 
turned home from a visit to the institution at 
Middletown, N. J., in which Mr. Campbell is con- 
fined, He speaks most encouragingly of Mr, 
Campbell. He was asked about the sale of 
Campbell’s plays by the Receiver, but declined 


to be interviewed because, as he stated, he did 
not desire to prejudice the claims which would be 
made by Mrs. Campbell. 

* Lam not afraid to say what I think,” said a 
gentleman who had heard the conversation, ‘TI 
believe that the sale of the copyrights and other 
rights of Bartley’s plays at this time is most in- 
jurious, and am surprised that the creditors do 
not apply for an injunction to restrain the Re- 
ceiver from proceeding with the sale. He isnow 
advertising ‘ Geraldine,’ ‘ Fairfax,’ ‘ Pequita,’ and 
‘Matrimony’ for sale, and if no objection is 
made the estate of the unfortunate author will be 
frittered away. I know that ‘Siberia’ was sold ata 
ridiculously low price, and an unsuccessful 
effort was made to prevent the transfer of the 
property. An offer was made to the purchaser 
to buy the half interest in the play for the ben- 
efit of Mrs. Campbell, the party making the offer 
agreeing to pay for the half interest more than 
the play sold for at public sale. I am opposed to 
the sale of the plays, and [ think some effort 
should be made to prevent the wasting of the 
valuable assets of the estate.” 

Mr. Larkin was again interrogated on the sub- 
ject. ‘ Itis not right,” he replied, “ for me to 
be quoted in regard to the methods pursued by 
the Receiver. I know, however, that Mrs. Camp- 
bell is not at all satisfied. She is anxious that 
every dollar of indebtedness shall be paid, and 
she is willing that every cent receiyed in the 
shape of royalty shall be used for the benefit of 
the creditors, but if the plays are soid there will 
be nothing left, and there will be no possibility 
of meeting the demands of the creditors, Mrs, 
Campbell thinks the creditors should act with 
her, so that the only source of revenue can be 
protected. When ‘Siberia’ was sold an effort 
was made to restrain the Receiver from making 
atransfer. A restraining order was secured, 
but it was dissolved by another court. I 
am firmly convinced that the copyrights are 
valuable, and am anxious that Mrs. Campbell 
and the ereditors shall receive the utmost from 
them. Icannot say what move will be made, 
but I propose that an application shall be made 
to prevent the Receiver from disposing of the 
property. In my opinion ‘Siberia’ was sacri¥ 
ticed. Itis worth at least $1,000 a week in the 
shape of royalty, and the refusal of the purchas- 
er to sell the one-half interest corroborates the 
view I have given. I know that Mrs. Campbell 
is only too anxious to have the financial affairs 
of her husband puton a satisfactory basis, but 
this cannot be doneif the Receiver or Commis- 
sioner is allowed to dispose of the only source of 


revenue.”

THE BASEBALL LEAGUE. 
A SPECIAL MEETING CALLED—KELLY’S 
RELEASE BY CHICAGO. 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 17.—In accordance 
with suggestions from Messrs. Day, of the 
New-York Baseball Club, and Spalding, of the 
Chicagos, President Young this afternoon issued 
a call for a meeting of the special committee of 
the League at Pittsburg next Monday to con- 
sider the question of the eighth club in the 


League for the ensuing season. ‘I have notified 
the representatives of the Indianapolis, Kansas 
City, and 8t. Louis Clubs of this action,” said Mr. 
Young, “and they will doubtless all be present. 
Whatever we do in the matter will be binding 
and must be unanimous. When we were ap- 
pointed a committee we were given absolute 
power, and we could buy out the St. Louis or any 
other club and locate it at Kalamazooif we 
saw fit. Ratification by the entire League is 
only a matter of form, and whatever we do will 
stand as the opinion of the entire body. All the 
negotiations thus far have been conducted by 
the Western clubs interested with Mr. Spalding, 
who is .in reality the Chairman of the special 
committee, and he will submit everything bear- 
ing upon the question to us at the Monongahela 
House, in Pittsburg, next Monday. I have no 
doubt that we will be able to reach a satisfac- 
tory solution of the problem ere we adjourn. 
Of course the city that makes the bestand most 
feasible proposition will be given representation 
as the eighth city in our cireult. There has been 
some doubt expressed whether or not the Bos- 
ton Olub actually paid $10,000 for Kelly,” 
continued Mr..Young. ‘To settle misgivings 
on that point, here is a letter that I sent to Mr. 
Spalding last Tuesday: 
JASHINGTON, Feb. 15, 1887. 

A. G. Spalding, Esq., President, &c.: 

SIR: Inclosed herewith I hand you draft of 
National Bank of Redemption, Boston, Mass.,.on 
National Park Bank of New-York for ten thousand, 
($10,000.) dated Feb. 12, 1887,in payment for release 
of M. J. Kelly. The draft is payable to order of J. B. 
Billings, Treasurer, and by him indorsed: ‘ Pay the 
Chicsgo Ball Club or order. J. B. Billings, Treas- 
urer.” Please acknowledge receipt by wire imme- 
diately.

POUGHKEEPSIF, N. Y., Feb. 17.—Kelly, 
the ball player, said to-day that he didn’t care to 
reply to Spalding’s charge that he drank while 
with the Chicagos, but said he didn’t drink to 
excess. He said he took adrink now and then, 
and will take a glass of heer whenever he wants 
one. He spoke well of the Chicago Club and 
people there, but complained that he was not 
promoted as expected. He said he was promised 
the Captaincy of the Chicago Club for three 
years, and got tired waiting. Even if he hadn’t 
signed with the Boston people, he would not 
haye gone back to Chicago. He said the 
Chicago managers got $10,000 for letting him 
go, and that it was like picking the money up on 
the street, for they knew he would not go back. 
He was making $3,200 a year with the Chicagos, 
whereas with the Boston people he will make 
$5,000 or more. He says he and his wife will 
sail for Europe next Saturday and return about 
the 20th of March, so as to be able to commence 
playing with the Bostons by the Ist of April. 
He goes to Europe to get rid of letters and talk.

THE JURY WAS MERCIFUL. 

CLEVELAND, Ohio, Feb. 17.—The jury in 
the Smith case, after deliberating 22 hours, re- 
turned a verdict of guilty of murder in the sec- 
ond degree, the penalty for which is lite impris- 
onment.. Considerable public indignation is 
manifested that the verdict does not require the 
hanging of the prisoner. On the first ballot the 


jury stood four for murder in the nrst degree, 
four for murder in a less degree, and four for ac- 
quittal. The indictment was for the murder of 
Mrs. Louisa Wilson, and the jury was 
zoverned by the testimony that her char- 
acter was bad, that she exerted = an 
evil influence over Mrs. Smith, and aroused 
Smith’s ire, by prejudicing the wife against the 
husband. The condition of the motherless chil- 
dren also had great weight, as wellas the nega- 
tive fact thatit was not shown that up tothe 
commission of the crime Smith had been other- 
wise than industrious and honorable. No motion 
has yet been made for a new trial, and the pros- 
ecution is undecided whether or not to arraign 
Smith on the indictment for murdering his wife. 
After the verdict Smith’s cell was searched, and 
the Sheriff's officers found an ugly knife with a 
keen blade,a piece of rope, and a sharpened 
steel shank from a shoe, with which imple- 
ments it is presumed, that Smith intended to 
kill himself if tne verdict had consigned him to 
the gallows.

CuicaGco, Feb. 17.—Lilian Olcott, the 
actress, who is playing ‘“‘ Theodora” at the Grand 
Opera House, was to-day made the defendant in 
two suits begun in the local courts.

P. A. Marks, proprietor of the Opera House at 
Quincy, Ill., seeks to recover $2,000 damages 
for Miss Olcott's failure to fill an engagement 
in his house in December last. He says 
the contract was made on May 19, 1886, for 
four performances the first week in December, 
but that she failed utterly to keep her engage- 
ment, and did noteven notify him that she would 
not fill it. In the other suit E.G. Kremer,a 
New- York lawyer, secured a writ of attachment 
against Miss Olcott's baggage for $500. The claim 
is understood to be for services rendered 
Miss Olcott in Paris a year or more

USED THE GRAND LODGE FUNDS, 

GALVESTON, Texas, Feb. 17.—Rumors have 
been in circulation here for several days affecting 
the integrity of Judge Thomas M. Joseph, for sev- 
eral years Treasurer of the Grand Lodge of Odd Fel- 
lows of this State. Grand Master Barnett Gibbs ar- 


rived in this city last night and, in an interview with 
Treasurer Joseph, elicited from the latter a clean 
confession that he was shortin his accounts with the 
Grand Lodge to the extent of $23,185. This embraces 
the entire fund belonging to the lodge. Joseph says 
he lost the money four years ago in mining specula- 
tions. He was a candidate for re-election to the 
office of Treasurer last week, but was defeated. He 
was Mayor of Galveston from 1858 to the Fall of 
1862, and always stood high in the community. He 
is nearly 70 years old and has a large family of grown 
children.

RAILWAY MANAGEMENT. 


VIEW N IN THE WEST 


TAKEN 
Cuicaco, Ill., Feb. 17,—Commissioner 


Fink’s interpretation of the Inter-State com- 
merce law does not meet the views of the West- 
ern managers and they do not propose to 
act in accordance therewith. They consider Mr. 
Fink’s interpretation an ingenious plea to make 
the new law, so far as the long and short haul is 
concerned, ineffective, and force shippers toseek 
redress in the courts. Mr. Fink, they think, has 
acted upon the advice of the Eastern trunk line 
managers, who seem to be determined to have 
the new law tested in the courts. The Western 
managers say they mean to take no such 
position, but mean to interpret the law 


as liberally as possible and accept it as 
explained by Senator Cullom. They are not 
anxious to get into conflict with the United 
States and cause expensive litigation, which 
would prove to them more disastrous from a 
financial standpoint than a strict compliance 
witn the law and the directions of the National 
Railway Commission. 

Judge Cooley, who, it is believed here, will be 
appointed a member of the commission, said to- 
day thatit would not do for the railroads to try 
to evade the provisions of the bill, and they 
would no doubt have to conform with it in ac- 
cordance with the interpretation the National 
Commission may place upon it, 

The General Freight Agents of the various 
roads in the Southwestern Railway Association, 
who have been in session at Commissioner 
Midgeley’s office since Monday last, form- 
ulated an interpretation of the law so 
far as it affects freight rates  be- 
tween Kansas City and Southwestern 
Association points, and St. Louis and Chicago 
concluded their labors to-day, and their report 
willbe submitted to ameecting of the General 
Managers next Monday. Little difficulty was 
experienced in rearranging existing tariffs so as 
to bein conformity with the provisions of the new 
law, It was decided to make no change in tie 
present through rates between Kansas City and 
other Southwestern Missouri points and 8st. 
Louis and Chicago; and, as the State 
laws oft Missouri have always required a 
grading down of rates for shorter hauls, but few 
changes in rates from intermediate stations will 
have to be made to bring the trattic within the 
requirements of the short and long haul section 
of the law. 

The General Freight Agents of the Western 
Traffic and the Northwestern Freight Associa- 
tion roads who had been meeting with the rep- 
resentatives of the Southwestern lines were not 
able to adjust their tariffs on an equally 
satisfactory basis owing to obstacles caused by 
the necessity of materially reducing the rates 
from interior lowa points and points between 
Minneapolis or St. Paul and Chicago if through 
rates are allowed to remainas they are now. 
Another meeting will be held to-morrow,

AIMING AT MONOPOLY. 

PORTLAND, Me., Feb. 17.—The Boston and 
Maine bill to allow the purchase of certain 
other railroads, has not yet been reported from 
the Railway Committee. It wili not be for some 
time. Some members of the committee think 
they see things aboutit which are not as they 
should be, and have decided to give another 


hearing on the billon Thursday of next week. 
A gentleman well informedin railway matters 
said to-day: 

‘Boston and Lowell jumped up in the stock 
market day before yesterday about 12 points. 
This meaus that a consolidation of Boston and 
Lowell and Boston and Maine is coming on the 
boards. This Boston and Maine bill now before 
the Legislature is a step toward that consum- 
mation, and the people of Portland are 
blinder than bats that they don’t see 
it. If the Boston and Lowell and Boston and 
Maine should consolidate what would be the 
effect on Portland? The Boston and Lowell 
controls the piece of road which is the Og- 
densburg outlet to the West beyond Fa- 
byans. Let the Boston and Maine and Boston 
and Lowell consolidate and what would that 
ninety odd miles of Portland and Ogdensburg be- 
tween Portland and Fabyans amaunt to? It 
would grow up to weeds and Portland would 
find itself at the mercy of the Boston and Maine, 
which would have the Portland and Rochester 
and the Eastern, and would then stretch out its 
hands for the Maine Central. Portland ought to 
ate this before the Boston and Maine bill becomes 
a law.”

It was reported yesterday that Mr. Gould had 
made a traffic agreement with the Chicago and 
Alton, and that the latter would in future be the 
Chicago outlet for the Gould Southwestern sys- 
tem.

The report was denied at the 
ottice of the Missouri Pacific Railroad Company, 
and yas characterized as a foolish story even by 
opponents of Mr, Gould, They said there was 
no reason for such an agreement 80 long as his 
system had a Chicago outlet over the Wabash 
Road. Some thought, however, that such an 
agreement might be made for the purpose of 
crushing the Wabash.

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GOULD MAKES HIS 


SINGULAR AOIION OF A HO- 
BOREPN JUSTICE. 

HB HOLDS§ THE FUGITIVE FROM NEW- 

YORK JUSTICE IN MERELY NOMINAL 
BAIL—GOULD DISAPPEARS. 


The places that have known Tom Gould 
will know him no more for the present. The 
climate of this city became too severe for him 
some days ago. His friends have heard 
many times lately that his health was declin- 
ing. The same information was conveyed 
to Recorder Smyth whenever occasion called for 
Mr. Gould’s appearance before that gentleman, 
The climate, however, always became better 


suited to Mr. Gould’s constitution as soon as an 
adjournment of his case was secured, and after 
this had happened five times the Recorder grew 
skeptical. e ordered a bench warrant issued 
for Mr. Gould and declared his bail forfeited. 
Inspector Byrnes was instructed to serve the 
warrant and bring Gould into court. 

This was on Wednesday, That evening Gould 
was found with some friends in Busch’s Hotel, 
at, Hoboken. The Inspector, despite entreaties 
and protests, marched Gould off to the Central 
Police Station. Some of his friends went with 
him, Others waited at the hotel until the bill of 
“D. Wood, Brooklyn,” which was his way of reg- 
istering when he secured rooms on Tuesday, was 
paid, Then they joined him at the station Dopey 

Mr. Gould was much distressed when he found 
himself in custody. Chief Donovan, of Hoboken, 
gave him no comfort, but bis friends were not 
idle, They applied to Recorder MeDonough for 
arelease. That ollicial declined to act. He said, 
however, that he would be near court late at 
night, and might be summoned for sufficient 
cause. He went to Orange, came back at 11 
o’clock, and heard another application, which he 
declined to grant, because it was a case of comi- 
ty between the States. 

Gould saw that matters were getting serious. 
He sent fora lawyer and two responded, ex- 
Corporation Counsel Stuhr, of Hoboken, and ex- 
Judge Garretson, of Jersey City. At midnight, 
the Recorder having goue home, a Justice 
of the Peace, one Gustav Streng, was 
induced to £0 to the station house 
and hear the arguments of the learned 
counsel. They showed the Justice the bench 
warrant, which contained the information that 
Gould was wanted in New-York for trial for 
violation of the exciselaw. They showed that 
it was unattended with an affidavit or other in- 
formation, and that it called for a man outside 
the jurisdiction of the court from which it 
was issued. His Honor lost little time in passing 
in reyiew the questions involved. That aff this 
fuss should have been made over an excise mat- 
ter struck him as a legal absurdity. Consequent- 
ly, although he could not discharge Mr. Gould, 
he was of the opinion that the bench warrant 
was not worth the paper it was written on. 
Thomas Miller, Alderman of the Third Ward of 
Hoboken, offered bail for Gould. which was ac- 
cepted. Then the entire company adjourned to 
a@ saloon near by. 

After a little, Gould remembered an engage- 
ment of importance and left thecompany. He 
had not returned yesterday. Some said that he 
had gone to Philadelphia, others named Canada. 
His intimates said he considered himself a 
marked man, who couldn’t get a fair trial before 
Recorder Smyth or in New-York. His counsel 
said he was not the owner of the place on Thirty- 
first-street, but still he feared conviction on the 
six indictments, Which might send hii to prison 
for four or five"years besides a fine. Conse- 
quently he is not expected again hereabout for 
some time. The place on Thirty-first-street was 
running as usual last night. 

Justice Stenger is the only person who thinks 
Gould will appear to-day. District Attorney 
Martine ert ar gd that he would try to get 
possession of Gould and try him on the indict- 
ments. Requisition papers would be sent to the 
Governor at once. Joseph O'Donnell, Gould's 
bondsman, came down to the District Attorney’s 
office yesterday and paid upthe $1,500 forfeited 
bail by a check on the Second National Bank.

ESCAPE 


THE NEW OIL GAS. 


A DISCOVERY THAT WILL CHEAPEN 
FUEL AND ILLUMINATION. 
- RocHESTER, Feb. 17.—A dispatch from 
Bolivar, a small town in Allegany County, in the 
oil region, is as follows: ‘ The little town of Bol- 
ivar has never been so famous as at present 
since the first discovery of ol in this re- 
gion. The people seem to talk of nothing 
but the discovery of gas made from crude oil, by 
William A. Meyers.” Areporter visited thelittle 
oil town to learn the true facts of the case, and 


found the town in greatexcitement. William A. 
Meyers, the inventor, was found at the Clark 
Hawes. and on being asked about the new light 
said: 

“T have invented a gas apparatus by which 
we can generate from one barrel of erude oil, 
trom 150,000 tou 175,000 cubic feet of gas for 
fuel purposes, which will not cost more than 2 
cents a thousand and will give such a 
heat as to melt iron, steel, or any other 
metal. We can also generate by the same proc- 
ess 8,600 cubic feet of carburetted hydrogen gas, 
42 candle power by actual protometer test, for 
illuminating purposes, which will enable us to 
give to the public 50 to 75 cent gas.” 

Upon invitation of Mr. Meyers the reporter, 
accompanied hy several other gentlemen, 
visited the office where the gas was being made 
ona small scale. The process is very ee 
and it —— very little machinery. fr. 
Meyers exhibited the gas, which gave a beauti- 
ful white light, said to be far superior to water 
or coal gas. ‘“ You see,” said the inventor 
‘*that this process of manufacturing gas is very 
simple. We use Lima, Ohio, oil, which costs 35 
cents by the barrel, and we can make gas so 
cheaply that every poor family can afford to use 
it. Why, Tecan make out of two quarts of oil 
enough gas to furnish all the families in Bol- 
ivar.’ 

Among the numerous gentlemen who expressed 
themselves highly pleased with the invention 
are * Farmer” Dean, the great oil producer from 
Lima, Ohio; 8. L. Newton, Cashier of the State 
3ank of Bolivar; Frank Hoover, oil producer of 
Bolivar; Edward Flannigan, oil producer of 
Canada. 

‘How did you get the idea of making gas so 
cheap ?” asked the reporter. 

“Well,” said Mr. Meyers, ‘‘about five weeks ago 
we were talkingin the hotel of making money, 
and I said [can make gas out of crude oil. S. H, 
Altice, my partner, said, ‘If youcan make gas 
out of crude oil I will furnish you with the 
materials.’ Isaid it was a go, and now I have 
a process of making gas that will astonish every 
one. I have an application for the patent at 
Washington, and expect it every day. I have 
had many offers for an intergst in this enter- 
prise, but so far have declined*them all.” 

Mr. Meyers is @ man 60 years old, and was 
horn in Philadelphia. He is the son of Abraham 
Meyers, one of the oldest gas engineers in the 
United States. His father built the first gas 
works in this country. 
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ANOTHER MURDER MYSTERY. 
PHILADELPHIA, Feb. 17.—The trunk of a 
human body, minus head, legs, and arms, was 
foundin Mann’s Pond, near Eddington, Bucks 
County, on the Bristcl and Philadelphia turn- 
pike, this morning. The circumstances sur- 
rounding the case point strongly to a 


murder having been committed and the 
victim being horribly butchered. The 
humar trunk was wrapped when fetnd ina 
piece of heavy paper bound by astoutcord. A 
searching examination was immediately insti- 
tuted by two physicians and the Coroner, and 
the trunk was supposed to be that of a young 
negro of three-quarters blood, or possibly that 
of a very dark Italian or Portuguese, though the 
physicians inclined to the belief of the de- 
ceased haying been a negro. From the com- 
plete absence of signs of decomposition of the 
trunk the physicians were satisfied that the 
murder had been committed within 24 
hours. Fruitless search was made for the 
mnissing head and limbs, and thereafter 
the trunk was taken to Bristol, where a Coro- 
ner’s jury was impaneled. In the absence of evi- 
dence for identification the jury was adjourned 
until Saturday. To-morrow morning the Dis- 
trict Attorney of Doylestown will take up the 
case, and the Coroner will endeavor to have the 
pond drained to ascertain whether the head and 
limbs were thrown into it also,

Late Wednesday evening a fire was discovered 
in the drying room of the immense brick tobacco 
factory of David Dunlop, at Petersburg, Va., and in 
less than halfan hour after the fire broke out the 
whole building was enveloped in flames. The factory 
was one of the finest in the United States, and gave 
employment to over 400 operatives. The entire 
building was burned to the ground, with stock, 
tixtures, and machinery.

PLANS FOR A GYMNASIUM. 


COLUMBIA GRADUATES TAKE ENTHUSI« 


ASTIC AND VIGOROUS ACTION. 

About 200 Columbia College graduates 
filled the lecture room in the library building 
last night and proceeded to celebrate the semi- 
annual reunion of the Alumni Association. 
They wisely mingled a little mental pabulum 
with the gastronomic features of the occasion, 
and Prof, J. K. Rees delivered an entertaining 
illustrated lecture on “ Telescopes.” 


Prof, J. H. Van Amringe then rose to press on 
the Alumnithe need of a gymnasium, and he 


aroused their enthusiasm by presenting eight 
views of the plans by means of the stereopticon, 
The Professor gave all credit to the Class of ’86 
for having taken the first practical steps toward 
securing @ gymnasium by contributing their 
graduation “memorial” for that purpose. Some 
other money had been collected, and through 
the co-operation of Prof. Ware plans had been 
generously furnished by Messrs, Littleand O’Con- 
nor, recent graduates of the School of Architec- 
ture. The cost of such a building, wonderful in 
its completeness and original details, would be 
from $125,000 to $156,000, and it would cover 
four city lots. The younger graduates had done 
their part, and now it was time for organized 
work to be done by the whole of the Alumni. 

Prof. Rees otfered resolutions, which were unan- 
imously carried, appointing Messrs. G. L. 
Reeves, J. H. Van Amringe, William A. Meikie- 
ham,jand Joseph Lawrence, with power to choose 
one other, to represent the college in the mat- 
ter. The resolutions also ask the President of 
the alumni Association of the School of Mines 
to choose a similar committee of five, which twa 
committees will constitute a Gymnasium Com- 
mittee, with power to add to their number mem- 
bera of the undergraduate classes to obtain sul- 
scriptions, and appoint J. W. Harper, Jr., Will- 
jam Jay, George G. De Witt, and Stuyvesant 
Fish Trustees of the gymnasium furd. 

Remarks were made showing that Columbia 
needed a building for physical culture even more 
than colleges in the country, and from the inrer- 
est manifested it looks as though the Alumni 
were going to back up the project generously. 
The Glee Club sang, while the crowd surged to 
the collation, and the evening was made long 
and merry.

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AN OPEN REPLY TO DR. OROSBY’S LETTER, 
DEAR Dr. CrosBY: In reply to your letter of 

yesterday in THE TIMES permit me to say: 


First—The saloon ‘with its concomitants” is pre- 
cisely the thing you propose to protect with high 
license, and it is precisely that “ evil” that is pro- 
tected by high lUcense in Chicago, Omaha, and 
Kansas City. In your speech at the Academy of 
Music, Brooklyn, Feb. 3. you said: * The saloon is 
evil, evilonly, and that continually.” We certainly 
have no moral right to license that which is evil 
evil only, and that continually. Do you say we have 
Better “innocuous desuetude’ than to proceed 
against it in that way. It is not a harmless pro- 
cedure, striking at nothing and hitting it; starting 
for nowhere and petting there. It is starting for 
heaven and plunging into perdition. 

Second—In my statistics of the arrests for drunken- 
ness in Chicago I did not ignore the increase in pop- 
ulation. The increase of arrests for drunkenness and 
disorder was #4 per cent. from 1882 to 1885; the 
increase of population was about 20 per cent. 
How does this make “the figures tell exactly the 
other way”? Have [not now aright to ask that 
you either prove the official figures of the Chicago 
Police Board false or modify your statement? I am 
amazed at what you say about the results of prohi- 
bition in Rhode Island, Maine, and elsewhere. 
In Providence, since the enactment of prohi- 
Lition, arrests have fallen off nearly one-half notwith- 
standing “ the item of the growth of population.” f 
have at hand the olficial reports. How can you 
make the statement that “ Maine has more drunken- 
ness than ever after a score of vears of prohibition ?? 
Judge Bonney, of Portland, who has been on the 
bench for many years, and is universally respected, 
said tome recently: “Iam no party prohibitionist, 
but I have studied carefully the experiment in 
Maine. Thereis not consumed in that State now, 
per inhabitant, one-twentieth of the intoxi- 
cants that were consumed before the Maine 
law was enacted.” Ex-Senator Blaine, ex-Gov. 
Dingley, Senator Frye all bear testimony in the 
same direction. Whois the more likely to be rizht, 
you, who live a thousand miles distant and trust to 
hearsay, or these competent observers who have 
lived in Maine a lifetime? Kansas City has a high 
license law of $845, for all kimds of saloons, and 10 
has as many saloons to the population as has New- 
York under low license. Right opposite Kansas 
City is Wyandotte with nota saloon. Wyandotte is 
in prohibition Kansas; Kansas City is in high 
license Missouri. When we let slip our anchors of 
facts we have a boundless sea to sail around in. But 
facts are stubborn. 

Third—Y ou reiterate the statement that prohibi- 
tionists forbid all decrease of the saloon evil “except 
abolition.” Why will you say that in the face of the 
fact that they will not oppose a measure that will 
outlaw all saloons in each Assembly district beyond 
one to five hundred inhabitants? Mr. Woodman, 
President of the New-York Board of Excise, says 
that this is a practical measure and could be en- 
forced. You, within the past two weeks, publicly 
commended it asa practical measure. There is no 
need of high licensein this plan, or license at all 
Such 4 measure, you declared, would cut down 
the saloons in New-York City two-thirds, If 
would not be a mythical cutting down, as 
under high license. There would be no in. 
trenching the business behind the cupidity of 
the taxpayers. Two-thirds of the clergy of the coun- 
try are conscientiously opposed toa license measure, 
and #0 is a very large proportion of the laity. Why 
will you pursue @ methad of reform which you know 
is offensive to so large a proportion of the Christian 
ublic mstead of a confe-sed practical method which 
s not offensive to them? Where is there in this 
course that practieal, hard sense which you so often 
display? Do you not needlessly compel the opposi- 
tion which you so strongly denounce and bring upon 
your plans the repeated failures which you lament? 
That was a hard definition which you gave some 
time ago of a crank: “A man with a good idea, but 
not seuse enough to carry it out.” ou will acree 
with me, I am sure, that it will be well for us all to 
avoid justly meriting that term of reproach.

HOW TSENG’S STATESMANSHIP 
HAS HELPED OHINA., 
HIS BRILLIANT DIPLOMATIC CAREER IN 
EUROPE—POLICY OF THE CHINESE 
EMPIRE. 


One of the most remarkable statesmen of 
fhe present contury—a diplomat who, according 
to Prince Bismarck’s own admission, met the 
great Chancellor on terms of intellectual 
equality—has just returned to Pekin after an 
absence in Europe extending over a period of 
seven years. The Marquis Tseng—for itis to him 
I allude—has been summoned home by his Gov- 
ernment to take up the important posts of Secre- 
tary of State for the Imperial Navy Department 
and of principal Minister of State on the Board 
of Foreign Affairs of the Celestial Empire. 

The opinion and views of such aman, whose 
official position renders him one of the leaders 
and principal factors in the future policy of 
China, must necessarily be of interest to a 
nation such as the United States, which, owing 
to a variety of circumstances is brought into 
closer contact with the great Middle Empire 
than is any other power, excepting of course 
Great Britain and Russia. In the form of acon- 
tribution to the Asialic Quarterty Review, he has 
just published an article which is practically a 
manifesto of the future aims and policy of his 
Government. 

Before proceeding to draw attention to his state- 
ments on the subject of emigration, treatment 
of the Chinese in America, the extra-territorial 
treaty clauses, and the missionary question, all 
of them matters of especial concern to the 
United States, it may be of interest to briefly 
refer to the remarkable incidents of Tseng’s 
careerin Europe. When he quitted Pekin, al- 
most eight years ago, China was looked upon 
by the outside world witha certain amount of 
contempt and as being in the last stage of de- 
crepitude and decay. It was considered that the 
most ancient, populous, and wealthiest of Asiatic 
kingdoms was doomed to dis*uption and ruin at 
the touchof Western civilization—in short, that 
the nineteenth century air would prove too 
much for her aged lungs. The Chinese were 
warned on all sides that their downfall was at 
hand, and that tseir only chance of salvation 
was to abanden their fossil prejudices and to 
accept the civilization thrust upon them 
by the cosmopolite adventurers from the West. 
The Chinamen carefully considered the matter, 
and only clung more tightly than ever to the 
customs and institutions of their forefathers. 


The result is that to-day China is admitted by all 
competent judges to hold the balance of Asia fn 
her hands, while her alliance is courted and her 
enmity feared by the greatest powers in the 
world. Nothing is more marked than the pro- 
found deference and respect with which Chinese 
diplomats are received at European Courts and 
the contemptuous indifference and ill concealed 
ridicule which falls to the share of the Jap- 
anese—those adepts of a Givilization which 
in their case has neither solidity nor basis. 
On his arrival in Europe Tseng at once pro- 
ceeded to St. Petersburg, where he brought to 
a successful termination the treaty by which 
Russia was forced to restore to China the 
vast = territory, so long a subject of 
bitter feeling between the two nations. An 
alusing incident of the negotiations was the 
manner in which Tseng asserted his monarch’s 
equality with the Czar. In all the pre- 
vious treaties and documents the Chinese ruler 
bad merely been described by Russia as Bogdo 
Khan, i. e., the great Prince. Tseng, however 
insisted that either his master be designated in 
the treaty as the Emperor of China, or else that 
the Czar should likewise figure therein as Bogdo 
Khan. The Oriental diplomat, after much nego- 
tiation, carried his point, and the treaty in ques- 
tion mentioned that it was an agreement be- 
tween “ their Imperial Majesties, the Emperor of 
China and the Emperor of Russia.” 

On Tseng’s arrival at Paris he found himself 
at a great disadvantage in his very disagreeable 
negotiations with the French Government about 
the Tonquin difticulty. M. Challamel Lacour, 
the Minister of Foreign Affairs, gave bothin the 
National Assembly and in the diplomatic ‘“ Yel- 
low Book” a version of the negotiations which 
entirely distorted and painted in false colors the 
real state of affairs, placing all the advantages 
to the credit of France. For a moment Tseng 
was ataloss. He had no platform or Chamber 
of Deputies from whence he could make known 
the true state of the case, and diplomatic red, 
blue, or yellow books are fortunately not as yet 
in use in China, At length a brilliant 
idea struck his Oriental Excellency. He 
sent forthe correspondent of the London Times 
and furnished Mr. de Blowitz with the original 
copies of allthe documents which the French 
Minister had either suppressed or distorted in 
making his report to the chamber. The publica- 
tion thereof fell like a bombshell in the French 
Cabinet and caused its downfall, Tseng having 
shown the Government to have been guilty of 
the most flagrant breach of honor, diplomatic 
etiquette, and usage. So terrible was the hu- 
miliation whichin the face of all Europe he 
thereby inflicted on the French Goverument that 
his sojourn at Paris became anything but agree- 
able. He therefore decided to take up his resi- 
dence in London, where the reputation of his 
re decisive diplomatic victories had preceded 

im. 

Of his negotiations in England it is difficult to 
say much, as it is well known that far closer 
bounds have been contracted between his coun- 
try and Great Britain during his residence there 
than appear on the surface. Noris the moment 
suitable for their publication in any blue book. 
The immense enthusiasm and unusual cordiality 
with which the Marquis was received every- 
where in England was due to the knowledge 
that some kind of a close alliance exists between 
the two countries. The only diplomatic success 
during his stay in London of which there is any 
actual record is the fact that he was able to 
secure the recognition by Great Britain of 
China’s claims to the suzerainty of the kingdom 
of Burmab. 


TO STOP EMIGRATION FROM CHINA. 


One of the principal features of Tseng’s mani- 
desto, the one in fact which will prove of most 
interest to those interested in the Chinese labor 
question in this country,is the determination 
expressed therein by the Imperial Government 
to put anend to the emigration of the aimond- 
eyed children of Han. The motives which in- 
duce the Chinese Government to adopt this 
policy are based not only on economical, but 
also on wr weed considerations. 

*‘Considerable numbers of Chinese,” says 
Tseng, ‘ have at different times been forced to 
leave their homes and push their fortunes in the 
United States, Cuba, Peru, and in the British 
colonies; but this must be imputed rather to the 
one ne and ruin in which they were involved 

y the great Taiping and Mobammedan rebeli- 
ions than to the difficulty of tinding the means 
of subsistence under ordinary conditions, In 
her wide domains there is room and to spare for 
all her teeming population. What China wants 
is not emigration but a proper organization for 
the equable distribution of the population. In 
Cuina proper, particularly in those places which 
were the seats of the Taiping rebellion, much 
land has gone out of cultivation, while in Man- 
churia, Mongolia, and Chinese Turkestan there 
are immense tracts of coustry which haye never 
felt the touch of the husbandman, 

*“ Recognizing notouly the economical but also 
the military reasons for the colonization of these 
immense outlying territories,” says Tseng, “ the 
Imperial Government have of late been encour- 
aging a centrifugal movement of the population 
in certain thickly inhabited portions of the em- 
pire. But the occupation of waste lands is not 
the only agency to absorb any overflow of pop- 
wation which may exist in certain provinces. 
Another and a more permanent one will consist 
in the demand which will soon be afford- 
ed by the establishment of manufactures, 
the opening of mines, and the introduction of 
railways. rhe number of hands which these in- 
dustries will employ can only be conceived when 
we remember that hitherto they have contributed 
nothing to the support of tne country, and that 
were they developed to only a tithe of the extent 
to which they exist in Belgium and England, 
among a Sp pepe of 300,000,000, the numbers 
of mouths they would feed would be enormous.” 

It is on these considerations that the Chinese 
Government now definitely sets its face against 
emigration. “But, even had these considera- 
tions not existed,” continues Tseng, ‘‘ the out- 
rageous treatment which the Chinese subjects 
have received, und in some countries continue to 
receive, would have made the Imperial Govern- 
ment chary of encouraging their people to resort 
to lands where legislation seems only to be made 
a scourge for their especial benefit, and where 
—- and international comity exist for every- 

ody, bond and free, except for the men of Han. 
Were it not for the one-sided manner in which in 
some of these countries the law is administered, 
one might think from their benevolent dispensa- 
tion of the lextalionis that the millennium,was at 
haud there. There is no question of an eye for 
aneye or a tooth foratooth, except when the 
unfortunate offender belongs to the nation of the 
almond eye.” : 

“Tf any one should consider this language too 
strong he must be strangely ignorant of the out- 

ages committed on Chinese, and of the excep- 
onal enactments directed against them to 
which the press and the statute book have so 

ften borne testimony within the last three or 
our years. 


EULOGIZING THE UNITED STATES,

INTENTION TO ANNUL THE EXISTING 


TREATIES. 


The next announcement contained in Tseng’s 
political manifesto will fall like a bombshell, not 
only on all the foreign communities in China, but 
also on the vast number of European and Ameri- 
can merchants engaged in trade with the Celes- 
tial Empire. The Anglo-French campaign of 
1863, which ended by the destruction of the 
Emperor’s Summer Palace and the occupation of 
Canton, resulted in a treaty of peace which 
contained several paragraphs of a most humili- 
ating nature to China. The clauses regarded as 
chiefly objectionable are those whereby China 
is prohibited from raising her duties on foreign 
imports beyond a certain percentage, and the 
practical surender of every vestige of her 
sovereignty in the 23 Chinese ports, commonly 
known asthe foreign settlements. The latter 
figure in the treaty under the head of “ the 
extra-territorial clauses,” and originally con- 
sisted in the independence of the foreign resi- 
dents from the Chinese authorities. The 
arrogant insolence of the settlers, and 
the abuses perpetrated by several gen- 
erations of Consuls, have entirely changed 
the nature of these privileges. Not only 
the foreigners but also the Chinese residents of 
the settlements are at present withdrawn from 
all subjection to the native authorities or tri- 
bunals. No Chinese warrant or writ is allowed 
to run in the settlements against any of the 
native residents, who are likewise emancipated 
from national taxation. So thoroughly oblivious 
have the foreign settlers become of the fact that 
their settlement is in reality Chinese territory and 
that they themselves are only withdrawn from 
the action of Chinese law by special treaty that 
when the late Viceroy of the province in which 
Shanghaiis situated was about to land at that 
port the local English newspaper proposed that 
the Chinese officials and their suites should not 
be allowed to pass through the foreign settle- 
ment, and that if they did they should be arrest- 
ed by the foreign police ! 

Tseng has not studied European history in 
vain, and seems to have been exceedingly struck 
by the summary manner in which Russia can- 
celed in 1871 the humiliating conditions of the 
Black Sea treaty imposed upon her after the 
Crimean war in 1856... He distinctly states that 
China within the next three — will show her 
appreciation of European diplomacy by follow- 
ing Russia’s example and forcibly os an 
end to a treaty containing clauses of so galling 
a nature, 

“Any soreness,” says the Oriental statesman, 
* which China may have experienced on account 
of events in 1860 has beon healed over and for- 
gotten long ago, butit is otherwise with the 
treaties which were then imposed upon her. 
She had then to agree to conditions and to give 
up vesttges of sovereignty which no independ- 
ent nation can continue to agree to and lie out 
of without an attempt to change the one ana 
regover the other, The humiliating conditions 
imposed on Russia with regard to the Black Sea 
in 1856 had to be canceled by the treaty of Lon- 
don in 1871. In the alienation of sovereign 
dominion over that part of her territory com- 
prised in the foreign settlements at the treaty 
ports, as well as in some other respects, China 
feels that the treaties impose upon her a condi- 
tion of things which, in order to avoid the evils 
they have ied to in other countries, will oblige 
her to denounce these treaties onthe expiring 
of the present decennial syns China is not 
ignorant of the difficulties in which this action 
may involve her, but she is resolved to face 
them rather than to incur the certainty of 
some day having to encounter greater ones; 
evils similar to those which have led to the land 
of the Fellah concerning nobody so little as the 
Khedive,” 


PROCLAMATION DECLARING 


TO BE LEGAL. 


Before conolnding this article it may be of in- 
terest to a country which is so largely interested 
in the missionary question as America to know 
that during the past few weeks the Chinese Gov- 
ernment have been issuing throughout the vast 
empire prociamations calling upon the natives 
‘to live at peace with Christian missionaries 
and converts,” andexplaining that ‘* the Chris- 
tian religion teaches men to do right, and shoulda 
therefore be respected.” The proclamations are 
especially devised with the object of Shores 
popular delusions respecting the Gipocts ant 
teachings of the missionaries. Notwithstanding 
the popular opinion in America and in Europe on 
the ea age the Chinese are the most tolerant 
people in the world as far as religion is con- 
cerned—tar more 80,in fact, than many Euro- 
pean nations. Persons professing no less than 
five different forms of faith—namely, the Tao- 
ists, the Buddhists, the Confucianists, the Mo- 
hammedans, and the Jews—have for centuries 
past worked and lived in peace with one anoth- 
er, and no man's promotion has ever been hast- 
ened or retarded because he belonged to this or 
that religion. A few years ago one of the most 
-monguoma ty in the Chinese Government serv- 
ice was tilled by a Mohammedan. 

The proclamation just issued after the ordi- 
nary preamble runs as follows: ‘* Know, there- 
fore, all men, of whatsoever sort or condition, 
that the sole object of establishing chapels is to 
exhort men to do right. Those who embrace 
Christianity do not cease to be Chinese, and both 
sides, therefore, should continue to live at peace 
and not let mutual jealousies be the cause of 
strife between them. The sole aim of the mis- 
sionaries is the inculcation of the practice of 
virtue, and there is no design whatsoever of in- 
terfering with the business of the people, Such 
of the subjects of China as may wish to become 
converts to Christianity may lawfully do so, and 
as long as they abstain from evil doing thereis no 
law prescribing inquisition into or prohibition of 
their action. When missionaries live in the midst 
of your villages you and they are mutually in the 
relationship of host and guest. It is your duty 
to act toward them with courtesy and forbear- 
ance.” 

This proclamation, which has been issued 
throughout every one of the 18 provinces of the 
immense Chinese Empire, bears the date of the 
27th of October last. 

The sentence in the above proclamation stat- 
ing that native converts to Christianity do not 
thereby cease to be Chinese subjects draws our 
attention to one of the principal reasons which 
have hitherto rendered Christianity unpopular, 
and to which alone must be attributed the out- 
break against the converts in the southern prov- 
inces of China in August and September last. The 
French Government has for the past thirty or 
forty years assumed a kind of protectorate of 
the interests of the Roman Catholic Church 
throughout the East. Every Catholic mission- 
ary, no matter of what nationality, became sub- 
ject to and dependent on the local diplomatic or 
consular representatives of the French Govern- 
ment, The latter having absolutely no com- 
mercial interests in these. Oriental countries 
made use of those of the church instead 
to make their importance felt. The missionary 
question became a mere political instrument 
in their hands, and the claim of the French Gov- 
ernment that every native convert to the Catho- 
lic Church became ipso facto a French protégé 
and subject, and as such exempt from taxation 
and independent of the native authorities suf- 
ficed to exasperate the Chinese to the last de- 
gree. The people ended by regarding every Ro- 
man Catholic missionary as a political emissary 
of the French Government, and during the re- 
cent quarrel- between China and France the 
Pekin authorities had the greatest trouble in 
preventing the massacre of the Catholic mis- 
sions. China has, however, now definitely re- 
pudiated this preposterous claim of the French 
Government, and moreover at the Emperor of 
China’s request a Papal nuncio has now taken 
up his residence at Pekin, where he acts as the 
(de facto if not yet de jure) diplomatic represent- 
ative of the interests of the Catholic Church, 
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ABBOT TILLOISE'S SUCCESSOR, 

LATROBE, Penn., Feb, 17.—The Rev. Dr. 
Hilary Pfraengle, who was elected as the suc- 
cessor of the late Abbot Tilloise, of St. Mary’s 
Benedictine Monastery in Newark, N. J., and 
whose election to that office was confirmed by 
papal decree received by Archabbot Wimmer, 
of St. Vincent’s Academy, on the 4th inst., was 
enthroned as Abbot of St. Vincent’s to-day in 
presence of a notable gathering of the clergy and 
laity. The church was handsomely decorated 
for the occasion, and the gathering of ecclesi- 
astics belonging both to the religious orders and 
to the secular clergy was one of the most 
numerous and distinguished that circumstances 
have ever called together at this place. The 
new Abbot will leave shortly for St. Mary’s, 
Newark, where his induction into his new charge 
and formal installation will take place. At this 
ceremony, which is expected to be one of unusual 
solemnity and impressiveness, Bishop Wigger, 
of New-Jersey, will preside, and all the local 
Benedictines and many ecclesiastics of note from 
that State, New-York, and other parts of the 
country, will participate. Father Dominick, 
formerly of East Orange, is mentioned as the 


probable successor of the newly enthroned 
Abbot at St. Vincent’s College,

CHRISTIANITY 
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IN AND ABOUT THE CITY 


RELICS FROM EGYPT. 
NUMEROUS ADDITIONS TO THE METRO- 
POLITAN MUSEUM'S COLLECTION. 

Gen. Louis P. di-Cesnola, the Director of 
the Metropolitan Museum of Art, is very busily 
engaged in preparing exhibits to be placed 
in the addition to the museum, which is to be 
ready for occupancy on Nov. 1 next. The pres- 
ent building contains 43,000 square feet and 
the new one 54,000, Notan inch of this space 
will be unused. The foundations have already 


been built, and joining, as it will, the southern 
end of the old building, its architectural style 
will be the same, except that the southern facade, 
where will be the grand entrance of the entire 
museum, will be Romanesque instead of Gothic, 
the style of the principal facade of the present 
building. The city appropr ated $350,000 to 
pay for the new building. That will be spent in 
construction, and it will take $100,000 to fur- 
nish it and set the exhibition in order. This 
money will, with their usual liberality, be sub- 
scribed by some of the Trustees. 

At the annual meeting of the Trustees last 
Monday the affording of more facilities for the 
administration of the art schools came up, and it 
was agreed that they, needed an endowment 
fund of $100,000. Mr. Henry G. Marquand im- 
mediately supscribed $30,000, and the rest will 
soon be given. After the te of the new 
building the art schools will have accommoda- 
tions therein, instead of being situated more than 
two miles away from the Museum as now. 

The most conspicuous and among the most in- 
teresting of the curiosities which will be put on 
exhibition for the first time in the new buildin 
are Egyptian. The collection comprises (1) 2 
fine sarcophagi, with their mummies, eer rs | 
with the eighteenth royal dynasty, about 15 
B. C., and extending down to the Byzantine 
epoch, A. D. 300; (2) wooden sculptures, 
caskets, and statuettes; (3) bronzes of every 
Egyptian epoch; (4) objects of enameled earth- 
enware; (5) mortuary slabs, with bas-relief in- 
pep Aerio (6) terra cotta vases and canopies; 
7) one utensils and furniture; (8) Egyptian 
cloths. 

The money which pays for this Egyptian col- 
lection—$10,000—was obtained by selling to Le- 
land Stanford, of California, about one-third of 
the duplicates among the Cypriote treasures, 
which the Art Museum bought of Gen. Cesnola. 

When this Cypriote collection which Gen. Ces- 
nola had sold to the Metropolitan Museum of 
Art was brought into this country it was ad- 
mitted free of duty under those clauses of the 
free list which said that the importation of the fol- 
lowing articles should be free of duty: “Statuary, 
casts of marble, bronze, alabaster, or plaster of 
Paris, paintings, drawings, and etchings, gems, 
works of art, specimens of mineralogy 
when intended for educational, scientific, or 
literary purposes, and not intended for sale.” 
It would seem that the sale of these duplicates 
might get the Trustees of the Museum into 
trouble and possibly compel the payment of 
duties on the entire collection or their forfeiture. 
The plea tinder which they make the sale is that, 
the money being applied to the purchase of the 
Egyptian curiosities, there is no real sale, but 
simply an exchange of one collection for an- 
other. Whether this plea will hold water re- 
mains to be seen. 

In tne Spring of 1886 Gen. Cesnola wrote to 
Prof. Maspero, the Director-General of the great 
Boulaq Museum of Egyptian Antiquities at 
Cairo, and told him that he wished to obtain for 
the Metropolitan Museum of Art an Egyptian 
collection second to none. Prof, Maspero went 
immediately to work exploring, and had wonder- 
ful luck as to “finds.” One of them was in 
the Necropolis of Thebes, where he opened 
a tomb, theretofore untouched, and found a 
royal sarcophagus, containing the mummy of 
Rameses V., a King of the twentieth dy- 
nasty, about 13850 B. C. This, with sev- 
eral other well preserved royal mummies, 
is now in the basement of the Museum 
building, where Gen, Cesnola is baving them 
hermetically closed in large plate glass cases, 
which show off their regal “‘ points” to advantage. 
Prof, Maspero resigned last July and his pupil 
and assistant, Eugéne Grébaut, took his place at 
the head of the Boulag Musée. He continued the 
gathering of the collection for Gen. Cesnola. 

Besides his arrangement and preparation of 
the Egyptian collection Gen. Cesnola is putting 
upon pedestals the casts of Greek and Roman 
statuary, more than 200in number, which were 
given by Mr. Henry G. Marquand. They will be 
exhibited in the now building, and include the 
Venus de Medici, the Apollo Belvedere, the 
Laocoon, the Dying Gladiator. and all the great 
masterpieces of antiquity. He is about to get 
the Willard architectural casts in order. 
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RETURNING TO WORK. 
THE PRICES OF COAL ABOUT THE ONLY 
REMINDER OF THE STRIKE. 

The longshoremen are returning to work 
wherever they can find it. A member of the 
Executive Board of Assembly No, 49 called 
yesterday at several steamship companies’ offices 
and asked that the old hands be taken back. He 


says the companies told him that the green 
hands would gradually be discharged and their 
places filled by old men. A committee from the 
strikers of the Old Dominion Line called on 
Superintendent Bourne and asked to have the 
old hands reinstated. Mr. Bourne replied that 
he should require a guarantee against future 
strikes, and suggested that they should agree to 
forfeit a week's wages. This the men refused to 
do, and the committee withdrew, 

Wherever any strikers have been taken back 
they have not asked for the discharge of the new 
men, but went to work, hoping that other vacan- 
cies might soon occur which union men would be 
invited to fill. 

It is rumored that the longshoremen have de- 
termined to withdraw from Assembly No. 49,and 
that they will discuss the subject at their meet- 
ings on Sunday. The engineers and boatmen, it 
is said, willalso take similar action. The long- 
shoremen intend to organize their unions into 
pas body to have general control of the mem- 

ers. 

Retail prices of coal vary $1 25 per ton, 
though wholesale prices are now the same as 
they were on Jan. 1 and as they remained dur- 
ing the strike. No difficulty is experienced now 
in loading or unloading coal, though freights run 
from 25 to 50 cents per ton. Retail prices are 
not likely to drop for several days as the yards 
were pranioay empty not many days ago, and 
it will take some time to fill them, as well as to 
supply the orders that are coming in from all 
sides. 

Some retailers are selling egg and broken coal 
for $5 75 per ton, but they are selling it to cart 
owners who enter the yards and do their own 
loading. Isolated dealers ask $7 per ton for 
stove coal, but in neighborhoods where there 
are several yards coal can be bought as low as 
$6 per ton, delivered. The wholesale price of 
white ash coal, free on board, for stove or range, 
is $4 15 per ton; for nut, $4; for broken or fur- 
nace, 5, and for egg, $3 80.

after leaving the training school and taking up 
their regular duties as seamen on board these 
moderu vessels, will have to begin all over again. 
What they have learned on the obsolete school 
ships will really bea ally be. pref to them, be- 


cause they will naturally be prejudiced against 
asystem different from that t 
taught. 

“The trouble with the Atlanta is that we 
have no men in the service capable of looking 
after a high-power engine. If the younger sea- 
men had been taught while being trained all that 
there isto know abouta modern war ship the 
Atlanta’s trials would not have been such sad 
failures. The vessels I want for the training 
service could be used for fighting purposes 
if necessity demanded it. They would be 
heavily armored from the water line up, 
and have protective decks. The reason [ 
want composite ships is that wooden bot- 
toms will not foul quickly, and there would 
therefore seldom be any necessity for docking 
the vessels and thereby losing time. I intend to 
again recommend the construction of these ves- 
sels in my next annual report, and will use every 
honorable means to secure an appropriation for 
building them during the next session of Con- 
gress. In the meantime I will try to secure one 
of the vessels now in the service to which I will 
transfer the boys. If the Roach cruisers were 
completed I would not hesitate to ask for one of 
them to be used in giving the boys the higher 
grade of training which it is 80 necessary that 
they should have.”

THE SINALOA OOLONY. 


WATER REPORTED SCARCE AND MONEY 
STILL SCARCER. 

PorRTLAND, Me., Feb. 17.—A letter has 
been received in this city from Mr. M. H. Chase, 
one of the Portland party of Sinaloa colonists. 
It was written on Jan. 9, and was addressed to 
Mr. Chase’s brother. Mr. Chase says that when 
the party reached Guaymas on their outward 
journey the steamer promised by the Credit 
Foncier Company was not there, and the colo- 
nists, after purchasing three months’ provisions, 
chartered a French ship at a cost of $9 a person 
to carry them to their destination. The colony 
at Sinaloa is situated on a low ridge of hills, and 


there are lots of rocks and cactus trees scattered 
about and but little else. Mr. Chase goes on to 
Bay: 

“Water is our greatest bugbear. We get 
plenty to drink and cook with, but are not 
allowed to wash with it. We usesalt water alto- 
gether for that purpose. The water we have is 
good and cool—not very far behind the Sebago. 
We get it from anisland seven miles away. It 
is said that in the rainy season the high tices flow 
into it and make it brackish. That is why we 
shall have to go to the river to locate. The com- 
pany have some property tnere. The 
weather in the middle of the day is like 
June, At night it is like November. There 
are very heavy dews, which wet the tents 
like rain, I think the situation is hardly what it 
is represented. It will take years and years to 
build a city here. We cannot get water from the 
river, asitistoofaraway. They have a road 
cut, and itis 50 miles by that road. The only 
thing to be done is to locate on the river and try 
and support ourselves until the company can 

et things to enable us to build on the city site. 

‘here are no tools or anything here now. I shall 
not be able to write as often as I expected. 
Stamps are scarce and money a sight scarcer. 
We chipped in all we had at Guaymas to buy 
provisions, and it is a pretty scarce article in 
this camp at present,”

A PRAIRIE SNOW YAOQOHT, 

POUGHKEEPSIE, Feb. 17.—The ice yachts- 
men are much interested in a photograph which 
has been sent here by Dr. H. M. Wheeler, of 
Grand Forks, Dakota, showing his prairie snow 
yacht, a novel craft that sails along over the 
snow on the prairie at the rate of from 13 to 16 
miles an hour, and even faster when there is a 
good hard crust on thesnow. The yacht is 32 
feet in length; width abeam, 14 feet; mast, 20 


feet; main boom, 22 feet; gaff, 12 feet; jibboom, 
1149 feet; frame, 2 by 8, set vertically; runner 
plank double, 2 by 12, tapering from centre to 
8 inches at each side, the two planks being set 6 
inches apart, the mast standing between them. 
The runners are strong toboggans, the front ones 
being 1 foot wide, made of 73 ash, 9 feet on the 
run and turned up 18 inches in front, and are 
hung to the runner plank with hinge joints and 
are stayed by malleable iron braces from 
runner plank to inner and front part of 
runner. The front runners contain four 3- 
inch strips of ash, and have a central shoe 
2 feet long projecting 14% inches to prevent 
* drifting.” he body of the boat is raised 
above the runners 1 foot. The rear runner 
resembles the front ones, except that it con- 
tains only two strips, and is therefore 6 
inches wide, The framework is 3 feet across 
the stern, and the tilleris attached directly to 
the rear runner, as everything attached to the 
rudder post breaks. Dr. Wheeler says in his 
letter: ‘Our country isa vast tableland, and with 
the exceptions of ravines and watercourses is 
apparently as level as the floor. We have no 
fences except small inclosures for stock; hence 
we have plenty of ‘searoom.’ My mast is as 
high as will go under telegraph wires, and even 
now sometimes encounters them, on which ac- 
count [ have rigged an iron fender shaped like 
an old-fashioned figure 4, with a line running 
from front angle to bowsprit. When the front 
face of this 4strikes a telegraph wire the wire 
bounds up and over it, and the yacht passes 
along. I have never seen anice yacht, but can 
conceive they are much more pleasurable; still a 
part of a pie is better than none,” 
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THE PENNSYLVANIA LEGISLATURE. 

HARRISBURG, Penn., Feb. 17.—In the Sen- 
ate to-day Messrs. Hartan, Willing, and Ross 
were appointed a committee to investigate the 
geological survey, and Messrs, McFarlane, De- 
laney, and Bets a committee on the Revenue 
bill offered by Senator McFarlane. A resolution 
providing for final adjournment on Friday, 
April 15, was referred to the Committee on 
Finance. A resolution was passed thanking the 
United States Senate for passing the bill reim- 


bursing States which paid the direct tax in 
1861, and asking our Representatives in Con- 
gress to urge its passage. Under the bill Penn- 
sy'vania will get $1,600,000, A number of bills 
were passed finally. The Governor appointed 
Joseph G. Patterson to be Health Officer of Phil- 
adelphia and Charles Lawrence to be Harbor 
Master of the same city. Both appointments 
were at once confirmed. He also appointed J. 
K. Lee, of Philadelphia; George W. Starr, of 
Erie, and Henry M. Boies, of Lackawanna, to be 
members of the State Board of Health. 

In the House bills were read in place, among 
others, to authorize any veteran soldier or sailor 
to bring suit against counties to recover moneys 
due him for enlistment and to amend the penal 
laws of the State. The bill provides that per- 
sons under sentence of death for murder may 
suffer death by hanging or electricity. A con- 
current resolution was passed urging Pennsyl- 
vania Senators and Congressmen to vote for and 
urge the passage of the Ingalis bill repealing the 
limitation clause in the Arrears act of 1879, so 
that allowance of pensions to soldiers or sailors 
may be rated equably from the date of disability 
or discharge. A bill to revise the revenue laws 
was reported, It imposes a tax of 3 mills on 
personal property, except household furniture, 
pleasure carriages, and watches, abolishes the 
tax on manufactures, save liquor or gas, and 
provides that half the tax on personal property 
shall be paid into the county Treasuries.

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Commodore SCHLEY’s reasons for urging 
the building of modern ships of war to be 
nsed in the training service of the navy 
bave some weight, but their force has evi- 
dently been wasted upon the Naval Com- 
mittee of te House, which has reported 
against the appropriation asked for this 
purpose. If we are to have a new navy 
that shall command the respect of nations, 
the training service is certainly of 
prime importance, and to teach the 
boys of the schoolships the antiquated 
system of handling an old man-of-war 
is scarcely the way to prepare them for good 
service on a modern vessel. The only good 
result of such a training would seem to be 
the discipline which it inculcates, since the 
boys when they are transferred to 2 modern 
war vessel will have to unlearn many things 
which they have learned and be taught a 
new system altogether. 
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The Eads Tehuantepec Ship Railway bill 
ariginally provided that the United States 
should guarantee the interest on a part of 
the share capital. Some weeks ago Mr. Eaps 
came to the conclusion that he must be sat- 

_ isfied with an act of incorporation unac- 
eompanied by a guarantee. The substitute 
passed by the Senate yesterday by a vote 
of 46 to 7 does not bind the United States 
to insure those who invest in the Eads 

+ gcheme. Mr. SHERMAN, who favored the 
pill, kindly explained that a charter from 
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Congress was desired because its value was 
“enormous.” Having disposed of Mr. 
EaDs the Senate then decided that it would 
take up to-day the reported bill incorporat- 
ing the Maritime Canal Company. of Nica- 
ragua. Not long ago the Senate passed in 
secret session a fresolution requesting 
the President to negotiate with Nica- 
ragua a convention looking to the con- 
struction of a canal in that country by 
our Government. If the Senate has become 
convinced that we should build or control 
some system of interoceanic transportation, 
would it not be better to select one project 
and support it heartily to the exclusion of 
all others? Is it not unwise to support at 
the same time two or three independent 
schemes, and to place in the foreground 
that one which is least attractive in the 
eyes of practical men ? 


The more the action of the Assembly in 
saddling the bill to incorporate the Tilden 
Trust with a condition is considered the 
more shameful it appears. Whatever the 
legal effect might ultimately prove to be, 
there is no doubt that the amendment was 
put upon the bill at the instigation of 
the Tilden heirs and _ the 
holders of their “paper,” and that it 
done for the purpose serving 
their interests as against the public, which 
is the beneficiary of the trust. A more 
unseemly and disgraceful thing than the 
subserviency of the Legislature to a scheme 
to defeat, to delay, or in any way to em- 
barrass or interfere with the munificent 
purpose of the testator could hardly be 
imagined. Itisto be hoped for the sake of 
public decency and the reputation of the 
Legislature that the Senate will strike out 
the amendment and that members of the As- 
sembly will acknowledge that they were led 
into error and retrace their steps. 
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The Legislature of Nevada has passed, 
with only three opposing votes, a resolution 
proposinga constitutional amendment whose 
adoption will disfranchise all members of 
the Mormon Church in that State. This 
amendment provides that no one shall be 
allowed to vote who will not swear that 
he is not a member of that church. 
Such a test-oath law is in force 
Idaho. A similar law was enacted in 
Arizona two years ago, and in response to 
the recommendation of the Governor was 
repealed last month. The action of the 
Nevada Legislature is not to be commended. 
No man should be disfranchised forthe sole 
reason that he belongs to acertain church or 
because he holds certain opinions. But if 
those opinions lead him to violate the law 
by practicing polygamy he should be prose- 
cuted with all the vigor which the laws 
allow. 
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If the report be true that the Socialist 
workingmen in Germany are opposing the 
Liberal candidates it may turn out that 
BISMARCK’S course in the Reichstag was 
very good “politics.” All the same it was 
very dangerous politics, since it necessarily 
endangered the peace of Europe by open- 
ing a powder magazine that any casual 
spark may explode. The grant of the 
septennate, from BISMARCK’s point of 
view, is worth running a considerable 
risk to acquire, since it virtually absolves 
the military authorities of Germany from 
rendering to the Legislature any account of 
their proceedings for seven years. The ac- 
ceptance of this project at the polls will set 
back the political development of Germany 
for many years, but an appeal to the patri- 
otic sentiments of the nation, even if it be 
not a very logical appeal, is apt to be very 
effective. 





ANOTHER DEFENSE BILL. 

The Senate yesterday passed, as we pre- 
dicted, the Hale Naval bill. It is comple- 
mentary to that of Mr. CAMERON for 
cruisers. It appropriates $10,000,000 for 
the construction of heavy-armored vessels, 
floating batteries, or rams; $1,200,000 for 
light-draught gunboats for inland waters 
and canals, smaller amounts for torpedoes 
and torpedo boats, and $3,000,000 for 
the armament of the floating batteries, 
This makes in all some $50,000,000 now 
appropriated by the Senate for war- 
like preparations. It is not argued, 
in justification of such expenditures, 
that we are in any immediate dan- 
ger of war. It is very well known that 
we are not. The only cloud on the horizon 
is the fishery dispute with the Dominion of 
Canada, and that is not so much of a cloud 
asafog. It has hung along the northern 
border for some two generations, varying 
from time to time in density, but there has 
not been a time in the memory of men now 
in the Senate of the United States when 
there was any serious danger of our fighting 
on that question. There is less danger now 
than ever, and when lately in the Senate 
some of the members indulged in bellicose 
talk about it they excited only a faint 
smile of amusement on the other side of the 
ocean. : 

The Senate, therefore, in suddenly mak- 
ing proposals to the House to spend 
$50,000,000 in preparation for war, must 
be acting on the general assumption that 
we cannot always avoid war, and that we 
ought to be prepared forit. But if that is 
the real basis of the Senate’s action, why 
has it been deferred until the last month of 
the last session of this Congress? And why 
has no attention been paid to the adjust- 
ment of the general policy of the Govern- 
ment to this extraordinary preparation for 
war? Wedo not now propose to contest 
the assumption. We content ourselves with 
pointing ont that, so far as any discussion 
in the Senate bas disclosed, itis a pure as- 
sumption. There has been no adequate 
argument to show that we are any 
more likely to have a foreign war 
on our hands within the next ten years than 
we have been for the past forty years, when 
the last one occurred. On the contrary, it 
is not disputed that during the struggle 
with the rebellion and the disputes with 
England arising from it we were many 
times more exposed than we now are or are 
likely to be fora generation tocome. But 
granting that there is a possible danger of 
which the Senate is sufticiently convinced 
to make it a duty to provide against it, 
what explanation can be given of the long 
delay and the final hurry of the Senate in 
the matier? If this policy was to be adopted 
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at all it should have been broughtforward at 
a. time when there was a fair chance for its 
adoption, and everything necessary should 
have been done to make the policy effective 
and sufficient. 

As it is, the Senate has really no expecta- 
tion that its bills will pass the House, and 
it has no right to ask that they should. The 
House cannot, with proper respect for its 
own reputation, take such measures practi- 
cally on the recommendation alone of the 
Senate without time to examine or consider 
them. If there had been any prospect 
that the House would do this, we shall not 
say that the bills would not have been 
passed by the Senate, but the responsibility 
of the Senate for them would be even 
greater than itnowis. The general belief 
is—and it isjustified by the circumstances 
surrounding the action of the Senate— 
that this sudden and sweeping change of 
policy in regard to war preparations 
has, in the minds of the majority of .the 
Senate, two motives. In the first place 
it was imagined that if these heavy ex- 
penditures were ordered they would ex- 
haust the surplus and there would be little 
chance to cut down the protective taxes in 
which the Republican Party has so direct a 
political and pecuniary interest. In the 
second place it was reasoned that if the 


‘expenditures were not ordered, the people 


could be persuaded that the Republican 
Senate had tried to protect the country 
from grave danger and had been prevented 
by the perversity of the Democrats. We 
do not regard this attitude on. the part 
of the Republicans as either shrewd or 
patriotic. It was not shrewd, because the 
bills are not likely to-pass, and the surplus 
will not be reduced; it was not patriotic, 
for hypocrisy in such amatter cannot be 
patriotic. 





THE LIFE INSURANCE TAX. 

Although Controller CHAPIN’s sugges- 
tions in regard to a tax on life insurance 
companies, in a special report submitted 
to the Legislature yesterday, have refer- 
ence only to collections under an existing 
law, he takes occasion to justify the policy 
of taxing these corpotations. They already 
pay taxes on such real estate as they hold, 
and this is only a question of taxing their 
corporate franchises or business in consider- 
ation of which their personal property and 
shares of stock are exempt from assessment. 
The existing law was one of the products of 
the Advisory Commission of 1879 and was 
passed in 1880, but has never been enforced. 
It laysa tax of 1 per cent. on the gross 
amount of premiums, interest, and other 
income, exclusive of rent, received during 
each calendar year “from persons residing 
in this State, or investments represented by 
or based upon property situated in this 
State,” the tax to be paid to the Treasurer 
of the State on or before the 1st of February 
following the close of the year. 

Most of the companies made their returns 
for 1880 under protest, and refused to pay 
the tax, on the ground that the law was un- 
constitutional in not stating the object to 
which the tax was to be applied. This de- 
fect, if it was one, could easily have been 
remedied by the Legislature, but it has nev- 
er taken any action for the purpose. Con- 
troiler WADSWORTH concluded that the law 
was not valid as it stood, and took no steps 
to enforce the payment of the tax, and his 
course has been followed by his succes- 
sors up to this time. But the Court 
of Appeals, in passing upon the act im- 
posing a tax upon collateral inheritances, 
to which the same objection was made, has 
decided the question involved in favor of 
the State. It has held that the constitu- 
tional requirement that every tax law 
“shail distinctly state the tax and the ob- 
ject to which it is to be applied” was “ in- 
tended to apply to the annually recurring 
taxes known at the time and imposed gen- 
erally upon the entire property of the State,” 
and that it had no reference to “‘ special 
taxes, which may be collected in a variety 
of ways under general laws, such as auction 
duties, excise duties, taxes on business or 
particular trades, avocations, or special 
classes of property.” ’ 

This decision clearly applies to the life 
insurance tax and leaves no doubt of its 
validity. But for seven years the taxes 
have not been paid, and the arrears for the 
twelve corporations in the State which are 
subject to the law amount toabout a million 
dollars. Controller CHAPIN thinks the ex- 
action of the full amount now would bea 
hardship, imposing so seriousa burden upon 
the companies as ‘to derange their proper 
and beneficent operation under their char- 
ters.” He therefore proposes a compro- 
mise somewhat like that which he 
suggested in regard to the collection 
of the general corporation tax when 
the law in regard to it was changed 
in 1885 so as to limit its application 
to the capital employed in this State. 
The case is more favorable for the life in- 
surance companies, because in the other in- 
stance efforts had been made to collect the 
tax, and it had been collected from some of 
the corporations, while those in arrears had 
contested the collection in the courts and 
been beaten. Mr. CHAPIN’sS proposition, 
embodied in a bill, is that the tax be re- 
mitted for the years prior to 1884 on condi- 
tion that itis paid for the three years last 
past. This would reduce the arrears to 
about $500,000, and the yearly revenue 
from this source would be something like 
$200,000 hereafter. 

When the bill taxing life insurance com- 
panies on their business was originally de- 
vised and passed we stated certain objec- 
tions to it which we see no reason for with- 
drawing. [tis in effect a tax upon savings 
devoted to a provision for the support of 
those dependent upon the policy holder aft- 
er his death. In principle it is open tomuch 
the same objection as a tax upon the de- 
posits of savings banks. The question is 
somewhat affected in the popular mind by 
the fact that most of the life insurance 
companies are stock corporations, that 
many large policies are taken out rather as 
an investment than a security for families, 
‘and that the companies themselves have 
from the investment of their funds accumu- 
lated a surplus which in the aggregate is 
much larger than the reserve required by 
law for security to policy holders. These 
facts do not materially alter the case, but 
they are taken as justifying a tax for the 


benefit of the State, especially as it is ac- 
companied by an exemption of personal 
property and capital stock. At all events, 
the law exists and the tax will no doubt be 
collected in the future, and the proposed 
compromise in regard to arrears is a reason~ 
able one. 


THE CODE AND THE “ POST.” 
To the current discussion upon the Field 
Civil Code the Evening Post contributes the 
following enlightening observations: 


“THE TIMES to-day reproduces the annual 
article in defense of the Field Code with which 
we are all so familiar. The peculiarity of the 
Style makes it more easily remembered than 
such articles usually are. It is evidently the 
work of an outsider. Itcontains the usual attack 
on Mr. JAMES C. CARTER and the common law, 
showing that he isa peculiarly oblivious, fool- 
ish person when compared to the writer of 
the article, and that the ‘fetich of the common 
law is shattered,’ and that the man who did it is 
Mr. DAVID DUDLEY FIELD. The common law 
being shattered, of course we must have a code, 
and the only code in store is Mr. FIELD’s. There 
is no mention this year of the suggestion made 
last year by the same pundit that if the code, 
when adopted, does not work well it can be 
mended. But Mr. FIELD may die any day now, 
for he is an old gentleman, and if he were gone 
who would be competent to mend it?) We know 
of nobody. It is easy enough to ‘shatter a 
fetich,’ but nobody can patch up so delicate 
a piece of work as the Field Code except its 
author.” Ae 


This characteristic paragraph illustrates 
the difference between argument from the 
brains and argument from the liver. Mr. 
JAMES C. CARTER discusses the Field Code 
with a fuliness of knowledge, a power of log- 
ical statement, and an unfailing candor 
which make him at once the most feared 
and the most respected of the code’s 
opponents. The Evening Post writer does 
not discuss the code at all, but in pur- 
suance of that singular policy which leads 
the Post to devote a large part of its edito- 
rjal space and talent to comment, not upon 
events themselves, but upon what other 
newspapers have said of events, he 
gives his attention wholly to THE 
Times. He says that Tar TrmMes’s 
article is “the work of an outsider,” 
which is not true, and if it were would be 
meaningless; moreover it is a most indis- 
creet observation for the Post to make in 
speaking of the Field Code. And he inti- 
mates that THE TIMES must be incompetent 
to measure the advantages of codification 
because it holds that the Field Code is worth 
trying, although it is not an ideally and di- 
vinely perfect instrument. 

This is without value as argument, but it 
is pathologically interesting. The editor of 
the Evening Post has been seized with his 
old trouble. He suffers acutely whenever 
his infallibility is impeached, and we have 
quite unintentionally outraged his feelings 
by approving the code subsequent to his 
public announcement that it was worth- 
less. When the Evening Post’s editor is 
thus differed with his first emotion is sur- 
prise. This grows to amazement. Then 
comes displeasure, which rapidly develops 
into a state of choleric excitement, with 
marked engorgement of the biliary ducts. 
This is the stage of published rebuke, of a 
copious outflow of sarcasm, and a free 
discharge of quotation marks. Then 
the world looks bright again, and the 
patient turns to those congenial studies of 
the Neo-Platonists or of Sassenach village 
customs, whose polished results give such 
an intense contemporary human interest to 
the pages of the Evening Post. 

But why should a man in such need of 
hepatic stimulation always resort to 
printer’s ink? What is the matter with 
podophyllin? Or with blue mass? 

THE MESSENGER BOYS. 

There is nothing surprising in the an- 
nouncement that the district messengers 
have formed a trades union of their own and 
propose to affiliate themselves upon the 
Knights of Labor. They have all the qual- 
ifications for forming an active branch of 
that ‘‘Noble and Holy Order,” unless it be 
that’ they find difficulty in selecting mem- 
bers active enough to fill the positions of 
walking delegates. They are entirely un- 
skilled and, too often, they are extremely 
lazy and inattentive. These are the quali- 
ties that raise men to the eminence of Master 
Workmen. There is no reason why this 
career should not be opened to the messen- 
ger boys. 

They have begun proceedings by a strike, 
and a very characteristic and grown-up 
strike it seems to be. Their employers de- 
clare that each striking boy gives a differ- 
ent reason for the strike, and that they 
themselves do not know what it is about. 
In this it strongly resembles a strike of 
adult Knights. The official explanation of 
the Master Workboys seems to be that the 
strikers “‘cannot stand the fines,” and will 
remain “out” until the existing system of 
fining is discontinued. These fines are 
imposed for misconduct. When a mes- 
senger plays marbles during the entire 
period allotted to him forthe delivery of a 
message in Harlem, and returns with the 
statement that nobody can be found at the 
address given, the grinding monopoly fines 
the delinquent, although he may have al- 
ready suffered the penalty of his thought- 
lessness by losing all his marbles. It is evi- 
dent that a boy of any spirit at all, upon 
whom the employment of a messenger has 
been forced by destitute parents, will in- 
cur so many fines in the exercise of 
his inalienable right to liberty and 
the pursuit of happiness that at the 
end of the week or the month there will be 
“nothing coming to him.” Thereby the 
boy is not only deprived of his pocket 
money but is subjected to parental as well 
as to official discipline. It is at this inflic- 
tion.that his proud spirit rebels. The grant- 
ing of his demand that the system of fining 
be discontinued is absolutely essential to 
his comfort. When he is permitted to pur- 
sue his own happiness in business hours 
without molestation and withoutabatement 
of his wages, his lot may not be perfect, but 
it will be immeasurably more tolerable than 
that which he is now compelled to endure. 
He needs more money and shorter hours, 
the latter purely for purposes of innocent 
recreation and intellectual and moral im- 
provement. His strike ought to call public 
attention to his hardships, especially if it is 
followed up by assaults upon the “scab” 
messengers that offer to take his place, 
and by a boycott of the scab candy and 
cigarette stores that refuse to supply him 


with their wares except for cash. These 
measures would be severe, but they are 
necessary. There is no scarcity of boys, 
nor can all boys be assembled in a union 
and supported out of assessments on the 
wages which no boys earn. The supply of 
non-union boys will be ample, unless the 
union boys limit it artificially by forcibly 
preventing the unemployed boys from sup- 
planting them, and their success in doing 
this is extremely doubtful. 

Of course the boys ought to have thought 
of this before they struck. That they did 
not think of it proves the perfection with 
which they have imitated the grown-up 
strikers. The boys are even worse off than 
the grown-up strikers, inasmuch as they are 
ground under the heel of domestic tyranny 
as well as of a greedy and soulless monop- 
oly. For the most part they have not 
accepted the employment of their own 
accord, and are much better pleased to 
be “out” than in, They can play marbles 
all day without incurring reproof . or 
fines from their employers. Their support 
they provide for by ‘“ assessments” on their 
parents. In this they are more fortunate 
than the adult strikers whom otherwise 
they so strongly resemble. They will differ 
from the adult strikers also, itis to be feared, 
in failing to elicit any expression of public 
sympathy with their wrongs. No Mayors 
willintervene to secure their right to assault 
the scabs without interference by the police, 
nor to applaud the gallant stand they are 
making against the greed of capital. On 
the contrary, the opinion may prevail that 
they are alot of young scamps who ought 
to be soundly spanked. Considering their 
tender years it seems hard to hold them to a 
stricter account than men who are under 
the necessity of earning their own livings 
and of supporting families. ‘The difference, 
however, is easily explained. The messen- 
ger boys have no votes. 


THE SEA SERPENT DIV#€DED. 

Itis stated that one of the swift ocean 
steamers recently cut the sea serpent in 
half. This statement, while new, is obvi- 
ously untrue in respect of time. The sea 
serpent was not cut up recently, but a long 
timo ago. It is equally plain that he must 
have been cut into many parts of unequal 
size. This hypothesis at once accounts for 
many of the supposed vagaries of the subtle 
and wayward serpent, and also repairs the 
injured reputations of many gentlemen who 
have not been regarded as wholly trust- 
worthy since they proclaimed their obser- 
vations of the sea serpent. 

It is a well known fact thatif a snake be 
cut into several pieces each section retains 
its animation for a long time, the vitality of 
the crawling creature being remarkable. It 
is also a well known fact that there is a va- 
riety of snake which possesses the valuable 
faculty of distributing sufficient vitality 
through its sections when cut up to enable 
each of them thenceforward to'go about its 
business as a separate and practicable 
snake, lacking perhaps the venomous at- 
tachment of a head, but being a good enough 
working snake for ordinary crawling and 
wriggling. 

The probability is that the sea serpent is 
closely allied to this kind of snake. Hav- 
ing by frequent marine disasters, brought 
on by the reckless haste of ocean grey- 
hounds, been cut into numerous pieces, each 
part is now a separate sea serpent. The sea 
serpent being a cosmopolitan, and there be- 
ing no international copyright law, it is 
obvious that whatever portion of him may 
be regarded as the original cannot obtain 
protection against public appearances and 
appropriation of the gate money by these 
subordinate serpents. 

Moreover, this hypothesis explains how it 
happens that the sea serpent sometimes ap- 
pears on the banks of Newfoundland oneday 
and in the Indian Ocean the next morning. 
It also explains the remarkable variations 
in size reported by different observers, and 
if any gentleman chances to see two ser- 
pents at once, this hypothesis at once frees 
him from all suspicion of having prepared 
himself for the phenomenon by close appli- 
cation to the study of applejack, 

A good hypothesis is one which fully ac- 
counts for all possible phases of a phenome- 
non. This being the case, it does not seem 
that there is any failure in the theory here 
presented. Sea serpent experts should at 
once adopt it, as it will help them ont of 
many unpleasant predicaments and enable 
them to dwell together in brotherly har- 
mony.

IN MEMORY OF JOHN HARRIS.

THE FIRST WHITE SETTLER IN DAUPHIN 
COUNTY, PENN. 

HARRISBURG, Penn., Feb. 17.—According 
to tradition the remains of John Harris, the first 
white settler in this part of Pennsylvania, have 
lain for 140 years on the banks of the Susque- 
hanna River at a spot immediately opposite 
Simon Cameron’s residence on Front-street, this 
city. A stump, now crumbling into decay, 
marks the spot. It is inclosed by a highiron 
fence, and a tall poplar tree stands in each cor- 


ner of the inclosure. Although this old stump 
has been a sacred landmark ever since this place 
was settled, it was never marked by anything to 
teil the visitor why it is so securely guarded until 
to-day, when the Rev. William Augustus Harris, 
ot Washington, D. C., raised a fine commemora- 
tive tablet over the spot. John Harris came from 
Yorkshire, England, early in the past century, 
and in 1726 found his way into the Susquehanna 
Valley. He settled near the present site of Har- 
risburg, and traded extensively with the Indians 
in furs. One day he was taken prisoner by a 
party of hostile Indians. They tied him toa big 
mulberry tree, which was a conspicuous object 
along the river, and prepared to burn him alive. 
A faithful negro slave succeeded iu crossing 
the river and summoned friendly Indians on 
that side. They came to the aid of 
the fur dealer, and attacked and drove 
off the hostile Indians just as they 
had lighted his pyre. Harris then instructed his 
family to bury him under the mulberry tree 
when hedied. He died in 1748 and his remains 
were interred at the foot of the tree, all that is 
left of which is the present decaying stump. 
Jonn Harris, the founder of Harrisburg, was the 
old trader’s sou. The tablet erected by the Rev. 
Mr. Harris bears the follewing inscription: 

“John Harris, of Yorkshire, England, a friend of 
William Penn's, and father of the founder of Harris- 
burg. Died Dec. 2, 174¢, in the communion of the 
Church of Engiand.” 

The Rev. Mr. Harris is a great-great-grandson 
of the origina! Jonn Harris.

MR. CARTE SAYS, BY CABLE, THAT THY 
NEW PIECE IS SUCCESSFUL, 
To the Editor of the New-York Times: 

My New-York opera company is now on 
the Etruria, due to arrive on Saturday or Sunday 
next, and will perform the new opera “ Ruddt- 
gore” before an American audience next week. 
I see that many of the New-York journals stated 
that the piece was not a success here. This may 
be due to the fact thaton the first night, Just 
before the end, there were a few isolated hisses. 
Some person did not like the reappearance of 
the ghosts and others objected to the words 
“Supreme Court” in the dialogue, which were 
wrongly understood to refer to the Supreme 
Being. In deference to these opinions these two 
features were at once removed, But on the first 
night the applause and ‘“calis” after the curtain 
fell were enthusiastic and unanimous, and since 
then there has been no dissentient voice. The 
only means I have of deciding whether a pro- 
duction is a success or not is the infallible 
test of the receipts, which are the practical ex- 
pression of public opinion. I do not wish to bias 
the verdict of the New-York public, but I desire 
that they shallcome to see the piece free from 
any incorrect impression to its disadvantage. I 
therefore ask to be allowed to state the follow- 
ing simple facts: The receipts for the first two 
weeks of “ Ruddigore” were £127in excess of 
those for the corresponding period in the 
run of “The Mikado,” and during the 
first week of “ Ruddigore” no less a sum than 
£3,377 was taken at the box office for advance 
booking, as against £1,209 in the corresponding 
period of “The Mikado” run. Since then, 
despite the great drawback of Mr. George Gros- 
smith’s continual absence, the takings have run 
level. The theatre is crammed nightly. There 
are usually fourteen encores, and the artists are 
always called before the curtain. The figures 
speak for themselves.

CuicaGco, Feb. 17.—A story was printed 
in New-York Sunday last, to the effect that Rob- 
son and Crane would appear next season under 
a new manager, and that Mr. Joseph Brooks. 


their present manager, was about to assume 
charge of the theatrical enterprises of Col. J 
W. Norton, and would become the Director. 
of the Chicago Opera House. The story has just 
a grain of truth, but as a whole is untrue and 
absurd. The facts are as follows: Some six 
months ago, when Col. Norton realized that he 
could never recover, he made a will appointing 
Mr. Brooks, Pierre Choteau, and William Connor 
Trustees of his estate. Col. Norton is a partner 
with Mr. Choteau and Mr. Spaulding in the 
Olympic Theatre and the Grand Opera House 
in St. Louis, and with David Henderson in the 
Chicago Opera House in this city.

PUTTING THEM ON RECORD 


VOTES COAST AGAINST THE 
CITY’S INTERESTS. 
REASONS POTENT IN LEADING THE AS- 
SEMBLY TO EMBARRASS THE EXECU- 

TORS OF THE TILDEN WILL. 

Public indignation over the attempt in 
the Assembly on Tuesday to saddle with an 
amendment the princely trust left by Samuel J. 
Tilden to found in this city the greatest public 
liprary in the world was sharpened and intensi- 
fied by the narrative in yesterday’s Tues. Even 
lawyers who thought that the amendment was 
Burplusage and need not prevent the execution 
of the trust, agreed that it was designed asa 


hindrance and might operate in the direction of 
delay and litigation. 


The practical effect of any such course would 
notonly be to deprive the city of the enjoyment of 
this benefaction for a long time, but the amend- 
ment puts the city in the attitude of declining 
to accept the most generous and useful gift ever 
bestowed upon it. As commonly construed by 
lawyers and public-spirited citizens generally, 
the action of the Assembly raises an issue be- 


tween 55 members of that body and the Tildens 
on one side and this city on the other. Believing 
that the battle on this issue cannot too soon be 
fought out, there was talk yesterday of calling a 
mass meeting to give verbal and decisive ex- 
pression to public feeling on the subject, and to 
condemn the Assembly for its interference with 
the great public project designed by Mr. Tilden 
and which his Executors and Trustees are hon- 
estly endeavoring to complete. 

In this connection it should not escape notice 
that it wasin the powerof the New-York mem- 
bers of the Assembly to pass the plain, straight- 
forward, specific act of incorporation which 
came from the Executors, and which provided 
only for a disposition of the trust in strict ac- 
cordance with Mr. Tilden’s specific bequests. 
Eight Democrats and one Republican, represent- 
ing Assembly districts in this city, voted for the 
mischievous amendment. The amendment was 
carried by a vote of 55 to 43. If these nine men 
had voted against the amendment, and for the 
simple act as desired by the Executors, the act 
would have gone tothe Senate ina form to in- 
sure the speedy use ofthe trust funds for the 

urposes designed. The amendment would then 

ave been eliminated by a vote of 52 to 46. 

As the vote was to the contrary, people may 
as well know the names of the city Assembly- 
men who may fairly be held responsible for 
whatever delay, vexation, and expense may now 
be entailed. Here are the names of the follow- 
ers of the party of which Mr.Tilden was for years 
the acknowledged leader and guide, who by their 
votes have done all they could to defeat the 
greatest act of philanthropy ever proposed: 
James E. Power, Third District; William J. Mc- 
Kenna, Sixth; William P. Mulry, Thirteenth; 
Edward P. Hagan, Sixteenth; William Dalton, 
Seventeenth; John F. Kenny, Eighteenth; Will- 
jam H. Hornidge, Twentieth; John F. McIntyre, 
Twenty-second. John F. Kenny represents the 
Gramercy Park District. Only one city Repub- 
lican was associated in this enterprise, George 
H. Henry, of the Seventh District. 

On the other side, voting to give the city the 
library without any harassing conditions, were 
seven city Democrats and three Republicans, as 
follows: Democrats—Timothy D. Sullivan, Sec- 
ond District; John Martin, Ninth; George F. 
Langbein, Tenth: Leonard A. Gilegerich, 
Twelfth; George H. McAdam, Fifteenth; Eu- 
gene 8. Ives, Nineteenth; Jacob A. Cantor, 
Twenty-third. Republicans—Charles Smith 
Eighth District; Robert Ray HWamilton, Elev- 
enth; Ernest H. Crosby, Twenty-first. 

Five Democrats from this city whose votes 
would have been very acceptable, if only for the 
sake of the record, didn’t think the matter of 
enough importance to vote on it at all. They 
were as follows: Daniel E. Finn, First District; 
Jeremiah Hayes, Fourth; Michael’ Brennan, 
Fifth; Jacob Kunzenman, Fourteenth; John B. 
Shea, Twenty-fourth. 

The record will not be complete, so far as those 
whose constituencies are directly interested are 
concerned until the votes are recorded of the 
representatives from Columbia and Westchester 
Counties. The heirs are attacking the trusts for 
public libraries at New-Lebanon, the home of the 
contestants, and at Yonkers, as well as the great 
trust for this city. John C. Hogeboom is a Re- 
publican from Hudson, and represents Columbia 
County. He voted for the heirs. Samuel Con- 
over, Democrat, and J. Irving Burns, Republic- 
an, represent Westchester County, with —— 
Husted. The Speaker could not vote, but his as- 
sociates were for the act without an amendment. 

What may have been the motives of those who 
took up the fight of the relatives against the city 
ean be judged by those who know the men. 
There was a project last year, which had long 
been discussed, for a public library to be found- 
ed at public expense. Some conjecture has 
arisen that “boodle” having been scented in 
that direction, perhaps the men of one idea at 
Albany chose to take this method of resenting 
an effort to blight their cherished prospects. 
Rather more generally held is the belief that in- 
fiuences more potent than. pure apemeongag 4 
were exerted on behalf of the relatives. Bills 
for printing and such things have to be paid. It 
might be instructive, it is said, to know what op- 
portunities for ‘ liquidation” have been furnished 
at Albany by the Tilden lobby. If neither of 
these motives operated to bring about the votes 
of all who sided with the relatives, it is certain 
that influences were put forth in a local sense. 

Throughout Columbia County, as has been 
duly recorded, the Tilden nephews owed $300,- 
000. Some of the creditors were banks. Men of 
substance and prominence in that section had 
also parted with some of their hoard to the Til- 
dens in the confident anticipation of having it 
at their command with interest long accrued 
whenever Samuel J. Tilden died. These avowed 
creditors were not the only ones. No man ever 
found out how many stockholders’ there 
are in a country bank or how ramified 
are its operations and infiuences. Every- 
body who is interested, directly or oth- 
erwise, in the Kinderhook Bank, to which 
the Tildens have confessed judgment for $125, 
000, and in the affairs of the various other 
money lenders who speculated on Mr. Tilden’s 
death, became naturally interested in the pay- 
ment of these debts. A common sentiment thus 
created could not fail to reach the knowledge of 
2 local legislator, and possibly it might influence 
him. The critics of the Legislature who can 
comprehend this feeling, admit that it might 
have influenced the vote of Mr. Hogeboom, of 
Hudson, woe ro of any relations he may 
sustain toward the Kinderhook Bank or any of 
the other creditors. 

The feeling of the Executors in regard to the 
amendment is that, having submitted them- 
selves to the guidance of ex-Judge George F. 
Comstock and James C. Carter, they were as 
pertain as they could become, under legal advice 
of the highest character, that the act proposed 
followed the directions of the will and Mr. Til- 
flen’s wishes. Having goneto the Legislature 
in this spirit, desiring only to get the power pre- 
acribed for the application of the trust, they 
were not ready to accept any change or amend- 
ment, unless their advisers said such proposed 
change was harmless. That has not been said in 
this case. Onthe contrary, the amendment is 
regarded as a check upon the application of the 
trust. and the act was necessary to give comple- 
tion to Mr. Tilden s directions, whereby arrange- 
ments could proceed for founding a great insti- 
tution to last through all time. 

As has been said, it would be the largest library 
fin the world. Pending the work necessary to 
found it, ample time would be given the courts 
to settle any rights the relatives may claim. 
Although this statement is not to be disputed, 
the Legislature steps in, needlessly and mis- 
chievously, as it is contended, with a suggestion 
attached to the act of incorporation, that the 
relatives may have rights that can be secured 
only inthis way. If this is anything lessthan a 
smirch upon the right of Mr. Tilden to bestow the 
bulk of his fortune upon the public, his friends 
are mistaken in their view of the vote in the 
Assembly. At any rate, they hold, the spectacle 
is presented of a body supposed to be the repre- 
sentatives of the people, assuming to declare 
that a man may not give $5,000,000 or more to 
public use if he has any relatives, and neglecting 
utterly to make any sort of acknowledgment for 
the people of this splendid bequest. The rela- 
tives, according to the Assembly, and not Mr. 
Tilden, through his Executors, should control 
this fortune, and everything suggested by the 
relatives should be put in the way of his pur- 
pose to devote his fortune ‘most widely and 
substantially to the interests of mankind.” 

It may be worth knowing that during almost 
their entire career, the families at New-Lebanon 
were supported by Mr. Tilden. He was always 
advancing them money and helping them with 
advice. The nephews who survive and make 
the contest had less claim of relationship upon 
him than had his brothers, whom they succeeded 
in business. Wher he died he released $300,000 
of their indebtedness to him, and left them and 
the other relatives more than $1,300,000, or 
enough to insure their material comfort through 
life. This he did for persons who had so little 
affection for him that not more than one or two 
ofthem saw him over oncea year. These peo- 

le, prodded on by the creditors behind 

em, have constructed a theory on which 
they ropose to go into court, and on 
which they have posed as injured heirs before 
the Assembly. As no one doubts that the hope 
of the relatives is to harass and worry the estate 
with litigation. men of wealth can see how the 
kind of Assembly now elected view such a pro- 
ceeding, and how, as the representatives of the 
people they assume to stain and slur public ben- 
efactions. Such is the cheerful prospects held 
out to induce future great public bequests. The 
Executors are not at all discouraged. They feel 
certain that the will must stand the test of the 
courts, and that nothing can prevent the founda- 
tion of the library, as desired by Mr. Tilden. Just 
what they may do is not yet to be disclosed, but 
sustained by a plain and direct purpose to use 
the fortune in their charge as its owner directed, 
they will not rest until that shall have been done.

THE ARION 


CLEVER DANCING, PICTURESQUE TAB- 
LEAUS, AND NUMEROUS DANCERS. 

Great festoons of evergreens hung from 
the centre of the ceiling of the Metropolitan 
Opera House to the galleries, where they met 
elaborate decorations of flowers and greens. 
Over the centre of the dancing floor hung a 
huge floral ball of roses, pinks, and violets. 
The Arion Society was having its annual ball 
there, and for the occasion had more elab- 
orately decorated the Opera House than it has 
been since its opening. That was to be expect- 
ed, for the Arion Society never does anything 
by halves. The members didn’t interfere with 
that record last evening, but rather outdid any 


of their former previous efforts, and Philip 
Staufer, the Prince Carnival, and Arion, who 
was represented by Charles Becker, had every 
reason to be proud of the success achieved by 
themselves and their associates in the conduct 
of the ball. It couldn’t have been a more suc- 
cessful affair, and it is hard to conceive how the 
hali could have been more tastefully dressed. 

Every one was there, of course, and it would 
be much easier to say who was not there than 
who was. The boxes were crowded, as were the 
galleries, and every one seemed to have a corner 
on happiness from the opening of the ball at 10 
o’clock until its close. 

Both orchestra and band participated in the 
concert which precededthe revels of the maskers. 
Then followed what the programme called a 
“grand salute,” a cleverly designed military 
mancuvre, participated in by the Floor Com- 
mittee in the costumes of the cavaliers of Ru- 
dolph of Hapsburg, the Lobby Committee in 
costumes of the time of Louis XIV., and the 
Finance Committee arrayed as characters from 
“The Gypsy Baron.” A half dozen dances fol- 
lowed, and then began the series of tableaus 
which always make the Arion balls the most 
picturesque of the Winter. A fanfare of trumpets 
called the great crowd which even at that hour, 
10:30, made the big house almost uncomfort- 
able. 

The city of Nuremburg in the fifteenth cent- 
ury was the first tableau shown. The market 
square was alive with male and female maskers 
in the picturesque dresses of that period, a mass 
of reds, blues, greens, and yellows. The Burgo- 
master and his council were received by the 
wealthy throng with as much decorum as pos- 
sible, and then all made way for a crowd of 
Gypsy dancers, who were under the leadership 
of Signor Ambrogio. That the dance was clever- 
ly done was certain, for the dancers were from 
the Metropolitan Opera House ballet, and danced 
with such grace and precision as to merit the 
applause they received. : 

These vanished, and then the Olympian gar- 
den of the gods was shown, and its mythological 
dignitaries communed in a lively and friendly 
manner with the materialized spirits of Arion, 
Beethoven, Mozart, Weber, and Wagner, and all 
seemed to have a jolly time. The last of the 
great tableaus was the reception of the Prince 
and Princess Carnival and their retinue. Rep- 
resentatives of all nations and of no na- 
tions, mythological, historical, musical, and 
theatrical characters rendered homage to the 
dispenser of jollity, and this done the 
fun, wild and lively, of an Arion masquer- 
ade, began. It was broken in upon,at intervals 
for the presentation of a series of minor tab- 
leaus of alocal character. Boodle Aldermen in 
prison suits, the Roumanian opera troupe, some- 
what the worse for a disastrous season; Buffalo 
Bill and his Wild Western cohorts; theratcatcher 
of New-York, in the shape of District Attorney 
Martine; the German opera. walking delegates 
and strikers were among the features of the 
tableaus sandwiched between the dances. They 
were very cleverly done, and the occupants of 
the crowded boxes and of the floor and galleries 
united in cheering and applauding the efforts of 
the maskers to amuse. 

When the theatres had closed the crowd was 
added to by hundreds, and the gay costumes and 
the sombre evening suits of the club men be- 
came entangled in a surging, struggling throng 
which found dancing almost impossible until 
hungry ones sought the refreshment rooms and 
gave the rest a chance to move about a bit. 
Twenty-five dances were on the programme, and 
when the violin sawyers of Rietzel’s orchestra 
grew weary the brass and reed manipulators of 
Lieboldt’s band gave them a chance to rest. 

The success of the ball was due primarily to 
the popularity of the Arion Society, of course, 
but secondarily to the energetic Committee of 
Arrangements, which consisted of Messrs. Rich- 
ard Katzenmeyer, William Baeder, John J. 
Diehl, D. Kaempffert, Louis E. Neuman, Dr. M. 
Descher, Paul B. Freisinger, C.M. Vom Baur, 
John O. Hunat, Philip Staufer, Paul F. Schoen, 
Richard Weinacht, and John B. Pannes. The 
Floor Committee was in charge of Louis Lau, 
and the Lobby Committee had William Barth- 
man as Captain.

JAMES W. FOSHAY DEAD. 


BRIEF SKETCH OF A VARIED BUSINESS 
CAREER. 


James W. Foshay, who served as Presi- 
dent of the Broadway and Seventh-Avenue Rail- 
road Company from 1870 until the absorption of 
the road by the Philadelphia syndicate last Sum- 
mer, died somewhat suddenly in his residence, 
No. 50 West Fiftieth-street, early yesterday 
morning. 

Mr. Foshay was a native of Westchester 
County, where he was born in 1827. He came 
to this city when quite a young man and invest- 


edin the old Wall-street line of stages, which 
ran from the Wall-Street Ferry up Broadway to 
Forty-second-street. When the Broadway Rail- 
road was built in 1863 the railroad company 
purchased the stage line and Mr. Foshay bought 
an interest in Sand’s American Circus, which 
was soon after consolidated with Howe’s Euro- 
pean Circus. He continued in the show business 
until 1870, when he-was made President of the 
Broadway and Seventh-Avenue Railroad, to 
fill the vacancy caused by the death of 
President Kerr. While Mr. Foshay was in 
the circus business ‘* Pop” Whittaker, who 
died a few days ago, was clown and ring- 
master in his show. Since the Broadway 
Road passed into the control of the Philadelphia 
people Mr. Foshay had engaged 1n no active 

usiness. He was one of the officials of the 
road indicted for bribing the Aldermen of 1884, 
and this fact kept him from seeking any other 
employment. He was nota wealthy man, his 
salary as President of the Broadway Company 
having been but $5,000 a year until just before 
the sale of the road, when it was raised to $7,500, 
and it is understood that he saved but little out 
of this annually. He was known among his 
friends asa kindly man, devoted to practical 
business, and those most intimate with him say 
that he was not the kind of a man to engage ina 
scheme of bribery, or'to be trusted with the 
knowledge of such a scheme. His indictment 
preyed heavily upon his mind, and he was never 
the same man after the exposure of the bribery 
scandal. . 

Mr. Foshay’s death was due to rheumatism 
and bronchitis. On Dec. 23 he was attacked 
with rheumatic pains. Two weeks ago they 
went to his heart, and he became seriously ill, 
On Wednesday he felt better than for many 
days. About 4:10 yesterday morning his wife 
found him unconscious, and he died at 5:20 
o'clock. Many of his associates in the Broad- 
way Railroad Company and a number of law- 
yers and ministers called at the house during 
the day. Several baskets of flowers were re- 
eeived. The funeral will be at the house on Sun- 
day at an hour yet to be decided. The inter- 
ment will be on Staten Island.

MEETING 

ICE ASSOCIATION. 

The Brooklyn Civil Service Reform As- 
sociation held its annual meeting in the Direct- 
ors’ room of the Art Association, at No. 172 
Montague-street, last evening and re-elected 
these officers: President—William G. Low; Vice- 
Presidents—D. H. Cochran, Frederic Cromwell, 
Ethan Allan Doty, R. N. Manning, Thomas H. 
Rodman, E. M. Shephard, John Truslow, and 


John B. Woodward; Secretary and Treasurer— 
William Potts. 

The Secretary read a long report, dealing, for 
the most part, with what he considered the fail- 
ure of Mayor Whitney to comply with the civil 
service rules. He had created 17 new positions, 
the report claimed, which he had placed in 
schedule A, beyond the reach of competitive ex- 
aminations, although nearly all of them were 
positions which conld have been admirably 
filled by persons passing such satisfactory ex- 
amination. Among these were three men or 
park officers who did the work formerly falling 
to the Chief Engineer. This left the Park De- 
partment without a responsible head except 
the many headed commission whose members 
had yielded to political pressure. ‘If the 
Mayor could not show why these positions 
should not have been filled by competitive ex- 
amination,” said the report, ‘‘ he was guilty of a 
violation of the civil service laws.” 

Secretary Potts read the reportof a special 
committee appointed last Spring to inquire into 
the charges of irregularity at the examination 
of surgeons for the Police and Fire Depart- 
ments. The committee found that Dr. Ford, one 
of the applicants under examination, was per- 
mitted to leave the room while the examination 
was in progress. 

Dr. Kretzschmar, one of Mayor Whitney’s 
Civil Service Commissioners, objected to this re- 
port as an unjust reflection upon Mayor Whit- 
ney’s administration, and denied that Dr. Ford 
had left the room or had filled in his examina- 
tion papers. About the Park Department the 
Commissioner knew very little, but he was sure 
that under Mayor Low there were no examina- 
tions for any — init. If the Reform As- 
sociation would turn its eyes trom the city to 
the county Government he thought it would 
be toits advantage. 

Notwithstanding this protest the reports were 
adopted.

STEAMER WISCONSIN. 


HER PASSENGERS LANDED IN SAFETY 
YESTERDAY AFTERNOON. 

The Guion steamship Wisconsin reached 
Pier No. 38 at 5:20 yesterday afternoon, and 
her 250 passengers walked ashore, displaying 
the usual evidences of pleasure at their release 
from marine confinement, but in no way indi- 
cating that they had been worked toahigh pitch 
of excitement by the events of the past 48 hours. 
The vessel was got off the sand by the process of 


kedging, familiar to all seafaring men. Second 
Officer Lewis and a boat’s crew took one of the 
vessel’s anchors, weighing about two tons, at- 
tached to 200 fathoms of four-inch hawser, 
about 500 yards astern of the ship and dropped 
the anchor. The three dummy engines to which 
the hawser had been attached and the screw of 
the vessel were set in motion. The hawser did 
not break, and the ship trembled for an instant 
and then moved gently out to sea. 

Capt. Edward Bentiey acknowledged that he 
considered the grounding of the vessel “‘a bad 
thing,” and declined to make any explanation re- 
garding it beyond what was conveyed in a copy 
of the vessel’s log which he placed at the TIMES 
reporter’s desposal. This document recorded 
the fact of the vessel’s grounding at 3:50 A. M. 
Wednesday, when, although the vessel was mak- 
ing no water, all the boats were ordered out and 
the pumps were put to work at intervals of tive 
minutes. The rest of the story has already been 
told. No one on board was willing to discuss the 
cause of the vessel’s grounding. This, it was 
conceded, was a matter to be decided upon 
by the Board of Trade. It was learned that 
every passenger on the vessal had signed a 
testimonial to Capt. Bentley, attesting their faith 
in his seamanship as shown both before and 
after the grounding of the vessel.

HEROES OF GETTYSBURG 


MONUMENTS TO NEW-YORK 
REGIMENTS PROPOSED. 
THE PRISON COMMISSION’S CONVICT LA- 
BOR BILL IN THE HOUSE—THE SUB- 

WAY COMMISSION BILL. 

ALBANY, Feb. 17.—The erection of monu- 
ments on the historic field of Gettysburg to 
mark the spots occupied by the New-York regi- 
ments is asubject upon which the Legislature 
will be called upon to act. It will doubtless be 
of interest to every veteran in the State. A 
commission to investigate the matter was ap- 
pointed a year ago under an act passed by Sena- 
tor Raines. Its members are Gen. Daniel E. 
Sickles, President; Major George W. Cooney, 
Secretary; Gen. Henry W. Slocum, Gen. Joseph 
B. Carr, Gen. Charles A. Richardson, and Adjt.- 
Gen. Josiah K. Porter. Their report was pre- 
sented to the Senate to-day by Senator Raines, 


accompanied by a bill asking for an appropria- 
tion. 


The Commissioners say that in making their 
recommendations they have followed the ex- 
ample of all the States which have made similar 


appropriations, all of which have made provis- 
ion for separate monuments, designating the 
position of each regiment and battery. There 
are now erected on the Gettysburg field 90 regi- 
mental and battery monuments. Of this num- 
ber Massachusetts has 30, Pennsylvania 28, 
Connecticut 4, New-Hampshire 3, Rhode Island 
4, Indiana 6, Delaware 3, while the State of 
New-York, which had 87 regiments and batter- 
ies in the battle, is only represented by 2 regi- 
mental monuments, both of which were paid for 
by the survivors of the One Hundred and Twen- 
ty-fourth New-York, of Orange County, known 
as the “Orange Blossom,” and belenging to the 
Third Army Curps, and by the One Hundred and 
Fifty-seventh Regiment, recruited in Madison 
and Cortland Counties. 

Besides the regimental monuments marking 
the position of the New-York troops the com- 
mission recommends that, “in honor of more 
than 800 nameless dead who fell in the ranks 
of the New-York troops at Gettysburg and who 
are buried on the field, a conspicuous monu- 
ment should be erected on the battlefield by 
the State of New-York.” The estimated cost 
of the several designs for such a monument 
ranged from $50,000 to $100,000. It seems 
fit and proper that the unmarked remains of 
nearly 1,000 of our brave men should no longer 
lie unnoticed and neglected on the ground where 
they gave their lives to their country. 

The Commissioners add that while the amount 
asked for may seem very large, nevertheless it 
is not moré than $29 52 a head for the New- 
York killed and wounded in the conflict, and 
not more than the aggregate bounties paid. in 
1864 for 200 recruits. The 86 New-York regi- 
ments lost on the battlefield 6,777 men, or one- 
third of the total number of casualties. The bill 
provides for an expense of $1,500 for each of 
these regimental monuments. The regiments 
and batteries for which monuments shall be 
erected under the provisions of this bill are 
these: 

The Fifth, Sixth, Eighth, Ninth, and Tenth Regi- 
ments of New-York Cavalry; Batteries B, C, D, G, 
I, K, L, and M of the First Regiment of New-York

ortieth, Forty-first. Forty-second, Forty-third, 
Forty-fourth, Forty-fifth, Forty-ninth, Fifty-second. 
Fifty-fourth, Fifty-seventh, Fifty-eighth, Fifty- 
ninth, Sixtieth, Sixty-first, Sixty-second, Sixty-

The bill appropriates $50,000 for the memorial 
structure to the memory of the nameless dead, 
and $130,500 forthe regimental monuments, 
$10,000 for securing thesites for the monu- 
inents and the avenues leading to them, and 
$10,000 for the services of the necessary engi- 
neers, surveyors, agents, and employes of the 
commission, and also the expenses of the latter. 
After the erection of the monuments their 
care and custody is to be given to 
the Gettysburg Memorial Association for 
preservation, and every three years the 
Governor ot this State must have 
them inspected. Each monument must bear the 
coat of arms of New-York, and so far as prac- 
ticable a stutement of the precise time when the 
position was held by the regiment or battery it 
represents, and the principal movements of such 
regiments and batteries. So faras is practicable 
the commission whichis to have charge of the 
work of erection must consult with survivors of 
regiments and batteries concerning the designs 
ot the monument and the inscriptions to be 
placed upon them. 

It is the plan of the friends of the Sickles com- 
mission to have a joint meeting of the Military 
Committees of the two houses next Thursday 
night, at which speeches will be made probably 
by Gen. Sickies, Gen, Slocum, and otbers. Speak- 
er Husted introduced the commission’s bill in 
the House. 

The memorial services in honor of Gen. John 
A. Logan will be held in the Assembly Chamber 
next Wednesday night. The Legislature to-day 
ordered all the State’s battle flags, which are on 
exhibition in one of the upper corridors, to be 
used for decorating the Assembly Chamber 
on that occasion. The State Encampment of 
Grand Army Veterans will be held here at the 
same tine that the memorial services are held, 
and the friends of the Gettysburg plan will get 
together, so that there will be a great gathering 
of veterans in the city. Speaker Husted read a 
communication from the desk just as the House 
was about to adjourn, to the effect that Col. 
Fred Grant and Mrs. Gen. Grant would give a 
reception on Thursday night at the Delavan. 
Gen. Lucius Fairchild, the Grand Commander of 
the Grand Army of the Republic, will attend the 
encampment. 

Chairman Robert H. Smith, of the Assembly 
Prisons Committee, reported from his commit- 
tee to-day for printing the bill drawn by the 
Governor’s Prison Labor Reform Commission 
and also a bill prepared by the committee. This 
last bill will no doubt attract widespread atten- 
tion. Itis the product of the “ best thought” of 
the committee, quickened from time to time by 
intimate intercourse with some of the more im- 
practicable of the labor advocates. Some of 
its features are those of the Prison Com- 
mission’s __ bill, as will be seen. = It 
establishes the State account industry 
in the prisons and the county account 
in the penitentiaries. The Superintendent of 
Prisons is given *‘ advisory” control over the 
labor performed in the Elmira Reformatory and 
the Rochester and New-York Houses of Refuge. 
“On application by the managers” of those 
institutions he “‘ may fix the number of persons 
to be employed on any industry and designate 
the industries to be carried on in them,” hay- 
ing due regard to the health and welfare of said 
convicts, the good order and _  diacipline 
of said institutions, the financial interests 
of the State, and particularly the inter- 
ests and welfare of outside labor. In 
none of the penal institutions of the 
State shall more than 200 convicts be employed 
on one industry. There are certain exceptions 
to this restriction, however. He may employ no 
more than 1,200 in the manufacture of clothing, 
1,000 in the manufacture of saddlery and hard- 
ware, 600 in the stove shops, 500 in the manu- 
tacture of hollow ware, and 1,500 in boot and 
shoe making. In selecting the industries he 
must, ‘so far as practicable, select such trades 
or industries as will least affect or injure outside 
industries in this State.” 

Section 3 says that ‘all convicts in the prisons, 
reformatories, penitentiaries, or other institu- 
tions of this Stateshall be employed in manufact- 
uring, so far as it possibly can be done, without 
machinery run by steam power.” The section may 
astonish people who realize that this is the nine- 
teenth century. The bill forbids theempioyment 
of convicts more than eight hours a day, the 
balance of their time to be devoted to eating, 
sleeping, and ‘‘moral improvement.” United 
States convicts must not be received from out- 
side the State. The products of prison labor, if 

roducts there should happen to be under such a 
aw, must be disposed of “at the best price 
obtainable, but not to be sold for a price less than 
the same class of products are sold in open 
market.” So far as it can be done the various 
eharitable institutions supported by State aid 
and also the penal institutions themselves must 
use such products of convict labor as clothing, 
boots and shoes, &c., for their own inmates. 

Someliody is moving upon the company which 
is engaged in building the bridge across the Hud- 
son at Poughkeepsie. <A bill to emphasize the 
fact was introduced by Assemblyman Devereux 
to-day. It amends the company’s act of incor- 
poration by forbidding the use of piers in the 
river, thus requiring the company to return to 
its original plans of a suspension bridge. Piers 
were decided upon after the company was in- 
corporated, so @ law was passed in 1872 permit- 
ting the abandonment of the suspension plan. 
The river boatmen are interested in keeping 
piers out of the stream. 

Mr. Hamilton, of New-York, introduced a bill 
which will need considerable reflection. It gives 
to the Park Commiesioners the absolute right to 
change maps and alter tho location and bounda- 
ries of streets and avenues in the annexed dis- 
trict. The Legislature now makes these changes, 
and every year the statesinen representing the 
district introduce scores, of bills to legalize de- 
sired changes. Nobody but the introducers ever 
know anything about what is really effected by 
their measures. 

Undertaker Sullivan introduced a bill which is 
aimed at the proposed substitution of cable 

ower for horse power on Third-avenue. It for- 
ids the use of any sie animal power on that 
avenue below Fourteenth-street. 

Assemblyman Crosby has turned his eye upon 
some of the evils of the metropolis. He pro- 


poses to abolish the dives where stale beer is 
doctored with alum and sold to human bein 
who can stand thatsort of thing. Two bills 


-which he introduced to-day class the stale beer 


dives as disorderly houses. The vagabonds who 
are detected drinking the stuffare classified as 
N= pec and as such are to be dealt with by 
aw. 

Two more reformatory measures were intro- 
duced by Mr. Howe, of Oswego, which place 
pains an penalties upon those who play at the 
“sawdust” game, and by Mr. Pierce, of Wyo- 
ming, making it unlawful to stand up at a bar, 
or any other place where liquors are sold, and 
“treat” one’s associates. A fine of $1 or im- 

risonment for 10 days is the penalty attached.

Among other bills introduced in the Assembly 
were the following: 


By Mr. Kruse—Allowing any corporation, upon 
filing a supplementary certificate, te limit the num- 
ber of votes to one to each stockholder, regardless of 
the number of shares held. 

By Mr. Cantor—Incorporating the Laura Franklin 
Free Hospital for Children in the city of New-York. 

Mr. Hamilton’s bill to increase the salaries of 
the New-York Police Sergeants to $2,200 has 
been favorably reported by the Assembly Citjes 
Committee. 

The Assembly has passed the appropriation of 
$1,000,000 for the State prisons for the coming 
year; also the Ives bill to place the broad ave- 
nues connecting Central Park with the other 
parks in the upper end of New-York in charge of 
the Park Department. This relieves the Public 
Works Department of their control and main- 
tenance. Itis claimed that more attention will 
be paid to these thoroughfares if the change is 
made. The streets and avenues thus affected 
are Seventy-second-street from Central Park to 
Riverside Drive, One Hundred and Twenty-sec- 
ond-street from Riverside to Morning Side, 
Morning Side-avenue, and One Hundred and 
Tenth-street from Morning Side-avenue to Fifth- 
avenue. 

Senator Low evidently has started upon a 
career of inquiry to-day respecting the Canal 
Union bill appropriating $550,000 for lengthen- 
ing the locks and deepening the Erie and the 
other canals. He moved that the Finance Com- 
mittee of the Senate first ascertain whether 
such improvements are necessary, for, in the 
Senator’s opinion, they are but “ the initiation 
of a plan for a greater outlay for the purpose of 
enlarging tne canals of the State at a cost of 
many millions of dollars.” If the com- 
mittee believe the improvements should 
be made then they shall report a plan or 
pt heey upon which such work of enlargement 
should be undertaken, and when such pian is 
once formulated they shall report a method by 
which it should first be submitted to the voters 
of the State or to a Constitutional Convention to 
be held in the near future, before further taxa- 
tion of the State be resorted to for the purpose 
aforesaid. The committee is further to report 
upon the question of enlargement of the canals 
by the General Government, and whether in 
their A gee such work of enlargement by the 
General Government is desirable and the rea- 
sons therefor. They are also requested to report 
in detailin what manner and to what extent the 
taxpayers of this State are to be benefited by 
the enlargement of the canals by taxation upon 
the property of the State; also, to what extent 
the railroad companies of this or other States 
are using the canals of the State for the trans- 
portation of freight for which one price is 
charged the shipper and a less price paid to the 
boatmen whotransport the freight on thecanals. 
The resolution will be considered on Thursday 
next when the Unions bill comes up. 

That bill of Senator Vedder’s by which he pro- 
poses to increase the State’s revenue by taxing 
all liquors was favorably reported by the Com- 
mittee on Taxation, Retrenchment, and Mild Re- 
forms. 

Subway Commissioners Gibbens and Hess ap- 
peared before the Assembly Cities Committee 
this afternoon to urge the passage of the bill ex- 
tending the terms of office of themselves and 
Commissioner Moss until Nov. 1, 1889, and legal- 
izing the contract which the commission made 
for the building of the subways. They stated 
that they had acted under the advice of the At- 
torney-General in going on with the work of con- 
structing the subways, and that the decision of 
Judge Van Hoesen had brought to a sudden 
stop all work of undergrounding New-York 
City’s wires. The passage of this bill 
by the Legislature would validate their acts, 
and would enable them in the next two years to 
bury the wires out of sight. Commissioner Hess 
added that they believed they had soived the 
problem of how to get the wires under ground, 
that the solution was in the interest of the city 
and of the public, and that what igen 2 wanted 
now was the authority to put their plans into 
execution. 

Assistant Corporation Counsel Frank Scott 
expressed the belief that the Commissioners are 
competent to carry on the work, but he had re- 
ceived no instructions how to act from the city 
authorities, and he desired to have action upon 
the bill postponed until he could communicate 
with them. It might be necessary to make some 
amendment, so as to indicate upon whom the 
powers of the Commissioners should devolve 
when their term of office expires. 

A bill which Mr. Scott denounced as a fitting 
climax to the most outrageous bill that had been 
passed by the Legislature in five vears, was 
under consideration by the Cities Committee. 
Tt was introduced by Mr. Conover, of West- 
chester, and it compels New-York City to pay 
State, county, town, school, highway, and other 
ordinary taxes upon the 1,700 acres of land in 
the Pelham Park. The outrageous law to which 
Mr. Scott referred more than once was that 
which compelled New-York to acquire so much 
extra land for parks. W. R. Lamberton, Sher- 
man T. Pell, and Henry W. Taft were a commit- 
tee of Westchester taxpayers who insisted that 
as their taxable ere had been diminished 
just so much by the withdrawal of these 1,790 
acres, the loss should be made good by the city. 
Mr. Scott held that the improvements to the sur- 
rounding property which New-York would have 
to make would more than compensate the West- 
chester taxpayers. 

The latest ebullition of Editor Platt, of Pough- 
keepsie, takes the form of a fervid desire to have 
all the idiots and all the other inmates of public 
institutions afforded special religious treatment. 
In the Appropriations Committee this afternoon 
he wanted to tack a rider to the general appro- 
priation bill, stipulating that the Controller 
should pay no State funds to any institutions 
unless they comply with Article L., section 3 of 
the Constitution, which guarantees freedom of 
worship to all residents of the State. Mr. Platt 
seemed to be laboring under the hallucina- 
tion that the Catholics in the  institu- 
tions are not afforded complete religious 
freedom, because altars are not set up 
exclusively for them in such institutions, for in- 
stance,as the House of Refuge on Randall’s 
Island. Mr. Platt asserted that he was a Presby- 
terian of the Presbyterians, and a Protestant of 
the Protestants, but he believedin the Hindu 
and the heathen and everybody else worshipping 
God in his own fashion. Messrs. Shea, McLaugh- 
lin, and Weed were absent when the soldier of 
the cross offered his rider. Robert Ray Hamil- 
ton and Mr. McCann, underthe editor’s magnetic 
influence, voted for it. Messrs Arnold, Kruse, 
Curtis, Youngman, and Seaver, recognizing that 
he was suffering from one of his mild menta! at- 
tacks, voted no. 

“Well,” exclaimed the soldier, “I shall have to 
fight it through the House.” 

Editor Platt has taken a shy at a great many 
things in his 14 months inthe Legislature. He 
woke up one morning and, mounting Rozinante, 
charged the civil service reform law, with disas- 
trous results to steed and rider. He had hardly 
recovered from this when he sailed in one day to 
pass the prohibition amendment. This attempt 
was accompanied with more results. The editor’s 
friends hope that he will recover. They realize 
that he is beyond all argument when once he 
buttons his two jaws together and sallies forth. 
He is “ neutral in nothing.” He will have his 
own way. 


STOVES AGAINST STEAM. 


RAILWAY MEN ARGUING FOR THEIR 
FAVORITE SYSTEMS. 

“Heating, ventilating, and lighting rail- 
way passenger cars,” were the three subjects to 
be discussed by the Master Car Builders’ Club at 
its meeting at No. 113 Liberty-street last night, 
but the first topic took up allthe evening, and was 
not finished when the club adjourned. Models 
and drawings of steam heaters, hot-water heat- 
ers, and stoves were exhibited and criticised, 
nearly every railroad man of the hundred pres- 
ent, taking part in the discussion. W. C. Baker 
believed that what was wanted was 4 heater as 


nearly absolutely safe as possible. W. G. Cream- 
er thought that the best thing to do was to look 
out for the rails, axles, and wheels and keep the 
cars ou the track. 

“All stoves in cars are dangerous,” said Rod- 
erick H. Smith, of Dunkirk, N. Y. “ You can put 
a stove in a Krupp gun, but in a smash up that 
stove will be heard from.” Mr. Smith represent- 
eda system of heating by steam from the en- 
gine. Two pounds of coal in the engine fire box 
would warm acarforan hour. His system, Mr. 
Smith said, had been used with success on the 
Boston and Albany and Western roads, and was 
to be tested on the Long Island and New-York 
Central. It had never been tried on trains of 
more than seven cars. 

“ Five years ago,” said James Emerson, of Wil- 
limansett, Mass., “we began heating cars by 
steam on the Connecticut River Road. Now we 
have 22 trains heated in that way. We use steam 
from the engine, and by taking out stoves gain 
room enough to save one carin seven or eight. 
At the most one horse power suttices for each 
car. Incase of accident to the locomotive a 
small boiler placed under each car and filled with 
hot water during a run by drippings from the 
engines is resorted to. Our trains do not run 
over 40 miles, but by using its auxiliary boiler 
one of our cars has traveled over 200 miles and 
kept warm all the way. Our trains are short, 
but we are arranging to experiment with a train 
of six or seven cars.” 

Edward E. Cold explained his heat storage sys- 
tem in use on the elevated and the Long Island 
roads, and others explained other systems. Pres- 
ident C. E. Garey announced that the question 
of heating would be taken up again at the next 
meee of the club on the third Thursday in 

arch.

PLENTY OF GAMES GOING. 


NUMEROUS OPPORTUNITIES FOR MEN 
WITH MONEY TO LOSE IT. 

The police of the First Precinct kept 
“ oneeye” on Mahoney & Co.’s pool room at No. 56 
New-street yesterday and blocked their business, 
The concern will be forced to seek other quarters 
if operations of a sporting nature are continued, 
The police of the Fourth Precinct are crippled, 
it is claimed, by the strike. Yesterday nearly all 
the men were on the river front or in court, and 


seven men covered the precinct posts, each doing 
about three men’s work. 

A trip through Ann-street in the afternoon 
showed the result of this necessary relaxation 
of vigilance. For years the section between 
Broadway and William-street has been notorious 
as a locality where anybody who wished could 
risk his money in any manner he liked. The 
street is not quite so bad as it was, but it is still 
frequented by a set of men ready to accommo- 
date those with gambling proclivities on the 
shortest notice. None of the games are openly 
run, and a stranger might pass and repass the 
puildings without discovering anything unusual. 
The “tip” is easily obtained, however, and when 
once secured any one, if he has money, is wel- 
come. 

Secret games were being run at Nos. 1, 11.12, 
13, and 43, with the usual precautions—outside 
and inside “spotters.” Faro, roulette, and 
“sweat” were the popular pastimes. The rooms 
are up one flight of stairs, when all is quiet 
along the line, and thereis no danger to be ex- 
pected from the authorities. When there is 
trouble, the “sessions” are held on an upper 
floorin aremote room. The celerity with which 
a “lay out’ can be shelved when an alarm is 
sounded would do creditto Old Nick himself. 
At Nos. 1, 13, and 43 the reporter was con- 
fronted by colored men who politely informed 
him that “nothing was doing.” At No. 11 the 
peep hole in the door was opened long eneugh to 
enable a fat white face to see thata stranger 
was in the entry.

ANOTHER TALE OF MILLIONS 


AND A PRETTY WELL MIXED 
ONE IT IS. 

RAHWAY INTERESTED BY THE STORIES 
THAT ARB TOLD OF THE FORTUNE 
OLD RICHARD DENTON LEFT. 

Rauway, Feb. 17.—This city is all agog 
Yo-day over developments which have been 
brought to light showing that a former resident 
here of most ordinary surroundings and habits, 
but pow dead, was the possessor of large wealth, 
and the mysterious disposition of it furnishes 
one of the liveliest sensations the town has en- 
joyed for years. The first intimation of the 

facts came about through the application of a 

well dressed young man, a stranger in town, 

who appeared before Justice of the Peace Frazee 
recently and, giving his name as James Denton 

Pine, asked the Justice for a search warrant, stat- 

ing that he was the grandson of Richard Denton 

who lived and died in Rahway 20 years ago, and 
the son of Hannah Pine, the daughter of Den- 
ton, and that he desired the warrant for the pur- 
pose of searching the house of a Mrs. Reed, 

‘where his mother lived prior to her death, for 

valuable papers she owned. The Justice could 

not grant it, asthere was nocomplaint of any 
larceny, and the young man went away 
remarking that the securing of certain 

Papers left by his grandfather would he 

the means of tracing a fortune. In 1857 

there came to this city an Englishman named 


Richard Denton bringing with him a wife and 
two daughters’, Rachel and Hannah, of whom 
thelatter was married to Charles Owens, who ac- 
companied them. Denton boughta smali place 
on the Woodbridge rvad about a mile from the 
centre of the city on the outskirts of what was 
then known as *' Leetown.” He pursued the vo- 
cation of a gardener and went into farming on 
#2 small seale, and was looked upon asa hard- 
working, industrious man. The family kept by 
themselves and the old man, naturally close and 
reserved, kept his own counsel and had but little 
todo with any of his neighbors, who somehow 
classed him a miser, although never suspecting 
fora moment that he had any money beyond 
the few doliars he earned. [t has since been 
learned, however, that he brought considerable 
money with him from the old country and once 
went back to England in answer tv a summons 
and returned with over £50,000. 

He hoarded all he could earn, as well as what 
his daughters and wife brought in, and together 
with what he originally had he deposited it in a 
bank in New-York City. His papers, will, &c., 
together, it is believed, with quite a sum of 
money, he kept carefuliy guarded in two black 
boxes or chests, the contents of which he never 
allowed any of the members of the family to see, 
He was fatally attacked with typhoid fever 
shortly after his return from England, and just 

efore his death said to his wife and daughters: 

*There’s a fortune for you all—thousands and 
thousands for you all.” 

His love of gold held on to him until the last, 
and not until the final gasp of death did he at- 
tempt to tell where and how they could obtain 
it, and thenit was tonlate; but the daughters 
knew the boxes contained the secrets, and at 
once fell to quarreling over possession of them, 
Mannahb, who had married Robert Pine, who had 
also died, was an eccentric person. She came off 
Victorious and obtained possession of the val- 
tuable boxes and other important papers, and 
goted so roughly to her sister, Mrs. Owens, that 
‘they parted bad friends, and the latter and her 
husband went off to live by themse!ves. 

The homestead was sold shortly afterward, and 
Hannah took the money, and, it is reported, 
placed her mother in the poorhouse. She then 
went to live with a Mrs. Reed, near the old 
homestead, taking the mysterious boxes and all 
the papers and property of the old folks with 
her. From there she went to live with Dr. Sil- 
vers, a well known physician, and at his place 
Jater diedinafit. Mrs. Reed was yesterday in- 
terviewed and corroborated all the above as re- 
lates to Hannah Pine coming to her house. She 
brought the boxes and chests, with other things, 
with her, and she suddenly leftone day, and 
later Mrs. Reed learned she was living at 
the doctor’s. Her disposition was hardly of 
the most amiable, Mrs. Reed says, and 
she acted oftentimes as _ if demented, 
After her death Mrs. Reed says Rachael Owens 
and James Pine came there and carried away the 
boxes and all the papers concerning the old 
maan’s property, so faras she knows, but what 
they were or whether Hannah had previously 
taken the important papers she couldn’t tell, 
All she did know was ‘that all she had in the 
house belonged to herand noone else.” Mrs. 
Rachael Owens, the surviving sister, was then 
geen, and after hard work was induced to tell the 
gtory of her father’s wealth and the subsequent 
foings which had so far successfully kept the 
flisposition of that wealth unknown to her, and 
leprived herof her just dues. Mrs, Owens is 
about 70 years old, but active and possessed of 
pli her faculties. The story, as told by her, is as 
follows: 

** My father was what might be called a miser. 
He died leaving millions of dollars. I was by his 
side when he passed away, and he whispered to 

e in his last breath, ‘It’s all in the bankin New- 
Yorks great fortune for each of you.’ My sis- 

er Hannah was of no particular good, but I do 
not believe, as some do, thatshe wasinsane. It 
was the very night father died thet she took the 
two boxes from under his bed, and, besides, took 

ome valuable papers and two bags of money 

rom the old bureau in the room. She teok them 
with her to a Mrs. Reed’s house, and that is the 
last ever heard of the papers, which certainly 
Would prove my right to millions of dollars 
how in a New-York bank. I have worried 
night and day for 20 years have spent money 
that Tand Charles have earned, and have been 
to England and back all for no good. Yes, I 
went to England last July in answer to au ad- 
vertisement which called for the Richard Den- 
ton heirs. Iwas to have reached the English 
Chancery Court before July 15, but got mixed 
up in London, got into the hands of some claim 
agents, who tried to rob me, and the time 
elapsed and I was forced to return home. Soon 
after I returned [ received an official letter and 
an advertisement from the London Jimes put in 
by the Chancery Court and officially signed, and 
T hope to go over again some day. Father had 
money on both sides of the water, and tried to 
get it all here before he died, but failed to do so. 
He brought a great deal with him, however, 
when he first came, and then he weut over and 
brought more. He made money here, and I 

ow that somewhere in a New-York bank there 
are millions of his gold, just as I know my right 
hand is before me now. Hannah’s son also 
knows this, and, like his mother, is not willing 
to join hands and search together, but he keeps 
g@way and works secretly. Why, if Hannah had 
wiot taken these things we could all be rich. 
But what can we do without the will and bank 
books and other papers? Hannah was led to be- 
Neve she could obtain our shere, so she took the 
boxes and secreted them. She went to live at 
De Silver's, and they say died in a fit, but I never 
knew her to have fits, and I can’t quite see how 
she went offso suddenly. At any rate no sign 
of the papers was found after she died.” 

Mrs. Owens emphatically denicd Mrs. Reed's 
Statement that she came there and took away 
the mysterious boxes. Sue also showed the re- 
porter letters and papers, some bearing the seals 
of the Chancery Courts of England, and also a 
letter requesting Denton to send his signature, 
and upon proof £50,000 would be remitted to 
him. That there are many mysterious features 
im the case is generally admitted about town, 
and there is a great curiosity for further facts in 
the case. Denton isremembered by many of the 
old residents still living here, and the story of 
the boxes and their valuable contents is support- 
ed by two witnesses. Where they have gone to 
end, if the story is true, who has been enjoying 
the money of old Denton are the questions every 
ne is anxious to see solved.

NOT SO EASY TO BUILD ROADS. 

The work of constructing a cable road 
along Central-avenuc, Brooklyn, begun by Dea- 
con Richardson was stopped yesterday by an in- 
junction issued by Judge Barnard on the appli- 
sation of Robert Seeley, the owner of property 
at Green and Central avenues. The hearing in 
the case comes up on Feb. 23. The Broadway 
Railroad, which began to build along Central- 


&venue several weeks ago, was enjoined from 
‘proceeding yesterday by Judge Pratt. pending 
the decision of the suits of W.H. O’Hara and 
John Meehan, property owners. The argu- 
ment on these _injunctions comes up on 
Feb. 23. Yesterday Corporation Counsel 
Jenks submitted an opinion to City Works Com- 
missioner Conner to the effect that Deacon Rich- 
ardson was laying tracks on Central-avenue 
without the permission of the City Works De- 
partment, and therefore illegally. 1t was not 
Sufficient to obtain only the consent of the Com- 
mon Council; the consents of a majority of the 
property owners along the proposed route must 
also be got, and then a permit from the City 
Works Commissioner. This decision was put in 
the hands of Police Superintendent Campbell, 
end a detail of officers stopped work on the road.

YOUNG KNIGHTS OF LABOR. 


MESSENGER BOYS LEARNING TO ORGANIZE 
STRIKES, 


Fifty of the 87 messenger boys attached 
to the office of the Mutual District Messenger 
Company,in the Astor Building, on Pine-street, 
went on strike at 8 o’clock yesterday morning 
and proceeded to show that the boycotting 
weapons of the Knights of Labor could also 
be used by babes and sucklings. The strike 
did not last long, principally because the young 
hoodlum who tried to play walking delegate was 
early marched off to the Tombs, where he was 
soundly lectured and fined $1 for assaults 
on several of the true blue-coated boys who 
stuck by the company. This is the version of 
the officers of the company. They say that 
Maurice Galvin, a “tough” youth of 15 years, 
who lives at No. 82 Catharine-street, was dis- 
charged from the office on Wednesday afternoon 


for dishonesty, and that he appeared on Pine- 
street early yesterday morning and stopped the 
boys as they were going to work. The new boys 
went with him and declared that they would 
stay out until he was taken back. The old boys 
started to go to work, and were assaulted and 
bulldozed by the strikers. Finally John Ogden, 
one of the officers of the company, had Galvin 
arrested and appeared against him at the Tombs, 
The other boys then went back. 

The boys themselves have a different and more 
complete explanation, and they were discussing 
it on every corner around Wall-street yesterday 
afternoon. They said they had struck becanse 
orders had been published in the office to the 
efiect that if a boy was five minutes late he 
would be fined three hours’ time. As the strike 
threatened| to be general, the order had been 
torn down, and then they went back to work. 
This was the grievance which precipitated yes- 
terday’s trouble. But there are other reasons 
which will make immediate trouble. The 
boys seem to think that everybody 
in Wall-street is getting rich except 
them, and that their manly tabor is worth more 
than they are getting. They say that the boys 
who have regular brekers to serve get $5 50 per 
week, while they do not have to work so hard as 
the boys who do general work. They are, there- 
fore, going to strike for more money, and they 
say that the boys at No. 8 Pine-street and No. 
187 Broadway will go out this morning. 

Further trouble may be expected in the ranks 
of the American District messenger boys. They 
have been preparing for a strike for more wages 
for some time, and some of the boys said yester- 
day that the messengers at No, 16 Broad-street, 
the Western Union Building, would go outon 
Monday, and would demand Sunday off or special 
weges for work on that day. 

Although at the headquarters of District As- 
sembly No. 49 they say that they know noth- 
ing of the recruiting of telegraph and messenger 
boys as Knights of Labor, yet there is every 
sign that such a course is being taken. The 
boys are restless, and hint mysteriously at a 
strike in the future. It may be expected that 
just as soon as the boys are ‘banded together a 
general strike will be made for higher wages. 
The latest returns are that 150 boys at the head- 
quarters of the American District Messenger 
Company and 50 boys at the Broad-street office 
of the Western Union Telegraph Company have 
been initiated, and it is said that the efforts of 
the Knights have been equally successful in the 
other offices, 


MR. WHEELER'S VIEW. 


TRIVIAL FAULTS NOT A BAR TO PRO- 
MOTION IN THE POLICE FORCE. 

Police Commissioner McClave recently 
wrote to the Hon. Everett P. Wheeler, Chairman 
of the Civil Service Advisory Board, asking for 
his construction of Civil Service Regulation No. 
53, which provides that to enter a competitive 
examination for promotion aman must have a 
certificate from the Police Board that his effi- 
ciency and conduct during his service have been 


“in all respects satisfactory.” The reply of Mr. 
Wheeler, received yesterday,is in part as fol- 
lows: 

“In the judgment of the Supervisory Board the true 
meaning of the fourth paragraph of the fifty third 
regulation is that the efficiency and conduct of the 
person certified have been in the various matters in 
which he has been engaged as a whole satisfactory. 
* * * An officer’s conduct and efficiency might be 
satisfactory, although in some minor particulars the 
officer had committed some infraction of a rule that 
had exposed him to criticism. On the other hand an 
officer against whom no charge whatever had been 
made might not be in all respects satisfac. 
tory in conduct. Experience shows that 
the most energetic, efficient, and trustworthy offi- 
cers will occasionally commit atrifiing error. It also 
shows that those who are the most free from trifling 
errors are not always the most capable and ener- 
getic. In other words, there are sins of omission as 
well as sins of commission, and it was never the in- 
tention of the regulation in question to contine the 
superiors of an officer seeking promotion to an in- 
spection of a record: of the charges against him. 
* * * In other words, the phrase in the regulation 
referred to—‘in all respects’—does not mean in 
every minute particular, but it does mean in all the 
relations of the officer in question to his superiors 
and subordinates, as well as to the public and to 
offenders.” 

The communication of Commissioner McClave 
and the reply of Mr. Wheeler were laid before 
the Police Board at their meeting Mego & and 
were placed on file. The opinion of Mr. Wheeler 
sustained the position taken by Messrs. French 
and McClave, as against the interpretation of 
the disputed clause in the regulations made by 
Messrs. Voorhis and Porter. If this opinion is 
supported by the State Civil Service Commis- 
sioners, it will permit a number of candidates 
for promotion in the Police Department who 
are now barred out by the strict interpretation 
of the reguiation held by Mr. Voorhis to enter 
the lists and engage in the competitive examina- 
tions. 

After the meeting Commissioner Voorhis said 
that Mr. Wheeler had overlooked an important 
point. Instead of deciding as to the certificates 
to be given by the appointing power, in this in- 
stance the Board of Police, Mr. Wheeler had con- 
fined himeelf to the certificate to be given by the 
“immediate official superior’ of the applicant 
for promotion. tle was arguing from wrong 
premises. The opinion was not binding, as the 
regulation itself, when amended to its present 
form, was approved by the Mayor and the State 
Civil Service Board, and the interpretation of it 
as given above would necessarily have to be ap- 
proved by the same authorities, Mr. Voorhis 


sd no reason to recede from the ground he had 
taken.

THE OHOIR BOYS BURIED. 

Harry D. McTighe, Willie Teed, and 
Eugene Gretsinger, the three little choir boys 
of the Garden City Cathedral who were 
drowned on Sunday last, were buried yesterday 
afternoon from St. Luke’s Church, on Clinton- 
avenue, near Fulton-street, Brooklyn. The blige 
church was crowded long before the hour for the 
service, 2 o'clock, arrived, and nearly 1,000 peo- 
ple were unable to gain admission. Private 
services were held in the residence of each of 
the boys, and then the bodies were placed in 
white hearses, drawn by white horses, and taken 
to St. Luke’s Church. There the pall bearers, 18 
in number, all members of the cathedral choir, 
met them and carried the white cloth-covered 
caskets into the church. They were placed on 
pedestals in front of the altar rail. Near them 
sat the relatives of the three victims, and on 
ail sides were placed floral emblems sent by 
various people. The funeral services were con- 
ducted by the Rev. Dr. F. L. Humphrey, of the 
Garden City Cathedral; the Rev. Mr. Roche, the 
Rey. Dr. D. V. M. Johnson, of St. Mary’s, and 
the Revs.

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CAPT. UNGER ON THE STAND 


HE TELUS THE STORY OF A 
HORRIBLE NIGHT. 

HOW THE STOLID SALOON KEEPER WAS 
TORTURED BY THE THOUGHT OF HIS 
CRIME AND THE FEAR OF DETECTION. 

Capt. Edward Unger’s demeanor in the 
Court of Oyer and Terminer yesterday was as 
uncompromisingly stolid as it has been since the 
trial began with the exception of the periodical 
tears which certain allusions always bring. His 
two children remained in court beside their 
father unl he was called to the witness stand, 
when they returned to aside room. The court 
was packed. Even the lobbies were crowded. 
While Unger told the story of his crime the 


silence was so deep that his low tones sounded 
loud and distinct. 

Inspector Byrnes was the first witness exam- 
ined by the defense. Hesaid that Unger made 
his confession voluntarily. TheInspector prom- 
ised Unger that if his boy was discharged from 
the piace where he was working on account of 
his father’s doings he would look after him and 
also after the daughter. Unger told the In- 


spector that he wanted his children to adopt 
their mother’s name. 

Then anumber of witnesses were called to 
show Unger’s character during the time they 
knew him and Capt. Unger was then called. He 
showed not the slightest nervousness. His flab- 
by cheeks were no redder than usual and his 
tone, though wavering, was evidently not so on 
account of want of self-possession. He was 50 
years old, he said, and was born in Germany. 
He caine to America when he was 17 years old, 
and became a seafaring man. Then followed 
such a long list of vessels on which he had been 
engaged and such a detailed description of bis 
various np that Judge Barrett came to the 
— of the suffering jury and cut the recital 
short. 

*“ITcame to this country ina German vessel,” 
said Unger, ‘‘after which I sailed in American 
vesseis. Then I shipped in the United States 
Navy asaseaman. I wasonthe Dolphin. Then 
I went on the Paraguay expeuition to South 
America. After the trouble between the United 
States and Paraguay we were ordered to the 
Brazilian station. I have faced death several 
times. When I was discharged from the navy I 
went onan American ship to France and Ene- 
land, thence to Africa, then back to New-York. 
When the war broke out [ shipped in the United 
States Navy. We went to New-Orleans and 
bombarded two forts in succession for 19 days 
without intermission. The forts surrendered, 
and we were taken in tow upto Vicksburg. I 
wasinthat engagement during the whole time 
we bombarded the fortifications. We staid 
there several months, and then went to Florida. 
After that we were ordered on the blockade of 
North and South Carolina. We subsequently 
went to Washington, where our mortar was 
taken from us.” 

Unger said that he was then transferred to the 
Resolute, and went to Point Lookout, at the en- 
trance of the Potomac River. Later he became 
Captain of the Ella. Unger lost the hearing of 
his right ear at the bombardment of Fort Jack- 
son and injured his foot. 

Then followed the story of the matter on trial, 
and the faces of at least two jurymen were so 
strongly suggestive of disgust that they were 
noticed by many. ‘I first met Bohle,” said Un- 
ger, “when I had my liquor saloon in Eldridge- 
street. I had advertised for a partner and Bohle 
applied. Business was so slack that nobody 
would start with me, so I sold out and left the 
place. I then hired two rooms at No. 22 Ridge- 
street, paying $750 per month. Bohle came to 
see me and asked if he could board with me. 
He promised to pay half the rent and one- 
third of the household expenses. He nad a num- 
ber of sheep casings to sell, and he asked me to 
help him sell them. I tried to do this, but no 
one would buy the casings in bulk. He was very 
ee He used to get in great rages, cursing 
and swearing loudly. Once he answered this 
advertisement: ‘Woman in business wants a 
partner.’ He went to see her agent, gave him 

25, and never saw anything of the money 
again. In the meantime we were looking for a 
place in which we could make a living.” 

**Why did you tell Inspector Byrnes that you 
hated Bohle?” 

**[ don’t think itis my nature to hate anybody 
for any long time,’ answered Unger. “I am 

uick-tempered, but never bear a grudge, and 
that could be proved by any one who knows me. 
Bohle was angry about the sheep casings. He 
had a habit of turning up his eyes and showing 
the whites that made him look very savage. 
That night in January we were sitting together 
reading the papers when Bohle got up, com- 
menced to walk up and down, and declared that 
every one in New-York was a thief. Itold bim 
not to call me names. He struck me onthe neck 
and floored me. I made a blow at him with a 

oker, which he caught with his left hand. 
ie wrenched it from me and took up akitchen 
knife, 14 inches long or more. He made a 
lunge at me with this knife. He caught my 
finger with the point of it.’ Unger showed his 
finger. ‘ Then he followed me up. Iran to the 
back room, where I seized the first thing I could 
trom atool chest there. It happened to be a 
hammer. He made another lunge at me and I 
waved him oft with the hammer. Then, seizing 
his right arm and sleeve, 1 struck him on the 
torehead with the hammer. He bled, and 
struggied to get loose. He still had the knife in 
his hand. When I saw he was slipping from me 
I made a rush at him, lifted the hammer, and hit 
him on the top of the head. He fell over, and I 
fell with him on the sofa. I looked at him and— 
I—found—he—was—gone.” And Unger stam- 
mered. 

* Dead, you mean ?’ asked Mr. Howe. 

*“‘Gone—yes, dead. His body was siipping off 
the sofa and I raised it to the corner of the 
settee. What had I done? I didn’t know. I 
thought I’d take my own life. I got a razor 
from a cupboard and was going to cut my 
throat, when [remembered my children. What 
could Ido? Then I thought that if I gave my- 
self up I should be put in prison and there 
would be no one to keep my children. I looked 
at the clock. It was 10o0’clock. My boy might 
come at any moment. I must hide the body. 
So I put it behind the sofa. . 

“That night when I went to bed I imagined 
I stillsaw Bohle. Ijumped up and ran tothe 
room where the body was. It was there. I went 
out and drank several glasses of whisky. Then I 
came back. The body was still there. I[ went to 
bed again. I tried tothink what to do, but I 
couldn’t. I saw Bohle standing beside me. Again 
I jumped up, and went to see the body. I can’t 
describe the night I passed. If there’s a hell I 
was there that night. In the morningI was 
stifling and choking. [wanted air. I went to 
the Grand-Street Ferry and took the boat to 
Brooklyn, drinking several times. Then the idea 
of putting the body In the trunk occurred to me. 
I can’t realize that Ididit. It didn’t seem to me 
that I actually cut the body up.. I was stupetied. 
I know thatif [hadn't done it he would have 
driven the knifeinto me. I certainly did it. I 
am a miserable man.” 

In the afternoon Unger was cross-examined by 
Assistant District Attorney Nicoll. He had 
kept saloons on Bleecker-street, Amity-street, 
South Fifth-avenue, Centre Market-place, Mar- 
ket-street, Rivington-street, and Eldridge-street. 
He had managed a billiard table, had been 4 
grocer, and was once employed in a printing 
house. He said that he became disgusted with 
Bohle on account of his vacillating disposition. 
Unger said that at the time he sold the sheep 
casings for Bohle he had no other means of sup- 
port, and made from $6 to $10 a week. He was 
to have become a conductor, however. “I didn’t 
care about the liquor business,” he said, ‘ be- 
cause the excise laws looked as though they 
would be very severe.” 

The defense then rested. .The case will be 
summed up to-day. Mr. Howe was very anxious 
that the jury should visit No. 22 Ridge-street, 
and made a great point of it. Judge Barrett 
submitted the matter to them. ‘We don’t want 
2 0,” said a juror, rising; ‘‘we’ve had enough 
of it.

RADCLIFF’S LITTLE MIXTURE. 

Dr. Alexander J. Peet, of No. 48 West 
Twenty-fourth-street, was summoned to No. 108 
West Seventeenth-street Wednesday night and 
found that his patient was James B. Radcliff, an

Bial’s “‘ Jack Sheppard,” whom he had attended 


before. Radcliff began to abuse him, and when 
he attempted to assault the doctor the latter threw 
himself on a lounge and parried his blows with 
his feet.

HEAT FROM THE ENGINE. 


AN EXPERIMENT TO BE TRIED ON THE 
NEW-YORK CENTRAL. 

Another experiment as to the possibility 
of heating a moderately lon; train of railroad 
cars with steam from the locomotive will soon 
be made on the New-York Central and Hudson 
River Road. Whatis known asthe Martin sys- 
tem will be employed. It has been used for 
more thana year on the Dunkirk, Alleghany 
Valley and Pittsburg Railroad, a line leased by 
the Central, and has there proved satisfactory 
on ashort train oftwo cars, which have been 


kept together all the time. How the device will 
work on a larger scale is the problem now to be 
settled. 

Mr. John M. Toucey, General Superintendent 
of the New-York Central, said yesterday that in 
the system to be tried, a main steam pipe runs 
from the engine under the whole train. This 
pipe is tapped under each car and the steam is 
taken into what practically amounts to a pum- 
ber of radiators in the car. Peculiarities of the 
system are the devices for joining the main pipe 
at the ends of cars and for draining off the water 
which would otherwise collect in the apparatus, 
The coupling pieces are of metal, are packed 
with plumbago, and by telescoping into each 
other secure a joint which the inventor claims is 
perfectly air tight. The pipes slope upward from 
the couplings to the middle of the car and again 
within the car slope upward totheends. An 
automatic valve,to be opened by a given pressure, 
is placed at the highest point of the outside pipe, 
and is expected to carry off the water, which will 
then fall to the ground. Superintendent Toucey 
said the new heaters would be tried on a train 
of five cars at first, ** Five or six years ago,” he 
said, “an attempt was made to heat trains by 
steam from the engine, but the passengers com- 
plained that they had to ride in ice boxes, and 
the railroad company went back to stoves. The 
elevated road trains, to be sure, are heated by 
steam, but the method followed on them would 
be out of the question on a surface road, This 
new plan we are going to try seems as good as 
any, but in the caseof long trains auxiliary heat- 
ers would probably be necessary anyway. Why, 
to warm up such a train as the 6 P. M. train for 
the West we would need an eight-inch steam 
pipe. The longer the train is the bigger the pipe 
will have to be.” At present, Mr. Toucey said, 
steam heat is being used as an experiment on a 
short Boston and Albany train with satisfactory 
resuits. Another short train on the Cleveland, 
Columbus, Cincinnati and Indianapolis Road has 
been getting its warmth from its engine for 
some time. 


DAUNTLESS AND CORONET. 


STRENGTHENING THE YACHTS FOR THEIR 
COMING RACE. 

The liveliest place in yachting circles just 
now is the little screw dock at the foot of Mar- 
ket-street, where the schooner Dauntless in fit- 
ting for her race across the ocean with the Cor- 
onet. Sheis surrounded every day by a crowd 
of people who intently study her rigging and 
hull. Any one who wants to see how this fine 
old schooner looks out of water should get off 
the Third-avenue elevated at Chatham-square, 
walk down Catharine-street to the river, turn to 
the left and go to the screw dock, which is close 


by. The schooner looks well and is worth a 
visit. Yesterday her masts were scraped, her 
copper bottom givena coat of oil, some black 
paint put on parts of her hull, and some of her 
iron standing rigging was given a coat of black. 

Seamen and Corinthian fyachtsmen will be 
much interested in her rigging. Philip Lowe, 
the rigger, has a gang of experts ut work on her 
and they are making her look strong and hand- 
some. The bowsprit foot ropes. with four 
*“Turk’s heads” in each to keep the sailors from 
slipping, are nice pieces of work. Blue water 
mariners will see strength and safety in the 
double stay of wire rope running from the fore- 
mast head to the bowsprit end, where it is 
shackled to two heavy chains, which reeve 
through cheek blocks on the sides of the bow- 
sprit and are shackled to plates in the stem. 
Her bobstays, jibboom martingale stays, bow- 
sprit shrouds, and jibboom guys are all of strong 
wire rope, and they are provided with extra 
seizings of pliable wire. The general appear- 
ance of the vessel is one of power, and those 
who study her will have confidence in her abil- 
ity to make a good showing. Capt. Colt, her 
owner, and Capt. Samuels are at the dock every 
day. Capt. Samuels is particularly interested in 
his own idea of taking out inside ballast and put- 
ting more outside. The lead is allin place in 
the keel of the Dauntless and was being planed 
yesterday. 

The Coronet is undergoing a similar process. 
The inside ballast has been reduced and her Keel 
ballast increased. She will have several new 
spars and some new rigging when she starts. 
She is a big and powerful boat. Betting is not 
lively on the race, but the odds are in favor of 
the Dauntless. This is largely because of the 
reputation of Capt. Samuels as a sailing master. 
The Coronet has considerable advantage over 
her opponent in point of size. 


HEAVY WEATHER AT SEA. 


OIL BAGS SUCCESSFULLY USED TO SMOOTH 
THE WAVES. 


The steamers Sorrento, from Hamburg, 
and Dorset, from Bristol, which arrived here 
yesterday, both encountered heavy weather dur- 
ing the voyage, but were brought through with- 
out damage. Oilbags were hung from the bow 
of the Sorrento on Feb. 7 and 8, when a terrific 
storm was ragiug, and that method of securing 
safety for storm-tossed vessels has gained an- 
other advocate. 

The Sorrento left Hamburg Jan. 27, and had 
heavy weather throughont the passage, but 


nothing like the gale when the vessel was saved 
by the use of oil. Capt. Muller in describing that 
stormin his report says: ‘‘The steamer fell 
into very heavy gale, and then west to north- 
west, with lightning and thunder, the wind 
blew with hurricane force, and the ship not an- 
swering her helm the Capt. was prepared with 
oil bags, and there was no other means the 
presentto makethe useof oil bags, so quick 
then possible. The breakers was very high, 
heavy, and dangerous, The engine was stopped, 
and the steamer lying safe in a berth of oil, we 
had a very good, wonderful success, and draw- 
ing eight hours in this oil place, then the wind 
and sea moderate, and the steamer proceeded to 
her voyage.” 

On Feb. 14 Capt. Muller saw a large number of 
whales and encountered a heavy snowstorm. 

The Dorset sailed from Bristol Jan. 25, and on 
the way across had a succession of high seas 
and snow and hail. The weather was fairly 
moderate up to noon of Feb. 7, when the same 
tremendous storm which caused the Sorrento’s 
Captain to hang out oil bags struck the Dorset. 
The situation was made all the more appalling 
and dangerous by the presence of a heavy snow- 
storm, which gave way at times to hail. After 
Feb. 12 the weather moderated. Capt. Crossman 
offered assistance to the stranded Wisconsin on 
Wednesday, but aid was declined. 

The brig Arvia, which arrived yesterday from 
Aracaju, encountered a heavy storm on Jan. 29, 
which lasted three days. She lost her foretop- 
mast head and all above, with sails and jib.

MISSION WORK IN THE OITY. 

The Women’s Home Missionary Soeiety 
held its first all-day meeting in New-York yes- 
terday at the Washington-Square Methodist 
Episcopal Church.

FOUND BOUND AND GAGGED 


A REALLY @OLEVER BIT OF 
WORK BY BURGLARS. 
THEY SILENCE THE SICK NURSE IN 
GEORGE TALLCOT’S BROOKLYN HOME 

AND HELP THEMSELVES. 


George Tallcot, a wealthy patent medi- 
cine dealer, lives with his family ina big double 
frame house at No. 439 First-street, near Sev- 
enth-avenue, Brooklyn. In the house with him 
live Mrs, Tallcot, an invalid about 60 years of 
age. The nurse, Mrs, Kate Booth, a respectable- 
looking woman about 40 years of age, sleeps 
with Mrs. Talleot. About 5 o’clock yesterday 
morning W. 8. Coolidge, who lives in the house, 
heard some one groaning, and, supposing that 
his sister, Mrs. Talleot, was worse, partly 
dressed himself and went down to her room. In 
the hall found the nurse, Mrs. Booth, lying 
face dowrward on the floor. She was bound 
hand and foot with stout twine, and was gagged 
with a toothbrush held in her mouth by a coarse 
pocket handkerchief, which was tied around her 


head. This handkerchief was evidently a man's, 
and smelled of tobacco. The tooth brush be- 
longed in the sick room. 

When released the nurse said that at 2 o’clock 
Mrs. Tallcot awoke and asked for a drink of 
vichy, a siphon of which stood on the sill of a 
window in the hall. Just as she had taken in 
the siphon a hand was pressed over her mouth, 
and she was dragged to the further end of the 
hall. It wassodark there that she could not 
see any one, but thought that a man held her, 
while @ woman stood a little way off. The man 
said: ‘Where is the money?” Mechan- 
ically Mrs. Booth took a purse containing $10 
from her pocket and handed it to him. Then she 
fainted, and when she revived, which was a few 
minutes before Mr. Coolidge found her, she was 
lying on the floor bound and gagged. 

A search disclosed the fact that the house had 
been robbed. In adrawer of the bureau in the 
hall there had been a pair of diamond earrings 
and a three-stone diamond ring. These were 
ee but other valuables in the same bureau 
Jad not been disturbed. On the top of the bu- 
reau was the lamp, unlighted, the vichy siphon, 
and nearitacigarstump. Noneof the gentle- 
men in the house smoke, and the nurse is posi- 
tive that the stump was not there when she 
lighted the lamp early in theevening. The fact 
that the handkerchief which gagged Mrs. Booth 
smelled of tobacco seems to indicate that it and 
the cigar stump had been carried by the same 

verson. From the hall the search was carried 
into Mrs. Talicot’s room, andit was found that 
the burglars had ransacked her bureau drawer, 
taking three gold watches and a breastpin. An- 
other drawer, in which was $2,000 worth of 
jewelry, had not been opened. The police of 
Capt. Jewett’s precinct were informed, but 
after working ail day, had to admit that the 
case bafiled them. No one in the house had 
heard the slightest disturbance, There are no 
indications of how the burglars entered the 
house or escaped from it. The police have come 
to the conclusion that the thief slept in the house 
or was admitted. No arrests had been made at 
a late hour last night.

SEVERAL REMOVALS MADE YESTERDAY 
BY COLLECTOR MAGONE, 

The investigating committee appointed 
some months ago by Collector Magone, with in- 
structions to make a thorough examination of 
all the departments, and in its report to make 
such recommendations as would tend to the im- 
provement of the Customs Service at this port, 
is nearing the end of its work. A. K. Tingle, 
John M. Comstock, and John A. Mason compose 
the committee.

A. H. Hill, 
20 years in the service, was removed on account 
of absence from duty. He had accounted for his 
absence on the plea of bad health. E. B. Yeo- 
mans, clerk in charge of the seizure room at a 
salary of $1,400, was removed on the ground 
that his duties cou:d be performed by a mes- 
senger. Simon Newiter, recording clerk, lost 
his place because he was not up to the 
standard. 8. 3B. Shreve, delivery clerk, 
was classed in the report as intemperate. 
&. T.C. Kirby, carpenter, was removed on the 
ground of intemperance and inefficiency. 
Cornelius O’Leary, messenger, drew a salary of 
y faeces According to the report he was 
ormerly a hackman. ecording to the report, 
also, he is better adapted for hack driving than 
for the service of the Government. The list was 
closed by the removal of Andrew Gregory, chief 
clerk in charge of the bookKeepers and order 
clerks. Nothing was known of these removals 
by the subordinate employes in the Customs 
Service, so that they created no flutter.

WAR TIMES RECALLED. 


THE NEAT TELEGRAM WHICH JOHN IL. 
DAVENPORT WROTE. 


Gen. Benjamin F. Butler has done most 
of the questioning of witnesses for himself as de- 
fendant in the Lester suit, and to-day he will go 
on thestand and testify under the examination of 
United States District Attorney Walker. That 
will pretty nearly end the case, the defense be- 
lieve, for they think the suit will be dismissed 
without resort to the jury. The witness who was 
to swear yesterday in behalf of Mr. Lester that 
Gen. Butler was willing to release him from ar- 
rest if he wonld turn over the $180,000 which it 
was thought he had, was in court, but when it 
came to going on the stan’ he “flunked.” All 
the witnesses of the day were on the Butler side. 
Major J. Lewis Stackpole, a Boston lawyer before 
and after the war, said that President Lincoln had 


appointed him Judge-Advocate in the Depart- 
ment of Virginia and North Carolina, and he 
presided at the sittings of the military com- 
toission which tried John H. Lester. Gen. 
Butler asked if the minutes of tnat trial as 
shown in court were correct. “ That’s saying 
grace over the whole barrel of meat at once,” 
declaimed Mr. Huutington, “and I object.” 
Judge Coxe told Major Stackpole to answer. 
He said the record was correct and swore that 
the court of nine members was duly sworn, 
that the proceedings were legal and regular, 
and the conviction of Lester properly ap- 
proved. Mr. Huntington did his best to break 
the testimony, but all he got from the Major 
was a string of repetitions of “I can only guess 
about that point, and I didn’t come here to 
guess.” 

Gen. Butler, in the face of Mr. Huntington’s 
objection, got the record of the military trial 
placed in evidence. Then he summoned Mrs. 
Hester A. Thissell, the Matron of the House of 
Detention at Fortress Monroe, and called out to 
her, “ Bring the rattle with you.” She brought 
a@ queer little wooden rattle and said it was one 
which Mr. Lester made as a toy for her little 
girl when he was detained in 1864. She rattled 
it and handed it to Gen. Butler. He squinted at 
it and shook it before Lis face likea two-year-old, 
and then the jurors shook it and the counsel 
shook it, and the big crowd of spectators looked 
on and wondered what the meaning of 16 was. 
The little puzzle in wood was the means by 
which Mrs. Lester had found out where her hus- 
band was, so the plaintiff’s lawyer claimed. 
Mrs. Lester saw the Matron’s little girl playin 
with it one day after she had been captured an 
guessed that her husband was somewhere near. 
She told Mrs. Thissel her guess, and then found 
out she was right. Miss Mary A. Thissell iden- 
tifled the plaything as having been given to her 
by Lester, and said she had kept it all these (23) 
years as a kecpsake. Mrs. Thissell declared that 
Mr. Lester was treated the same as any member 
of her family, and was not a prisoner in the corm- 
mon meaning of that word. Mrs. Lester and her 
children were well treated, too. As Matron she 
had searched Mrs. Lester on orders, and found 
the money on her person, which was confiscated. 
Col. John Cassell, who was Provost Marshal and 
aid on Gen. Butler’s staff, swore that only one 
woman ever went through the lines without 
being searched. She was Miss Todd, a sister of 
President Lincoln’s wife. David C. G. Field, 
financial agent of the Department of Virginia 
ana North Carolina, said that he received the 
money taken from Mrs. Lester, and gave a re- 
ceipt for it, which she got. 

Isaac J. Vanderbeek, a lumber merchant of 
Jersey City, testified that he knew John H. Les- 
ter as far back as 1864, and that in February of 
that year he saw him in Willard’s, at Washing- 
ton. Lester refused to recognize him when he 
first addressed him, and then begged Mr. Van- 
derbeek not to tell anybody he had seen him in 
Washington. ‘*He told me,” related Mr. Van- 
derbeek, “that he was ‘in’ with the Southern 
Government, andin that way had managed to 
get through the lines. He had an interview with 
a Senator who wore a Summer hat in Winter—I 
don’t know him in any other way—and then told 
me his case was turned over to Ben Butler. I 
think Mr. Lester is now in the milk business.” 

John I. Davenport, who was Gen. Butler’s 
private secretary in 1864, affirmed and told this 
story on the General’s examination: “I knew 
Lester before the war, because my father and 
myself did some insurance business for him. On 
Feb. 6, 1864, I went into your office. Lester was 
there and you were talking with him. I recog- 
nized him, and stepped into another room and 
there wrote oa apiece of paper, ‘This man’s 
name is John H. Lester. He is a d—d rascal, 
Hold him and I will furnish the evidence.’ [ 
took that to you and asked if I should send ‘that 
telegram.’ You said ‘yes.’ I went out, tore the 
note up, returned, and took astenographic re- 
port of the conversation.” Mr, Davenport read 
those minutes. Then he declared that he never 
had any communication with Lester as to his 
counsel or Mr. Ellis’s fee for defending him. He 
never heard that Lester said his valise had been 
robbed. 

Mr. Huntington began to prod him on that 
matter, and Mr, Davenport hurried out a loud 
and emphatic reply: ‘‘ I want to say that I never 
knew Lesterto makea complaint. If he ever 
complained that he had been robbed, the whole 
department of Virginia and North Carolina 
would have been turned upside down to find out 
about it.” 

“But wouldn’t he have been turned upside 
down and wrong side out if he had dared to 
make such a complaint?’ 

“No, Sir.” 

“IT think he would, That’s the Sing Sing way 
of doing.”

TARRYTOWN GENTLY EXOITED. 

The Rev. John Todd, D.D., for many 
years Pastor of the Second Reformed Church at 
Tarrytown, sent in his resignation about six 
months ago, stating that he had literary pur- 
suits which would interfere with his pastoral 
duties. He is the historian of the town of Green- 
burgh and Mount Pleasant. It is said by those 
best informed that he did not believe his resig- 
nation would be accepted, but it was. A call 
was extended tothe Rev. Tabor Knox and he 
accepted. At the meeting of the Classis recently 
held in this city, it was voted 7 to 6 not to con- 
firm him. Mr. Todd had long been a member of 
the Classis, and may have had influence enough 
to determine its action. Whether he exerted it 
or not is a matter of speculation. 

Wednesday evening there was a meeting in the 
chureh to take action in the matter. Among 
those present was Mr. John A. Lant, the editor 
of a little sheet called the Record of the Times, 
printed at Tarrytown. Someexcitement was oc- 
casioned when one of those present rose and 
said that the meeting was for members of the 
chureh only. He referred to a recent article in 
the Record, and characterized it as false. Then 
he moved that all persons unauthorized to be 
present be requested to withdraw. Mr. Lant did 
not take the hint, and two gentlemen, one of 
whom was Prof. Flack, told him there were two 
waysof getting out of that church—one was to 
walk out and the other was to be assisted out. A 
war of words followed, and the committee and 
Mr. Lant almost came to blows. Finally the 
editor picked up his hat and departed. This 
episode was the chief topic of conversation on 
the streets of Tarrytown yesterday, and the

CASES OF SMALLPOX. 

John Pede, a negro, who was found sick 
with smallpox at his residence, No. 137 West 
Thirty-third-street, on Wednesday, was removed 
to the Riverside Hospital on North Brother Island 
late that night. Yesterday the sanitary officers 
made a search of the house, whichis a four-story 
tenement, inhabited entirely by colored people, 
and found two more cases there. Georgie John- 
son, a tall black woman, who is a cook by occu- 
pation, was one of the victims.

Her friends said she had 
had no medical attendance. The other case was 
Bruno Reise, also colored, about 30 years of age, 
who had evidently caught the disease while vis- 
iting the tamily with whom the sick woman was 
living. Both these patients were removed to 
the hospital. The premises were disinfected and 
fumigated, and will be kept under observation,as 
itis likely that more cases will develop in the 
house. John Kilpatrick, who went Hed his 
house, No. 517 West Fortieth-street, to Roose- 
velt Hospital on Wednesday night for treatment, 


was found to be suffering from smallpox, and 
was removed to the Riverside Hospital.

‘A VERY SERIOUS CHARGE 


SOME ONE IN THE OOUNTY 
OLERK’S OFFICE ACOUSED. 
MR. RICHARD 8 NEWCOMBE SAYa 
CLAIMS FILED ATER THOSE OF HIg 

CLIENT RECEIVED PRIORITY. 


Mr. Richard §. Newcombe, counsel fox 
Messrs. Pomeroy and Plummer, appeared in the 
Court of Common Pleas before Judge Larremore 
on Wednesday and made serious charges against 
employes of the County Clerk’s oftice. 
tember, 1883, Ferdinand Mayer failed to the 
amount of $2,500,000. His preferred creditors 
were the Lincoln National Bank, Pomeroy & 
Plummer, and Leavitt & Van Valkenburgh. 
When the claims of the Lincoln Bank were 
satisfied it was learned that there was 
a surplus of $70,000. Mr. Newcombe, on behalf 
of his clients, who have aclaim for $350,000, be- 
gan suit to recover the surplus. Messrs. Leavitt 
& Van Valkenburgh also brought action. Tney 
havea claim for $60,000. Both claims were 


placed on record in the County Clerk’s office on 
the same day. Mr. Newcombe told Judge Larre- 
more that he filed his claims, four in all, ahead 
of those of Messrs. Leavitt & Van Vaikenburgh, 
but he has since learned that the records in the 
County Clerk’s office have been tampered with 
and his opponents have been given the prefer- 
ence. 

“TI had four claims,” he explained to a TIMES 
reporter. ‘One was filed at 3:22 P. M., the 
second at 3:28, the third at 3:24, and the last at 
3:25. On the same day Messrs. Leavitt & 
Van Valkenburgh had their application put on 
file on the assismment rolls. They had three 
claims, and they were recorded at 3:40, 3:45, 
and 3:46 P. M. It is the duty of the clerk, in 
addition to placing the date on the papers, to 
put the time in hours and minutes, so that there 
can be no question as to priority. I felt satisfied 
that [ had the prior claim, but I learned that 
my opponents disagreed with meon that sub- 
ject. This caused me to grow suspicious, 
and I went to the County Clerk's 
office to take a look at the papers. 
Mine were the same as when they were 
tiled and I asked for those of Messrs. Leavitt 
& Van Valkenburgh. I was surprised to learn 
that they were marked 3:10, 3:15, and 3:16, in- 
stead of 3:40, 3:45, and 3:46. The figure 4 in 
each case bad been erased and the figure 1 was 
substituted. The marks left by the eraser were 
very plain and could be distinguished by the 
nakedeye. I[ then searched the docket and I 
ascertained that this also had been tampered 
with and made to correspond with the changes 
made in the papers.” 

Mr. Newcombe said that he was preparing 
papers and would present affidavits to prove the 


correctness of his charges in the Supreme Court 
on Monday.

Joseph Harrington, a box maker, lived 
happily with his family in Greenwich-street, in 
this city, until about three years ago, when he
